And 
as the ancient Comicall Poéts Were Wout to 
pen {uch Enterludes as they thought woula 
be planfibly heard of all the Auditory: fo 
our common Writers dofafvion and fbape the (ubjeét of which they in- 
treat, according tothe affection of lim, Whofe patronage they require 
in countenancing their Writings. Thu ( I fay) thongh it be prattifed 
of all Writers now adates, and might have ferved as a fit prefident for 
me to have followed , yet Ihave fwerved and digreffed from fo gene= 
rall acuftom; in preferring th labour of mine to the view of your 
Honour (the matter fofarre diffenting from your Honors difpofition ) 
fothat asit may perhaps not Without fome colour be objefted, that I 
might have provided far better (had I been any way fufficient ) both 
for the acceptation of my Labour,and allo for the fit an/mering of your 
Honors affection, if I had treated of the politick, government of onr 
Conntreysandof the weilding of a Commonwealth : to the nece/fity f

which calling, not Fortune the Queen of the old Philofophers, but 
God himfelf hath called, or rather enforced you, if that pinion of 
Plato Ge true, that every good Magiftrate taketh upon him hu Office 
unwihingly. But that objection Will foon be taken away, if We confi- 
dev how foolifh a thing it Were to inftruct him With his imaginary 
precepts, Whom ( befides a great light of nature ) moft bappy expe- 
rience hath made a perfect and abfolute governour. Plato that moft 
grave and Wife deemer of the State tyrannicall, Was fo many times 
convicted of folly, how often he adventured in the prefence of Kings to 
» difcourfe of the regiment of a Commonwealth. Dionyfius (of whom 
it Was doubted, Whether he did more harm by hws extream cruelty, 
or good by his provident wifdome , Which both he left alike to. hes 
fucceffonrs toimitate) called that notable Philofopher (whom I even 
now named) into Sicilia,of purpefe to hear him, and With great pa- 
rience liftened to him as he difputed of mans felicity, and admired 
hiin as he handled thofe morall vertues, Which Socrates his. A4after 
was feigned to have brought from heaven, and ashe treated of the 
frame and machine of the World : but on.atime (taking advantage 
by the Kings attention ) When he had ftolen into the difcourfe of Po- 
licy, Dionyfius felt himfelf fo moved, that he had exercifed hts ty- 
ranny again|t him alfo; if Dion and Aviftomanes had not recover- 
ed him out of his jaws, ana fo rid bim out of the Land, by {ching 
him to Polisthe Lacedezmonian Aferchant. And this was the ver- 
ditl that the wife King (when his fury Wwastemewhat calmed) gave 
of that moft Learned Philofopher for his wholefome counfell ( as he 
thought) namely , that his difcourfes feemed unto him to be the 
pratiles of idle ald men: [o much experience difdaineth to be con 
trolled by Art, and [oimpatient he of snftitution, Whofe knowledge 
is acquired Ufu & Memoria (the two ancient parents of Wifdome.) 
What agreat argument of folly therefore fhall he give; that foall go 
about to lay a-plot_for your Honour, from Whence you may derive 
an example of government, Who have fo many years, in fotrouble- 
[ome acommonwealth, and tothe moft Wife and vertuous Princeffe 
in the World, been retained as a moft Honourable and grave Coun- 
fellour ? Iwill not fay a Lopytus-vato hw Darius,er as Cineas unto 
his Pyrrhus,or as Crefus unto hus Cyrus ; the one of Which by policy 
advifed his King to circumvent bu enemies, the other allured them to 
his [ubjettion by his eloquence, and the third by his own unfortunate

experiences diretked him how to convey: any danger ots enter prifes ak 
which ferved their Princes to none other ule, but to helpthem to pur- 
chafe the worft. part of glory by blondy oppreffion: but rather asa 


Neftor unto his Agamemnon, as 4 Xenophon znto hs Cyrus, and 


waPlutarch unto bs Trajan, Who thought it not fo glorious tote: 
their enemies.to themwith forced fear, a their friends, and, neigh- 


‘bours by peaceable amity, the firingeft guara that Princes cantrnft 


wate. Lmuft needs confelfe, that thefe comparifons do fail inrepréfent= 
ing fo much as I doconceive. For, that J may uot fedr the [ufpicion of 


flattery in fo manifeft atruth,caa the whole Scene of mans life, fogor-— 


geoully and ftately fet forth by the Hiftorians of feveral ages, faewus 


at one time,on one Stage,twofuch-notable ators ; namely ;/o redonbtea, 


‘fo peerlel[e,and[o vertuous a Princeffe holding the Scepter?fo grave,fo 


wife,and{o provident a Counceller (uftaining the perfon of Eubolus?Z 
‘would I might (my credit faved With your Honor) pur{ue your praifes 
yet farther; but I know very well,that you(awho with an unwearied.af- 
fection do not ceafe continually to.commit [uch vertuous deeds asde- 
ferve to be cteruized for ever) are foon.tived, when you hear them re- 
membred by another. And truly I would not have [poken{o much for 
fear of offence, but that | know for acertainty, that you afcribe the 
being of your vertues to Godthe giver of all good things ; before whows 
toextenuateyour graces, l know not whether st be more blame- worthy , 


theeyhamelefly to affume unto our [elves whatfoever 2 wrongfully at- 


tributed unto ws by flattering friends. Bit to what end (will youf{ay) 
ave all thefe words? Namely to thu : to excufe my felf,inthat I have 
not labenrea to fit your affection tn the prefentment of thismy labours 
which w fo impoffiole,in refpeél of your fingularknowledge in all kinde 
of good learning, that there no manf{of[elfwife or lofty which fear- 


eth not to come under your learned cenf{ure. Which, excellency of 


yours When [ had looked into, and haa fonnd my [elf altogether una- 
ble to anfwer, I purpofed ( as I thought) more politickly to affay your 
humanity ; Which indeed, graceth all the reft of your vertues : Which 
(1 thought) I might [oon abufc, in offering [uch a fubjett, in which 
fome ftudy and induftry (befdes many years.) had made me in part 
able tojuage: and'{uch-a one, as the earneft affairs of the common- 
wealth, 12 Which you are alwaies bufied, together with the inconve- 
nient ufe of the fiudy, had kept your Honour from being acquainted

with. Which bola artempt of mine, your wifdome foall fo much thecager 
be brourht to pardon, by bow much the wore earneftly your rare. cle- 
méncy encouraged we to enterprife tt, Fer Ido plainly confelle, that’ 
Dhave not thonght thts book, 0; mine worthy to be perufed of your Ho- 
nour, ws well becaufe of mine own unability, Whoam altogether in- 
(ufficient to perform any thing that your Honour may like of,as al[o in 
ve[pect of thofe manifold graces wherewith the Lord hath filled You: 
by the vertue of Which you could in “tongue farre more eloquent then: 
this of ours, wifcernand know the fecrets of Phyfick, which Ihave. 
mwin part revealed, if the common-weal of 2s all. did not rather car- 
vy jonawdy, then'that delight which wu otherwife reaped by- private 
frudy. And yer neverthole[fe, When I confider With my felf, thar it was 
wot the af cttation of any popular praife, but an honcft zeal to benefit 
my countrey-men, Which beg ot in me thw defireto publifothu Work: 
and alfe (if I may without the [ufpect of vain-glory [ecm to divine of 
the sfweof my tabours) percerving that they might bring fome com> 
modity untothe wore ignerant fort of our common Prattitioners and 
Emperiques (if they were With diligence perufed :) ana thirdly, when 
I perceived inmy felf a certain earneft willingnef[e which I have al- 
waies bad ( though of late it hath been more vehemently inflamed ) to 
commend fome peece of fervice #uto your Honour: I fay, thife caufes 
meeting thustogether, did efpectally induce me ( though many doubts 
feept afore me in mine enterprife, offering to re-inforce my over-pre- 
fumptuous determination with {uch a bold confidence as it were to rufh 
into your prefence, andto demand Without.any Joew of merit your Hoe 
nors moft favourable protettion, that this book of mine ( unable of it 
(elf ) may run under your patronage, Which as it Were Gorgon his buc- 


kler Twill bvert and turn against all the venimous bitings of flande- 


vous tongues. The Lord God {who hath made you a notable inftrument 
to Work the advancement of hus glory the furtheraree and propagation 
of good learning lengthen and protratt your life beyond your fatall pe- 
riod, and give you a will to live, a defire [till to bear up that burthen

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The Preface-to the Reader. 


Hen God had perfeéted thar wonderfull work of-his ( t 
meanthe-frame of the world) and had afligned to every 
part thereof his {peciall duty : namely rothe water to hare 
bour fifhes, tothe ayr to uphold all feathered fowls, .to the 
earth to fofter beafts, and to produce and bring forth good 
and wholfome hearbs and trees ¢ and over all thefe, as re- 

} gent and governour, had appointed man, his laft and no- 






left creature; he demanded of his Angels who were prefent with him at this 


work, what might be defired in this fo rare and {trange a workmanfhip : who 
anfwered, Nothing but a tongue to unfold the fecrets of his labours, to talk 
and commune of them 5 with the which alfo, he, as workman of all, might be 
extolled and magnified : who partly moved by this fuggeftion; perceiving it te 
be a notable means to advance his glery; as before he had infuled into: man 
a conceivable minde, apt to underftand his myfteries: fo now he gave him a 
tongue ableto utter the fundry conceptions of the heart, whatfoever it ima- 

ined. This fable ( proceeding I know not from what brain) isremembred of 
Philo the Jew in his Trearife of the world, which feemeth to:imply thus much, 
that as there is nothing within this mortall circuit, thar God hath as it, were 
kept to himfelf, and not made fubje@ to the induftrious capacity of man {o 
there is no means by whicha man can approach nearer unto:the perfection af 
thar nature which he firft enjoyed, and then loft by his fall, then by the pain- 
full indagation of the fecrets of nature, or any way whereby he may more 
truly glorifie his maker, then in his life time with his tongue to conmamunicate 
‘that knowledge which he hath by his induftry achieved, andto. have a.carc 
alfo that it may be faithfully commended to his polteriry.. And doubrlefle this 
“was the confideration that moved the wile King Saloman to wade {fo farrein the 
fearching of the caules of things. who abandoning all chofe gliftering thews 
which his tiches.and kingdome profered him, applied his minde to the itudy of 
nature, and- compiled a great volume, wherein he largely difcourfed not only of 


birds and beafts, but of all herbs and trees, even from rhe Cedar of Lebanon, 


‘to Hylop thar groweth out of the wall. Andthe {elf fame opinion of the ¢x- 
cellency of thar kinde of life, hath from time rotime invaded.the mindes of 
many Kings and noble perfonages, vowing to themfelves without anylight of 
their forefarhers to go throngh the cloudy darknefle of naure. And althoush 
‘they fometimes tumbled, yet ace they to be pardoned, if we confader both the 
obfcurity, and the length of the way they went in. hg the reputed fon 
of Noah was the fir that of many confuled experiments, began to fafhion out 
and as ix wete to delineate the beginnings of an Art, by fetting down certain 
A4 .- precepts

precepts of the fame, and after him Ofiris the King of Aigypt, and Z¢/o/triz alfo 
King of the fame countrey (though rudely) layed the foundation of 4 ttromomy 
by demonttrarion of the courfé ofthe heavens, and of Phyfick, by opening the. 
nature.of many hetbs,and alfo the fecrets-of their warcr of Nilus.. To the wor- 
thineffe of which fecrer, Plato that great Philofopher did willingly {ubleribe, 
when fahing into. grievous malady in Ayypt, and being not able by his own 
experiments (though he had aflayed many ). to cure himielt, he was preferve 

by the Prieits of thar countrey; whoraught him thé vertue of their waters 
whereas after.in remembrance of this benefit he wrote-rhis verte, rehearfed.by 
Laertins: Mare univer{a prolait bominum mala: “‘Vhe fea doth wath away.all the 
infirmities of man.So.that by this we may fee, that this noble and learned Phi- 
lofopher had never brought this news our of A.zypr, cicher of their policy and 
eovernment of their countrey, or of their rare and exquifire knowledge: in A- 
itronomy, if he had not tafted of the benefit which the Phyfick of that time 


afforded him. But we wilfremember fonte of thofe Kings who had an efpeci-- 


all fantafie tothis Art, whofe names.ate devolved and brought unto us by the 
fticceffion of ages, though their works have not efcaped the wrack, but have 
periflied in the fea-gulf of antiquity, which hath fwaliowed the doings of ma- 
ny men. And Mathradates the king of Pontus fhall be the firft,who at onetime 
undertook two mighty bartels, the one with the Romans, the other with na- 
tue. Inthe lait of which, the more dangerous, he prevailed like a conquerour : 
and in the firft he dealr fo valiantly, ‘that the glory of his forepafled victories 
fupprefied and killed the remembrance of his laft overthrow. The which (as 
Pliny remembreth ) was alike profitable to the common-wealth, and to mans 
lite: for in bis Mannor where he lay, there were found many books written 
by his own hands, both of the verrues of herbs, and of the conftitution of 
mans body,with remedies for many infirmities of the fame. Evax alfo the King 
of Arabia wrote a book of the effeéts of fimples, which he dedicated to Nevo 
the Emperour. ‘Bat what fiould I reckon particulariy the names of every one, 
when in former ages there was no King, either of Aithiopia, ALgypt, or Ara- 
biz, who did not himielf either write f{omewhat concerning this Art of Phy- 
fick; or elfe by hisliberaliry encouraged others to employ their time in the 
fame * Which may: make much ‘( no doubt:) ro the credit of the Art, whenas 
‘Kings have appropriated it to rhemfelves, and have thought themfelves honou- 
red by the profeflion of the fame. “And as many arguments do induce me to 
béleeve ( befides the witnefle of Hiftorians ) that Phyfick is the Art wherein 
many Kings have travelled and delighted: {o nothing more ftrengly then this, 


that whereas-other gods were tied to their feverall places, as Fupiter to Elis, Dia-, 


“na to Ephelus; eApolfo vo Delos, and fo forth 3, e# fculapius the fonne of Apollo 
by the dauzhter of Phiegias, made a god for his cunning in Phyfick, hath his 

‘remple‘dind altars every where,in Corinth,inLacedezmon,in Athens, in Thebes, 
‘in Bpidauire) in’ Atcadia; Meflenia, and in'‘many other countries (as “Paufanias 
remembreth:) all Which honors fo done to him,were inftiruted (no doubt) by the 
Kings and Rulers of thofe countrics,who efpecially favoured that Art,thinking 

it great reafon that he who invented an art fo generally available to man-~ 

‘Kinde; ‘fhouid be generally honoured of all men. And (I pray you) how much

safeciour. was the-xenown, of. Hippocratess who; defcended! of his line, faving 
that the onc was placed amongit xhe.gods im heaven, and che other ireverenced 
as a mortall god. upon earth!?° Did nor he make 'Ccos, the piace where he was 
born, of an inglorious Iland; a famous countrey, only by the acceile of “other 
nations, who were brouzht thither by the report of his wonderfull. skill in Phy- 
{ick * What familiarity had -he with Kings 2, Whareftimarion amongthe Pai- 
totophers ofthattime, as Democrues and others? And to conclude, how was 
his tame {pread univerfally throughout all. Greece ?,1 will’ not tarry upon the 
‘recitall of the famous Phyficians who have lived before us in feverall agess: as 
Diofcorides,Galen, P aulus Actius eo gyueta, and others. For it will eafily appeac 
of what credit this noble fcience of Phyfick was in times, palt, if you confider 
the infolency and pride of ancient Phyficians, whereof maity of them difdained 
the fellowfhip of Kings, and fome.of them emboldened only by thecredic of 
their {cience purchaied amongft men, grew to-fuch impudency, that they would . 
have ceremonies and rites perfotmed untothem as unto gods.‘ One fuch was 
Themifon Cyprius: the dainty of Antiochus; another was ThefJalus, whom Galen : 
maketh mention of, who went about'to innovate and change the method of 
Phyfick fer down by Heppocrates andothers. But the molt famous of all.was . 
Menecrates the Syracufan,. who foolifhly ufuiped the name of sfupiver, often- - 
‘times boaiting, that by his Art he could breathe life intd.mortall men, after the 
‘manner of Fupeter:. which arrogant title the people. never went about to dero~ - 
gate from him, but rather {uppoled thatit was. deleryed on his part, becaufe he : 
cured many of the falling evill, which difeale efpecially reigned in histime. . 
This Mexecrates ina certain Epiftle which he wrote to “Philip:King of Ma- 
cedon, ufeth thefe words : ‘Thou arr King of Macedon, and I of Phyfick it 
lyeth in thy power at thy pleafure to deftroy men which enjoy their health 5 and 
_in mine to preferve fick men, and: treftore dead men to lite, and.to keep the 
health of men unfpotted even.untorrheir.old age,iif they will obey.me. .Unrea- - 
fonable furely and monftrous was.the pride of this man; and it-was fo fed with . 
the applaufe and approbation of his citizens, who. wondred at his rare cunning, 
that he marched in the Cicy with a train of gods after. him : .one in the habire 
of Hercules, another in the fhape of Mercury; another. took upon him the 
form of Apollo ; and he himfelf fupereminent in the midft refembling . Fupzter, 
wore a purple robe, and a crown of gold upon his head,..and held.in his hand 
a mighty-Sceprer. The opinion of this Science did fo poflefie the mindes of the 
people in thofe daies, that they:imagined the profeflour of the fame to be fent 
immediatly from heaven, for the commodity of the-whole countrey, and for 
the preferyation of mankinde: which made them not to doubrto do untothem 
all, fuperftitious reverence that: might bes -whereof.grew this exceflive pride, 
‘which-hath arrefted as it were the mindes of many Phyficians.1 would not with 
‘that the Phyficians of our times fhould-draw this, unto an example, but rather 
with all lowlinefle to’ vifit even the pooreft, when their help isrequired. For 
feeing the life of the moft miferable vaflall is as dear in the fight of .God as the 
life of the moft renowned Monarch, fhall not the Phyfician look to have a 
fhrewd check at Gods hand, if he either hath. proudly,denied his help to the 
Poor, nor negligently vificed them ? I will not defcend.into this common place, - 
oo" tases . Eee thouzh ; 
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THE PREFACE 


though (tel{peak the truth) the arrogancy of many of our Phyficians might 
give us fufficient occafion, wifhing them to leave off to imitate the fwelling 
infolency of Menecrates and the reft, and to tract rather in the fteps of Hippo- 
crates andGalen,of whom it is thus written : that they never difdained to fhrowd 
themfelves under the fimpleft roof in their countrey, todo the pooreft man 
good : and as they themfelves faid (-befides the glory that they purchafed’ by 
their courteous benignity ) they added alwaiesto their. cunning, ‘and by expe- 
rience confirmed their arc and knowledge, which might well ftagger, if you 
re(pe& the infinire variety of difeafes, and the itrange diverfities of mens dif- 
politions. Aad truly if nothing elfe,yet the enriching of their knowledge,which 
is gathered efpecially by long experience, might be caufe good enough to at- 
tra@ and draw thefi to lay hold of any occafion to go to the difeafed perfon. 
‘And in mine opinion, the neglecting of this, which proceedeth either from'co- 
vereoufnefle or pride, harh been the only caufe, that_even from: the beginning 
there have beenreckoned fo few good Phyficians. For ( exempt only Hzppo- 
erates, Galen, Avicen, eZ gincta, ei tius and Seranus, though the number of 
common Phyficians have been grear) you fhall not finde any that have climed 
up to the perfection of their {cience: nay far from that which might challenge 
the fifth or fixth place. Which although {ome men will afcribe to the laborious 
difficulty and confufed.vaitnefie of this Art efpecially 5 yet I dare boldly affirm, 
that chere hath not’been, nor is any fuch block or ftay, which hath impeached 
fo much their endeavours, asthe defe&t of experience. And truly I cannot more 
fitly compare our Emperiques and practitioners, then to him that purpofeth ro 
-be a fea~man and traveller, who though he ftudioufly ftriveth to attain to the 
perfedtion of his art, though he carefully befi-th himfelf about the cofmogra- 
phicall maps, though he induftrioufly perufeth the books of Navigation, nay 
(which is more) though he conferre diligently with very expert failers: yet 
when he hath forfaken the quiet haven,and lanched out into:the rough feas,and 
hath'taken upon him the government of the fhip, when he fhall behold fo ma- 
-ay horrible mountains of warer, theroaring of fo many huge waves, and the 
outtaging furges of the difquiered monfter 5 he willthen confeffe, that he only 
dreamed before, when ‘he imagined of the courle of the feas ;' that his books 
-were lanve {choolmafters, that the tales of his compafiions were a great 
deal lefle then the things'themfelves : when he'fhall caft up his eyes, and think 
that every ftarre which he-had hoped to have ufed ‘as guides and direétions, had 
ithreatned his ruine and deftru@ion: when he fhalllook down, andtiemble at 
‘the rifing of every wave : when he fhall turn ‘him about, and with great fear 
‘feek ro efchue thofe rocks, which he had read were couched in that part of the 
fea: -andto conclude, when he flrall confider the‘huzeneffe of the'Ocean Sea, 
and the fmalneffe of his bark, he will-think {ure the leaft perry or gale were 
‘of force to overwhelm him, notwithftanding his great cunning he had thought ‘| 
he had’ gained on the land. Even fo fareth it wich our common Phyfici- | 
asis, who while they ‘contain themfelves within the compaffe of their little | 
ftudy, ‘where theydo as it were é tabula pittos edifceremorbos, wherethey per- | 
ceiye'their {cience reda&ed into‘a method, where they fee Galen reaching his | 


chaind unto ‘them, ‘toleade them through the whole'body of Phyfick; ‘by whom |

they aré taugnothe conltitution of rhe body, the diverfiry of remperatures, | the 
yaviety of dileafes, ithe caufes, figns,and fymptomatesiof the fame, they ttraight 
way imegine, that they have :ronne theirace, and that they have acquired as 
much knowledge as becomérh an Emperique. But after that, when rhey fhall 
go into the common-wealih to practice, when they thall meet with dileafes 
which Galex never dreamed of, when they fhal] viewthe marvellous and fecret 
afteGtions and properties:of ‘mens bodies, she fudden and momentany changes 


‘of the fame (which aman can fcarcely follow with his minde,) when they fhall 


perceive that in refpe@ ot the ftrange temperature of the body, and tbe violent 
alteration of the fame, they fcarcely can aim at the difeafe, whenthey fhall 
ftrike- upon fo many-rocks, befides their great pains and watchfull induitry t 
wilit not think yowamazerhem ? will they not confefle then that their Art is 
unperfe&? wiil they not acknowledge (think you ) that as experience was the 
ancient beginner of Phyfick, fo that now it is the true and fincere accomplifh- 
er of the perfe€tion of the fame? Since therefore the cafe fo ftandeth, that 


Art is. weak without pratice, andthat ( as Galea faith) experience is gotten. 


longo rerumufu, lec the Phyfician “(if he preferre not lying fame and vile lucre 
before true and:abfolute knowledge ) let him, I fay, that his minde may. been- 
riched, notleave the pooreft houle unfrequented. But to fay the truth nothing 
derogateth fo much from the excelling in their {cience, as doth the opinion of 


perfection, which is efpecially gotten by the judgement of the multitude, the. 
perverfe determiner of things. For, when aman knoweth his name. to fly a-- 
mongft them, he fitreth ftill, and-admireth himfelf, thinking then that he hath 


Studied enough both for himfelf and his countrey, when he hath gotten his 
nameenrolled amongft the number of excellent Phyficians, by that ignorant 
and unadvifedregifter. Ihave fpokenthis.by the.way, and the interjeQing of 
thefe few lines hath not made me'to forget (good Reader ) that before T dif- 
courfed of the glory of this Science; and how it hath been acccunted of in times 


paft: thedignity whereof, though it be fomething leflened and empaired,. 


( which whezher it hath happened'by the ignorance of our Phyficians,or by the 
finifter opinion of the world, I-will nov now difeufle :) yer if we will uprightly 
weigh with our lelves, we may perceive tharthe judgement of men hath not 
any whit detracted ‘from the true dignity ‘of the thing it felf. For ttuly, what 
canbe more noble, then to prefervethe body of man ina good eftate, which of 
the Philofopher is termed:a little world, -in refpedt-of the variety of his feverall 
funétions ? What can be more excellent'then to be able to maintain-and keep 
in order thar beft-workmanfhip of God, and ( whichis more ) to correé, re- 
form, andaménd ir, andas it were acunning pilot to govern andrule it as-a 
little yefiell caft our into the great Ocean, fubje@ tol know. not how many 
tocks and dangers, if ic be not-uprighily weilded ? And feeing there is nothing 
given unto us of God more acceptable then the health of the body, how-honow- 
rably muft we think of the means by which it is continued, and reftored if tit be 


loft? Pyrrhws the King of Epive did:facrifice unto no other god or goddeffe bur: 


only unto health, to whom he ereéted 2 famous temple in his own countrey, 
calling it Templum-fauitatis, He contemned, or at the leait negleéed all oracles, 
which other Princes bufily fought afteryas prediétions of the events & {uccefles 


of. 
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ofthe battels which-they attempted, or any orhenthe like enterprife: He craved 
-nothing at the hands of the gods, but‘only the fruition of ‘his health, thinking _ 
that induftry and diligence meeting with the health of the body, were able to 
-atchieve any thing, were it befer with never fo many dangers. And in mine opi- 
vnion, (asthe Hiltorian very.gravely difcourfech’) mendo foolifhly. ere, when 
they complain-of natute, for limiting the age of man’ within the compaile ot 
fo few. years, as three.or fourfcore-; whenas truly, if the matter were wel} ex- 
pended, we would confefle, T ndustriam patius quam sempus'deefe, ( 2s he {aith;) 
and that there is no Art or (cience, be it never fo difficult,bur might be perfect 
ly known within that hort preciné, if the greater part of our life didnot paile 
and vanith away in darknefle, (floth and ignorance drowning and overwhelm- 
_ing in us all light of nature) or if the courfe thereof were not interrupred ‘and 
cut off by untimely.deathy which fs haftned on our parts by our inordinate and 
heedlefle living. The young man flourifhing as it were in the Aprilof his-age, 


cockeret biivhimfelf a foolith imagination of his own luftineffe, and repureth 


“se asa dilcredit unto him tofeemto fear the approach of any difeafe, leaving 


the provident government of the-body to decrepit and withered old age. In - 


the meantime ke layeth the reins upon his affections, and expofeth himfelf 
to. any. inconvenience ; cither he weltereth in idlenefle, or is tired with im- 
moderate exercile, or- (which is incident {pecially to tharpart of our age )' he 
-admitteth unfeafonable watchings, furfetting banquets, and the unfatiate ex- 
ecuting of the follies of Venus, thinking indeed that there is nothing lefle agree~ 
ing unto youth and adolefcency, then to be pliant and obedient to any com- 
mendable and wholfome method of life :_ yea, many of them are of this minde, 
that the time of tlicir youth is infamoufly over-flipped, when they do not rufh 

- inro their voluptuous and inordinatedemeanour, at what time the lufty prime 
of their age doth fomewhat enable and fupportthem. And if at any time they be 
overtaken with any infirmity (which often-hapneth) as unwilling to be behol- 
ding to the {cienee of Phyfick, they leave it to be worn away by the ftrength 
of their body 3 which indeed I confefle hideth many difeafes, and for the time 
taketh away the fenfe of them,but never utterly extinguifheth any.For although 
inthe infancy of the infirmity, in refpect of the weakneffe of it, it is eafily de- 
vefled and over-maftered by the valour of the body ( which in youth is fome- 
ching puiflant and forcible:)-yet when age cometh on with his itealing fteps,or 
elfe vetchlefs life doth detraét from the force of rheone, and maketh way for the 
other to. (pread and gather power, the difeafe being as it were the {urviver, 
poflefleth the whole body, and at the laft procureth- bis utter fubverfion. And 


many times it hapneth that a difeafe breaketh out in old age, the caufe whereof | 


erhaps was given in our youth. And it fareth with us as it doth withthem that 
are bitten with the little ferpent of Arabia, which ftriketh a man, but fo fe- 
_cretly, chat he never feeleth it, neither doth he know it,but by the wound which 
fhewerh itfelf along time after the foundation thereof was layed. The opi- 
nion that the ancient Phyficians had of the efte& of Snow-water, is of force to 
-per{wade this, who have written that if {n@w refolved into water be drunk of a 
young childe, it will as it were maintain watre againft naturall heat, and that 
with {uch continuance, as it will not thew his effect,until he hath attained unto 
extreme 
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Country Language,then in Latine:) yea we have many. Books in Phyfick that

exiream oldage. I donot altogether beleeve this, although the great ‘cold 


whichis naturally in that water may lead me to think thar it is of a mighty . 


operation. But there is nothing more certain then this, that many‘men repds 
fing too much truf in the ftrengtlof their bodies, and fo being: careleffe in 
gainftanding and refifting the beginnings of maladies ( which their diffolute 
order of life hath begotten and ingendred ) have been yoked by'old age be- 
fore the courfe of their years did require it, and have brought it fo:to paffe, 
that their bedies have been nothing elfe but ftorehoufes and manfions of difea- 
fes. Which kinde of men 1 may well compare to an evil and negligent tenant, 
who being fetled in a fair dwelling houfe by his land-lord, fuffereth it torui- 
nate, and in the end ro fall upon his own head for want of repairing : fo they, 
when God had beftowed their bodies uponthem as gorgeous palaces or man- 
fion houfes, wherein the minde may dwell with pleafure and delight, do firft 
by this-evyildemeanour, fhake and difcrafe them, and then being altogether 
careleffe of repairing them, do fuffer them to run to deftruction, or elfe while 
they go about too late to underprop them declining to ruine® (as he that is lod- 
ged in anoldcabbin, feareth left withevery puff of winde it fhould be over- 
turned ) they quake at the leatt alteration of the body, and at every little pain 
doexpect a finall diffolution: then they will confefs unto you, that while they 
rioted unadviledly in their youth, they did but build matter for repentance in. 
age. And what do they elfe but by their examples. give us to learn,’ that'as the 
interception and preventing of difeales is very available, which carrieth a man 
throughout his race with pleafure and delight, even fo nothing cometh more 
near unto the goodnefle thereof, then ( if by chance when we be plunged into 
any difeafe)cavefully to provide that the beginning thereof maybe impeached : 
the which that thou mayeltithe berrer de; 1 have-(good Reader} for thy benefit 
collected out of fundry Authors, asit weré a breviary or abridgement of Phy- 
fick,and together with thofe deduétions, I have enterlacedexperiments‘of mine 
own, which dylong ufe and praétice I have obferved tobe true: Throughout 
the whole Book I have been more curious in. preferibing the fundry curations 
and waies to help thedifeafes, then in explaining the nature of hem: my reax 
fon was,, becaufe if my Books fhould come to the hands.of the unlearned, a lit= 
tle would fufttce ( the former beingmore neceflary.): Again): I knew that the 
Learned would:norbe contented or fatisfied with it, though it had been 'never 
fo great: and yet I have nor omitredany neceflary fren, that the difeafe may 
appear eafily to any: capable brain. I fhall feem boldlyto have advéntured 
the Edition of this labour, feeing that I thall run into the babble of our coun=- 
trey Phyficians, who think their Art to be difcredired, when it is publithed ina 
bafetongue; and again, are loath to have the fecrets of their {clence revealed 
to everyman. . Indeed I Knew that under fome colour they ‘may objec fome= 
what, but yet they may underftand, that'I have followed the example of many 


Learned Phyficians,both of our Englifhmen and other Country:menalfo who 


publithed their practifes in their mother tongue, and in other Countries efpeci- 
ally it is fo rife and common, that in Italy and France you fhallnot &nde any 
Learned Phyfician that hath not writtenas much (nay rather more)in hisowa 
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“pave frit been fet our in-Erench.and Italian, arid afterward for the coramodiry 
of other Nations; have been tranflated. into Latine, and fo made generall, 
which before the Writer had as ir were bequeathed to his countrimen. And 
no doubt they were all touched with an elpeciall care to profit their own 
‘Counttey,. being willing that all men (as indeed it concerneth all) fhould 
reap the commodities of their labours. For: Icannot fee how: that faying 
of Quintilian can be yerified in his own Art (which is this) That then all Arts 
fhould be truly happys when the: profeflours of the fame fhould only judge 
of them: but I have alwaies been of this minde, that ic behoverh every man 
to be cunning in his own conftitution, and to know fo much as may ferve to 
foreftall the coming of many ordinary difeafes, which commonly light upon 
the ignorant: yea and fometime to beable to chafe away a malady when it 
hath already caught hold of the body: my reafon is, both becaufe every 

"(man may judge beft of his own body, and perceive the declinings and al- 
terations of the fame. And again we know, how many have died, and do dye 
continually for want of help (the Phyfician being nor alwaies at their elbow ) 
whereas in the beginning of their ficknefie, a little knowledge might have 
{topped the paflage of the infirmity. In the old time when, Phyfick was 
brought under no form, but confifted only of a few experiments which pafled 
from hand to hand, young children, together with other Arts, did receive cer 
tain precepts and rules, hew to order and govern the body , and learned 
alfo Prefervatives againft poyfon, and the receipt of falves to ‘cure any green 
wound, andthe means to help certain ordinary difeafes, which ( indeed ) 
were but few, the age of man being then farre more ftrong. We reade how 
Linus, who was Schoolmafter to Hercules, when he had jnitruéted him in the 
Art of wraftling, (which then. was honoured.efpecially) and in Mufick,that he 
gave him the receipt of a certain Balm, which he often ufed in many-of his 
adventures... And. what was it thar gave matter. to the fable of Achilles, how 
his mother Thetis had made-his body impenetrable, but that knowledge of his 
which he had learned of his Mafter Chyron the Centaure, who taught him the 
vertue of anherb, which to this day beareth his name, by which he healed all 
the wounds he received in battell 2. What an honourable: mention doth Homer 
gmake of Machaon and Podalirins the fonnes of ¢& fculapiusy in that they could 
cure themfelyes, when they were at any time hurt of the enemy ?. This cun- 

ningalfe had Mithridates, and Fabricis the Roman, he that vanquifhed Pyr- 
rhus, and allo Marcus Curins, and many other who are recorded by Hiftories, 
whofe names1 would: remember, if I did nor fee the enlarging of this com- 
mon place by examples. to be altogether unneceflary, when rhereisno man 
which fo farre {warveth from common fenfe,: that will not confeffe it'to be ve- 
ry expedient.and-needfull for all to know the eftate of their own bodies: I will 
therefore forfake rhe proving-of fo manifeit a thing, and:return wnro thee 

good. Reader) whom I have already ofiended in exceeding the length of 
a Preface, like unto that wayfaring man, who when he had. purpofed to under-+ 
take along jotirney, ftumbled evenin the very threfhold of his door.’ But if 

- je bean offence, I did voluntarily munne into it, chufing rather to be carpediat 
of the Rhetorician for ufing too many words, then toibe worthily reprehien~

ded of the readers for being too {paring in uttering the reafons whereby I was 
firft induced to publith this my labour. For I know not how it cometh to pafit, 
yet we fee it daily, thar ridiculous toyes, and abfurd Pamphlets, being put forth 
without any colour, be nevertheleffe plaufibly and-pleafingly accepted :-wheres 
as a man moved with an honeft care to profit his Country, being willing to 
Jeave a teftimony of the fame»behinde' him, when he oftereth any work, if ic 
hath not a delectable fubject,it behoveth him to thew many grave and fubftan- 
tiall reafons of his doings, or elfe they will not\yeeld their hoped for benefir,. 
which is to be benignely conftiued, and perufed with humanity. Sotharifa

It profiteth alfoto ufe Embrocations (thar is, decoétions made of certain 
thingsto powre upon any member by little and little, of to let it drop down ) 
they may be made of Rofes, Violets, flowers of water-lillies, willow leaves, vine 
leaves, ’urflain, Barley,and fuchlike. You mut not apply ftupefative things to 
the grief, becaufe they cool not without hurt, and therefore Opium, juyce of 
Poppy and mandrogora are to be efchued. Juyce of Nightthade alfo, becaule of 
his {tupefaction is not to be ufed at all, or very little of it at once, as wedo ufe 
inthe Einiment aforefaid. Alfo thofe things that have manifett aftriGion and 
binding, with theit cooling, are tobe refuled, except neceffity require it, and 
therefore the juyces of fweet Pomegranates, Quinces ‘and Medlars, are to be 
avoided, but juyce of fowre Pomeeranates is good, becaufeit cooleth more. 
Hitherto we have declared what medicines are to be ufed inthe beginning of 
this grief. Afterwards you may ufe to mix with the medicines that do cool 
and drive back, fuch things as do mitigate and diveft. Make therefore an Em-

of any cold humour. This'pain in the head is caufed of outward cold, as 
when the-airis very cold, efpecially when one tarrieth in it long time bare- 
headed; asalfoit may be caufed by the fuddain applying of any cold thing signe. 
to the head. The figns of headach caufed of cold are contrary to thofe figns 
that are caufed.of hot diftemper. For in this, though the pain be vehement, 
yet the head when it is felt, isnot hot, andthe face and eyes do not look red, 
nor their face is not dry and shrunk, but contrariwife full and pale, and 
their eyesare fwoln and {wart Alfo they neither defire cold things, nor do 
feel eafe by them. Concerning the dies of thofe thar have this kinde of head- Vitus ra- 
ach, they muft efchue cold air, and abide alrogether in hot air. They mutt tio. 
fleep| moderately, but no longer then they were wont. They muft ufe mo- 
ving of the whole body, e(pecially walking and riding. Let their bodies'be folu- 
ble rarher then coftive, fo that they may each day have a fiege either by nature 
ot by art, as by a (uppofitary or a clifter. Let them efchue fadnefle, and deep 
cogitations, and other immoderate affections of the minde. Let them efchue 
al] meats and drinks that be cold in operation, as milk; fifh, and fuch like. 
Let them eat rere egges, and flefh of Hens, Chicken, Partrich, Phefants, 
and (uch like. For their drink let them ufe Wine that is thin of fubftance, for 
shat doth moderately extenuate and heat. For the fame caufe alfo hot baths 
are to be ufed, and generally for the cure heteof, you muft-ule things that be Cur 
hot in operation. But yet in applying medicines to the head, you muft diligent- 
ly confider'the naturall temperature of the brain, for it is {uch a thing as can- 
not fuffer medicines vehement hot, nor yet vehement cold. Therfore (as Ga 
len affirmeth )° if oyl of Rew be poured hot upon the forepart’ of the head, it 
healeth the Patient perfeétly. But if there be need of greater heating, you may 
put Pepper or Euphorbium into the oyl: or-you may mix fome oyl of Pepper 
of oyl of Euphorbium with the oyl of Rew, or in the ftead of the oyl of Rew, 
you may ule oyls of Laurel; I reos, Dill, or Cammomil, of Spikenard, Serpillum, 
Marjoram, and-fuch like.

Therefore we do not make mention here.of thefe diftempers, as though head- 
ach might be caufed of them alone; but that the fiudious in Phyfick might have 
ftore of medicines, when headach cometh: of hear and. diimefle, or moiiture 
with hear, or when cold mixed with drinefle or moifture caufeth headach.Head- 
ach through drinefle is cauféd through drineffe of the air, ar by dry medicines, 
by hunger, exercife, lechery, and perturbations of the minde. And headach of 
nioifture is. caufed by moiftnefle of ‘the air, or by moiftning medicines,. by 
baths; hot waters, and other things thar moiften overmuch., Drinefle is: known. 
by thefe figns, if there come few cxeremeénts; or none at all-out of the.nofe;; 
if the eyes be hollow, andthe. patient have watched nauch before + thefe be 
fiens of headach of drinefle.

CHAP. VY. 
Of the Headach caufed of bloud. 


Hie we Shave {poken of the cure of headach which cometh through 
alreration anddiftemper of the bare quality; but now we will (peak of 
chat which is caufed of fulnefle, and abundance of bloud. We call plenitude in 
this place that which the Greeks call in their tongue plethora ; it chanceth when what ts 
all the four humours be encreafed in theit proportion, or when bloud alone meant by 
doth abound. Thiskinde of headach is cauled of all fuch things as do ingender plenitude. 
great abundance of huntout’s in the body,as meats and drinks of great nourifh- ganlaggze 
ment being plentifully raken, as alfothe neglecting and omittting of exerciles, Caufa- 
baths, (weatings, and: other naturall and artificiall vacuations, be caufes of the 
faid. plenitude. The figns be thefe, the face and the eyes be ruddy, the veins are gjg7i4, 
fwoln,fo that the leaft and fmalleft may eafily be feen, the pulfe is great and ye> 
hement, the urine reddifh and thick, the veins of the temples beat, the pain in pitas ré- 
the head is a heavinefle. Concerning diet, let the fick be in a cold and dry air, gig, 
let him e(chue flefh, rere egges, and fuch things as nourith plencifully : let 
him ufe Prifan made of Barly,or Altaca made of Barly, let him ufe cold hearbs, 
as Endive, Scarioll, Purflain, Lettuce, and fuch like, let him efchue wine, and 
let him drink water wherein a little Cinamon or Barly hath been fodden : let 
himufemean exercife : lerHim be rubbed : ‘let him alfo ule bath{ng often, but 
fo, that his body: be firft emptied, andthe patient free froma Fever. Let his 
fleep be mean: letihira bemecry and joyfull: and let him abftain from all 
perturbarions of the minde.: Fhe cure muft be begun with bloud-letting as Cardtzo. 
foon asicartbes. You muff open the urrerinoft vein, which in the arm is called Vene fectio 
Humeralis ov Cephalica: it mutt be onthe arm which is of that fide that the grief 
is moft vebement. Forthis vein is foannexed tothe head, that not only by 
ir you fhall pull’back ‘bloud’ into'a contrary part, but alfoyou fhall empty out

i) pours to trouble the head. Therefore you muit with {peed purge the noyfome 
humours that. are inthe mouth of the ftomack. They may be purged out by 
drinking of warm water, if fo be the Patient can eafily vomit: if not, he muit 

thruft his finger or a feather into his throat, and fo provoke the ftomack to vo- 

mit. Note that yellow or pale choler,becaule of his natural lig hrnefle,doth rea- 

dily afcend tothe mouth of the ftomack : but the humours thar be flegmatique; 

or four,or falt,do rather remain in the midft of the ftemack, then in the mouth 

of it. It is beft when fuch humeurs are in the bottom of the ftomack, for then 

they will eafily avoid the ftomack, and pafle into the guts. It is worft of all

CHAP. XT. 


Of Headach canfed by Fevers. 


LF Headach do moleft thefe that havea Fever, you mu diligently examine 
and confider, whether the fame began at the firft beginning of ‘the Fever, or 
whether it fprung the fever increafing : for ifthe headach began not with the 
firft fit of the fever, but afterward while the fever increafed, and’came nigh 
tothe Crifis, then feek not to remedy it, for it portendeth’and foretelleth that 
vomit or adecretory flux of bloud at tke nofe will follow fhortly, as Hippe 
crates declarethin his Book of Predi@tions, and Galen in his third Book de 
Crifibus,and in his firft Book“ad Glauconem,Capit.ultimo: If the headach began 
at the firft with the fever, it cometh of vapours or humours difperfed abroad 
through the greatnefs of the fever, “and as it were boyling hot, elevate up'to the 
head, and partly alfothrough weakne(ls of the brain. ‘Therefore if the pain 
do.come of abundance of humouts, ‘ you mutt ler him’ bloud after the firft orfe- 
cond fit (if nothing prohibit it) efpecially in lufty bodies,and in fuch as abound 
with bloud. Alfo you muft draw-the humors a contrary way,and pull them back 
by tharp clyfters, fuch asfhall be preicribed in: the Chapter of Apoplexia, and 
by often binding and much frication in the neather parts. Moreover you may 
fet cupping-glafles to the:hinder part of the head, or tothe neck. You muft ap- 
plyto the head irrigations and-ointments, ‘that have vertue to repell and His 
ac 
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back from it,and afterward you must ufe difcuffive Medicines!: lait of all, fuch 
things as doftrengthen the brain, Tio repelliand drive back, ufe oy! of Rofes, 
and other fuch like as arerehearfed; before inthe fecond Chaprer. Wfethemin 
Sommer time,and in hot complexions,cold.and: mixed with a little vinegar; but 

- in Winter feafon,and in cold, complexions, apply them bloud warm. Ifthe Fe- 
ver be vehement, and. overmuch watching dotrouble the fick, ufe irripations 
made of Poppic heads, Houfleck, and. {uch like medicines as have veitue to 
cool and provoke fleep, inthis fort: Re flowers of Viclets, Water-lillies, and 
Rofes,ana.M.j. hulled Barley, j- heaas of Poppy,2- fj. Houfleek,M.f. feerh all 
thefe in fufficient quantity, of water, untill the third part be confumed,and make 
an embrocation. Or if the pain continue vehement, take green leaves. of Embroche. 
Henbane or Poppy, with oyl of Rofes, a little Vinegar and crummes of Bread, 
commix them, and apply them,tothe forepart of the head, and to the forehead. 
When the Brain is {ufficiently.cooled, then. apply thofe things which can heat 
the Head. again, and, fo,avoid and difperfe the humours. that remain. And 
therefore you may ufe- oylsof Cammomill, Dill, or Ireos, or decogtions of Notes’ 
Gammomill,or Altbaasor fuch like. And. if the humours be grofle and tough, 
you may boyl with the aforefaid things, Serpillum, Penniroyal,Calamint,Mints, 
or fuch like, Laft-ofal! the Head mult be ftrengthened by oyl of Rofes and fuch 
likesrhat is, Betony, Cammomill,Melilot,¢¢c, The reft of the cure of Headach 
-caufed; through the vehemency of the Fever,is:to be fought out in the Treatife of 
Fevers; 








CHAP. X-LI.. 
Of inveterate Headach. 


Ephalea both in, Greekand Batine, isthe name of Headach which is ex= 

ceeding painfull, continuing Jong, and hardto.ceafe, which upon light-oc- 
cafions. hath very, fharp and great fits, fo that the Patient can neither abide 
noife, nor loud{peech, nor clearlike, nor drinking of Wine, nor favours that 
fill the brain, nor moving, but defireth for the oreatnefle. of the pain to fit 
or lie quiet inthe dark, fuppofing that his. head: were ftroken with a hammer. 
Alfo tae of them do.feel thofe things thar are about their head, as though 
they were bruifed, or racked.: In many the pain proceedeth unto the roots of 
the eyes. This difeafe fometime doth continue painfull alwaies, fomerime it 
hath fits and intermifltons, either ordinate. or inordinate. For in fome-there is 
intermiffion inthe fits, as inthe falling ficknefle, fo chatfor a timethey feem- 
to be perfe@tly whole. This.difeafe. vexeth Women. more then Men, becaufe 
of their longhair, In fome of them the films that cover the brain are-pain-- 
ed 5 but in fome, only the film thar covereth the:fcull isgrieved. It is cauled Caufe. 
of abundance of bloud and: other humours, or by the fharpneflé of humours or 
vapours contained within or without the (cull, andiinftaming the head, or-it is 
cauled through weaknefle of the head. The pain that: invadeth-the-fick with Szgnay + 
gravity and heayinefle, declareth. plenitude and abundance.of humours; if it 
come with pricking ,snawing-and fhooting;it betokeneth fharpnefle‘of humours 
or vapours: if it beat like rhe pulfes,it betokeneth inflammation 2if there be felt 
diftenfion and bolning in the-head without heavinefle or beating, it declareth 
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windinefie. But if there be beating with it,there is inflammation in the films of 
the head : and if there be heavineffe with the diftenfion, then it declareth abuns 
dance of humours within the films. And if the pain be felt fuperficially, as it 
were outward, then it betokeneth that the “film which covereth the fcull, is 
grieved. But if it be felt deep within, the films of the brain are vexed. Note 
that thofe that have pain within the fcull, they feel grief at the roots of theit 
eyes, becaufe that the tunicles of the eyes have their beginning of the films 
of the brain. And if fo be thac aputrified humour in the head do wax hotter. 
and hotter,then there is a Fever joined with the Headach. They alfo are vexed 
with a Fever, which have headach caufed by inflammation. As for diet to be 
uled in this grief, you may eafily prefcribe it our of the former Chapters, accor- 
ding to the diverfity of the caules thereof : and therefore I omit it here willing- 
ly, left I fhould ule a fond repetition of onething often. The cure doth differ 
according to the diverfity of the caufe. For if you finde aboundance of humours 
or vapours to be thecaule, if it beingendred of plenitude of the whole body, 
you muft begin withevacuation.of the whole body. And therefore you muft 
ér him bloud on the (ephalica on the fame fide, if his ftrength will fuffer ir, and 
no other thing let it. Burif the head doth receive the humours and vapoars 
that do afcend, for that it is weak, then you muft pull back the matter unte 
the whole body, and fo remedy the part affected. Therefore you mutt ufe very 
fharp Clyfters, and bindings of the arms and legges, and many fri€tions ef 
the neather parts: and fometime alfo in this cafe you may let bloud in the arm. 
And if after that, bloud do feem ftilltoabound, you may open a vein in the 
noftrils, and draw bloud fromthence, as much as fhall be requifite : Shortly 
after you muft purge the body with Hierapicra, or other things that are pre- 
fcribed in the’ former Chapters. After purging of the whole body, you may 
fafely come to purging of the head, and inthe end ufe medicines to ftrengthen 
it. Ihe head isto be purged with Gargarif{mes, and with medicines put into 
the nofe, as juyce of Leeks, or of Cyclaminus, or fuch like, which be rehearfed 
before in the feaventh Chapter. Tothe head it felf you muit firft apply things 
that do repell and drive back: fuch be, oyl made of unripe Olives, and oyl 
of Rofes alone, or applied with vinegar, alfo oyl made of Poppy heads ‘and of 
Tvie berries, and of green Mints, and fuch like, whereof we have {poken be-= 
fore. But note, if the humours that abound in the head be cold and‘crude, then 
apply the former medicines warm 3 but if the humours abounding be hot and 
cholerick, then apply thofe medicinescold. Afterward you muit apply thofe 
medicifies that do difcufle and difperfe‘humours, as be oyls of Cammomill 
and Dill,and-fuch like before rehear{ed; but if the humours aboagling be thick 
and tough, boyl Serpillum or Peniroyall, or Calamint, or Mints in oyl, and 
thou fhalt extenuate them by applying thereof. . Befides thefe things do ftreng- 
then the part affected,» and therefore they are to be afed untill the cure be f- 
nifhed. Aboue all other things Vervain doth difper(e humours, and mightily 
corroborate the head, efpecially being green. Alfobeing dry, and boyled in 
Ale, roots and all together, with Serpillum, it doth the like, ifthe head be an- 
nointed therewith.’ Moreover if you boyl Vervain alone in oyl, and do {prinkle 
the head therewith, ichelpeth’all pain of the head of long continuance, if it 
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were caufed of cold; and groffe and vifcous humours, as Galen witneffeth, 1ib.2. 
de Compof. medicam fecundum locos. Alfo for the fame it profiteth much to ufe oyl, 
| wherein Sowes,called in Latine Mallipeda,be boyled. And thus much of the cure 
Sy of Gephalaa coming of plenitude. As for the cure thereof coming of other caufes 
4 you may gather it out of the former Chapter.

“7 Hat which the Latins call Vertigo, is a difeafe wherein the Patient doth 


_ imagine that his head is turned round about. here is another difeale fome- - 


what like unto this,which in Latin is called, Tenebricofa Vertigo,and that is when 
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and therefore it would be well looked‘ to. . For the Vertigo and Scotoma will 
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the Patient doth think that all that he feeth turneth about, and fuddenly with 
it his fight faileth him, he fuppofing that he is compaffed about with mift and 
darknefie. It iscommonly of the Phyfitians called Scotema. Fuchfivs doth think 
that they erve greatly that make adifference between the former kindes, but 
it may be confirmed out of good Authors, Hippocrates, Galen and others. Both 
the aforefaid kindes be engendred after onefort, and that is through the inor- 
dinate moving: of windy vapours and fpirits contained in certain parts of the 


brain. This difeate is caufed either of the brain it felf being diftempered, and Caufa. 


evil affected, or of the moutho {the ftomack offending thebrain. The brain 
it felf is evil affe@ed, when a grofle and tough humour is contained in ic, 
from whence a vaporous and windy {pirit, being refolved by weak heat , is 
moved inordinately about inthe brain. The mouth of the ftomach doth affe& 
the brain, when through corrupt humours being gathered abundantly in it, 
vapouts and windy exalvations are catried up to the brain, and foturn about 
the animall {pirits contained in it.. Thofethat are troubled with this difeafe, a 
darknefle and mift appeareth before their eyes upon every light occafion, {pe-

cially if they turn about. For it chanceth to them by turning once abour, as it . 


doth to other when they turn often, and therefore the Patient many times falls 
down. Alfo it doth aftony him, if he {ee another man, or a wheel, or any fuch 
thing turn about. Alfoif he fee whirlpools in the water turn about: forthe 
vifuall {pirits beholding awheel that turneth about, or any fuch like thing, 
do alfo turn about in like fort, and fo the moving of the humour and the {pi- 
rits are troubled, unequall and inordinate. When this difeafe doth proceed of 
the brain being evil affedted, then there proceedeth found of the ears, ve- 
hement pain and heavinefle inthe head. Alfo the {melling and the other fen- 
fes proceeding from the head, are hurt. Their fit isthen chiefly, whea the 
Sun-doth heat them, or when their head is hot by fome~other means, 
and fo rhe-humours being diffolved, do turn about in the brain. When the 
difeafe proceedeth from the mouth of the ftomack, then they feel before ir, 
a gnawing in the ftomack, as it were the heart burn; and a difpofition to vo- 
mit. This difeafe may be difcerned from the falling ficknefle,for that this doth 
neither take away the fenfes from the Patient, nor caufeth the Cramp and wei- 
thing ofthe members inthe fit. This difeafe.is not lightly to be efteemed, for 
the Vertigo ( as Galen faith) is nigh tothe Falling ficknefle and the Apoplexy,

quickly be changed into pernitious difeafes, for that they are very nighto them, fica. 


{pecially to the Falling ficknefle and the Apoplexy. And ifthofe things that the 
Patiént doth imagin to {fee before his eyes, appear bloudy and reddifh, he is 
apt to fall into madneffe, but thofe that feem to fee purple colours, are difpe* 
fedto the Falling ficknefle. The Scotoma or dark Vertigo becometh molt vehe-

lepfy. As concerning diét, let the Patient remain in an ayr that is temperate, 
pure, bright, and clear; and let him efchue groffe and cloudy aire. Let him ef- 
chue winds, {pecially South winds: let him alfo avoid the beams of the 
Sunne and the Moon: as alfo lethim not ae things that move {wiftly,

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as running waters or things that turn abour, as wheels, and fuch'like 3 orte 
look into deep pits isevil for him. Let him eat meats of good juyce, and of 
eafie digeftion,and fuch as ingender no windinefs, as Partrich, Capon, Phefane, 
Chicken, Veale,{caly fithes,and fuch like,that be eafie of digeftion.And let him 
ufe to eat but moderatly of them: for fatiety, as alfo long fafting is not good 
for him. He mutt efchue all things that caufe vapours to afcend into the head, 
as Onions, Garlick,Leeks, and fuch like. And therefore if he drink wine, let 
ae it not be very old, {mall white wine may be permitted him. After meat it is 
Vh good for him to ufe fome reftri@tive thing to ftop the vapours that they afcend 

‘ not tothe head, and that fpecially if the ftomack be <aufe ofthis-difeafe. Let 

his exercife be moderate, tet him efchue fleep of the day, neither let him flcep 
within two hours after meat. Lernot the place be toohot where he flees 
peth, and let him not keep his head too hot.. In‘his exercifes, let him not ftirre 
his head much, and therefore it is good for him to ule friGions often, {pecially 
inthe morning before he rifeth : begin at the upper patts,and end with the nea- 

ther. He muft-refrain from perturbations and affections of the minde, {pecially 
ie) from anger, fear and fadnels, as alfo from loud crying and finging. Carnall- 
bre Curatie. copulation is not good for him. If he hath nota ftool once. inaday, you. 
muft help.nature cither by clyfter or. fuppofitory. _ For the cure, ifthe fit be pre= 
a ya fent, youmuft revive the Patient again with {weet and odoriferous {mels, and 
Bee with fri€tions and fuch like.

CHAP. IX. 
Of. the Frenfie. 
p Hreditis in Greek and in Latine, isa difeafe wherein the minde is hurt, and 
# doth only differ from madnefle, which is called in Greek and Latine Melau- 
cholia or Mania, for that a feaver is joyned withthe Frenfie, and therefore the 
Frenfie may be called a continuall madnefle and fury joyned with a fharp fea- 
ver. Galen faith that the Frenfie is an inflammation of the brain, or of the films 
thereof. e4itivs faith that it isan inflammation of the films of the brain with 
an acute fever, caufing raging and vexation of the minde. There bethree kindes 7pyec 
of Frenfies (as Galen doth witneile in his 4. Book De locis affettis, cap. 49.) ac kiuds of 
~ cording to the internall {enfes, which be three in number, that is, imagination, Frenfies. 
cogitation, and memory, which may feverally be hurt. Two of thofe kindes be 
fimple, and the third is compounded of thofe two. For fome be frentick, which 
can judge rightly of thofe things that they fee, as touching’ common fenfeand 
imagination, and yet in cogitation and fantafie they erre from naturall judge- 
ment. Some other being. frantick are not deceived in cogitation'and reafons but 
only in imagination they erre. There be otherfome trentick, which do erre 
both in fenfe and-cogiration, that is, both in.imagination and reafon, and do 
. therewith alfo lofe their memory. The Frenfie is cauled either of abundance, of 
bloud, or of choler; occupying the brain or the, films thereof. And if the cho- ¢ayfe,

ler whereof the difeafe engendreth be burnt, then the Frenfie is moft vehement, 
and thore pernitions then any other: Thofe that be frentick have 2 continual 
fever, and be mad, forthe moft part they cannot fleep. Sometime they have 

Signa.  troublefome fleeps, fo that they tifeup; and leap, andicry out forionfly: They 
babble words without order or fenfe 5 being asked aqueition, they an{wer not 
directly, or at the leaft rafhly, and thar wich loud voice, efpecially if you {peak 
vently'to them. Their eyes be bloudfliotten and bleared, they rub them often, 
fomtiie they areidry; arid fomerime full of fharp tears. Their tongue is rough, 
and bloud will often drop out of theit nofe. Moreover they pull'‘motes and flocks 
from the bedding and cloths about them. Their pulfes be {mall and weak, and 
fomewhat hard and finewy : they fetch their breath but feldom1. Note that they 
which have the Frenfy caufed of bloud, do laugh in their madnefle. Bur thofe 
that be frentick through choler, do-rage furioufly, fo that they cannot be ruled 

without hands, and {uch do ufe to forget all things rhar they do or fay, fo that 

fome of them when they require the chamber-pot, do forthwith forget to make 

urine, or when they have done it, they remember not to reftore the veffel again.

You hall make the decoétion of more 
force if yowadd leaves of Henbane, Night eet heads, Mandrake apples; 
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or fuch like, BR Yaguextum

or roots,and a little vinegar. You may alfo lay under his pillow, Poppy heads; or 
Mandrake apples.. You may alfo for the fame purpofe,give him to drink water, 
wherein poppy or Henbane feed hath been fodden; or fome fomnoriferous com- 
pound,as is regines ‘N icolad or “Philowzum,or {uch likes in miniftring wherof, you 
muft obferve, that you give them not in the vehemency of the fity but in’ the 
declining thereof. Befide; note that you muft efchue continuall ufe of ftupefa- 
ive medicines, as well inwardly as outwardly alfo. For in this difeafe by over- 
much cooling you may turn the Frenfie intoa Letargy, wherby you may caufe 
him to fleep fo, that you can awake him no more. Alfo ifthe Patient be weak, 
beware how you minifter ftupefactive things to provoke fleep: for in fuch as 
be weak (as Trallianus {aith) fomnoriferons potions de no {mall hurt, and fome- 
time they kill. At the lait when the difeafe is alwaged, and waxeth more gentle 
which for the moft part chanceth the third day, you muft apply difcuffive medi- 
cines which have vertue to difperfe the remnant of the difeafe. And for that pur- 
pofe you may apply the aforefaid Embrocation,-adding to it before, flowers of 


Cammomill, Dill, Melilot,marfh Mallows,and fuch like. There be fome that at: 


that time (the difeafe declining ) do apply tothe head Hens or Whelps cut in the 
mnidit, or the lungs of a Wether hot. But take good heed that no fuch thing be 
applied inthe beginning of the difeafe, or in the vehemency thereof, for fo you 
fhould encreafe the inflammation and the fever,and makethe fick in more peril. 
Moreover ifthe evil continue long, you may boyi in the embrocation Serpillum, 
that is,wilde ‘Thime,or Savory. Alfo in the declination of the inflammation (as 
Galen teacheth) you may ule Cafforeum, for that it. is of fubtle fubftance, and 
will work his force throughthe skull. When the frantick perfon is recovered, 
let him efchue drunkennefle, idlenefle,variety and corruption of meats; and {pe- 
cially the burning heat.of the Sun. Hereby you may learn not only the cure of 
the Frenfie, but alfo.aremedy againft immoderate watching and raving, in any 


fort ingendred by fevers, when the Patient is fo vexed by them ( although they, 


come by confent, and be bur accidents of the feavers:) that it is neceflary to re= 
medy them, leit the brain in time be thereby affected. : 


CHAP. XVI. 

Of the Letargie. 
~~ Etargusin Greek and-in Latine alfo, is.adifeafe. contrary to the Frenfie 3 for 
it caufeth fluggifhnes, and an inexpugnable defire of fleeping: fome call this 
difeafe in Latine Veternus.. They that be taken with this difeafe do forcet all 
things whereupon it.hath that name. For Lethe in Greek.is forgetfulnes,and 4r- 
ges is florhful or dull, fo that Letargus is nothing elfe but a dull oblivion, and 
therefore may be.called in Latin Oblivioiners. It is-caufed of fleam which cool- 
eth the brain overmuch,' and moiftneth it, and thereby provoketh fleep. The 
fleam doth putrifie in the brain, andthereby caufeth a feaver. which is alwaies 
annexed with this difeafe (as Galenteftificth in his 13.Book de Methodo medendi, 
Alfothey haye alwaies a profound and dead fleep. Their pulfe is great and ftri- 
keth feldom,and is watery : that is,it beateth as it were ful’of water. They fetch 
their breath feldom and weakly, they are continually fluggifh and fleepy, and 


can {carcely by any means be compelled to anfwer. They will fometime open 
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their eyes; if you cry loud tothem, and fhut them again forthwith 5 they are 
forgerfull and do- raves They gape and gafp often, and fometime keep their 
mouth open ftill, asthough they had fergetten to fhut it. Oftentimes being re- 
quired to make water, andtaking the chamber veflell, they forgerto make u- 
rine. For the moft part their egeftions be liquid : but contrariwife many are co- 
ftive, Their urine is like beafis urine. Some of them do tremble and {weat all 
over. Let the Chamber wherein the fick doth lie be light and warm. Let his 
meats be {uch as de extenwate, cut and dry, and let them be feafoned with Apz- 


ym, Annife, Comin, Pepper, Cinamon, Cloves, and fuchlike. Let the fickveat pjétys ra- 
birds that live upon mountains, and Chickens, Partrich, Thrufh, and fuch like: pio, 


For pot-hetbs let him ule Afparagus,Fenel,Parfly,and {uch like. Alfo give him 
broth made with Barly or Oatmeal, or eAlica with Oxymelor. Peniroyall. Ler 
his drink be Hydromel, that is water and hony fodden together, Meade, or wa- 
tery thin white wine being aftringent. After he’hath eaten, it is-not amiffe to 
binde the extream parts for a certain {pace that the vapours do not afcend tothe 
head. For the cure (if ftrength permit, and nothing elfe do let) it is good forth- 


withto let bloud. You mutt cut the middle vein or the inward/vein of the Cyyatio; - 


arm, and draw out as much bloud as ftrength will permit. But if you may.not 
fafely let bloud, then muft the bowels be {coured with fharp clyfters,  wherof 
you fhall finde examples inthe Chap.of Apoplexia. Afterward the humour 4- 
bounding muft be prepared with decoétion of Hyfop in hony and water,or with 
Thime, Peniroyal, Mel Rofarum, or Oxymel commixed with fyrup of Borage, or 
infufion of Rofes, and waters ot Hyfop, Betony, Marjoram, and Borage. And 
afterward purge him ‘with fome medicine that will expell fleam,: whereof you 
fhall finde examples in the next Chap. following... Inthe mean feafon-apply to 
the head Oxyrbodivum,that is,vinegar of Rofes,and that in the beginning, for the 
humour is to be repelled and driven back from-the head, whatfoever it be. For 


the which purpofe allo it is good to ufe fri€tions with Pellicory, Pepper, falt and 7 pcgija: -- 


vinegar, and bindings of the extream.parts. Moreover, apply to the noftrils o- 
dours which will awake him,as be thefe,Ca/foreum,the {nuff of a candle quench- 
ed, Tarre, Galbanum, Sulphur, Harts horn, Sothernwood, or Goats horn burnt 
alittleand holden tothe noftrils. You may prick thett legs, and their extream 
parts, and pull them by the hair violently to awake them. Alf you may boyl 
‘Thime, Peneroyall, and Origan in Vinegar, and hold that decottion to the 
nofe of the fick, that the fume afcending tothe brain may cut and -divide- the 
tough humours. Alfo anoint the palat of the mouth with ftrong and fharp 


medicines, as with Muftard and Hony, Mitbridatum,Theriaca, powder of Pelli- - 


tory. And you muit endeavour to pluck out the fleamthar itickerh there with 
your finger : fometime alfo you may provoke {neefing with Cafforeum, or Pep- 
per, or EWleboruvs, and if they can ule it letthem-gargarife. And if by this means 
the-difeafe be not diffolved,then fhave the head, and apply to it bags of falt, or 
‘Miliun, or fach like.Or make this decoétion following, and let it run on-high 
upon the forepart of the head. Re wilde Thime,Hyfop,and Savory; with a little 
Caftoreum; and boy\ them in oyl and vinegar,and ufe it. Moreover, it profiteth 
toapply aSinapifmus, made of Figges and Muftard-feed beaten together with 


vinegar-Afterward you must apply to the hinder part of the head cupping-glafles 
with: ~ 
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with great flame, about the firft and fecond joynt of the. neck, parcly eafily, and 
partly with {carification. Alfo the head muft be anointed with (ajforcam. And 
(as Tratlianys faith) Gaftoreum drunk with Oxymel an hour before the fit, is ex- 
ceeding good : for (as‘he faith) he hath known many by that one medicine re- 


Mtored to life and health. You may minifter3 j.chereof with j.of Qxymel,or with 


fo much white wine aftringent, or with aque Mulfa. Befides you muk often pro- 
voke nature to expell excrements with clyfters, and fuch things as provoke u- 
rine Youmusft anoint the fhare with oyl of Rew, wherein little Caftorexm is 
mixed, you muftgivehim in drink fuch things as do extenuate and cut grofle 


_and clammy humors, as be decotiens of Apivm,Fennell, Maidenhair and fuch 


like. Youmuftadmonifh the fickto {wallow down fuch potions often, and 
therefore you may drop it into his mouth with afuckling box. Inthe Lethar- 
gy it continueth long : if ftreageh de permit,you may minifter Hiers ex Colocya- 


thide, and provoke him to {neele with the medicines: aforenamed. At the la& 


when the difeafe beginneth ro decline, geftation on horfeback, or in a litter is 
profitable, and bathing is exceeding good at that cime: but the head of the fick 
may notbe wet by.any means. And if the fick for lack of ftrength cannot abide 
the heat of the bath, at the lealt let him be wafhed at home in a veffell of warm 
water. Let him be fcoured inthe bath with fharp Sope, as with wine lees burnt, 
with Muftard feed, Pellitory, Pepper, Laurel berries, quick lime,adding double 


as much Nithrum. 
, CHAP. VIL 
Of Afemory loft. 
iM deperdita, The lofleof Memory chanceth fometime alone, and 
fometime reafon is hurt with ir. It is caufed of the'Letargy ‘and other 
foporiferous difeafes. It cometh to paffe alfo that the foporiferous difeafes bein 
ended, there enfueth forgetfulnefle: which when it chanceth, then a col 
diftemper isthe caufe that the memory is perifhed or grievoufly hurt. This 
coldnefle hath fometimes moiftnefle joyned with it, and fometime drinefle : 
fometime any one of the former diftempers may caufe this difeafe alone: there- 
fore the Phyfitian muft diligently difcern the caufes. The caufes of this difeafe 
be either externall or internall, ifthey be internall, either abundance of fleam 
or melancholy is caufe of it. Ifthere be no figns of thofe humours abounding, 
then muft ic needs come of fome externall caufe, efpecially if it come not 
through extream old age. The externall caufes you may learn by relation of 
the fick, and thofe that areabout him, as if any difeafe be newly pafled, and fo 
turned into oblivion, or if medicines were miniftred inwardly, or applyed out= 
wardly tothe head, which have vertue tocool extreamly. Or if ic came.of im= 
‘moderate labour, with ftudy and watching, or fuch like. If the memory be but 
alittle hurt, it betokeneth that the brain is but a little cooled. Hf reafon be loft 
together with the memory, then the affe@ is called ‘Fatuitas or ffultitia, that is, 
foolifhnefs or doltithnefs,and both thefe do come of one difpofition : but that is 
more vehement where both ate hurt. As touching figns, if only a dry diftem- 
per occupying the hinder partof the head do caufe this evil, then overmuch 
watching troubleth the fick. If only a moift diftemper be caufeof it, thenthey 
are heavy and inclined to fleep and their fleeps be long and troublefome. If i 
R ¢ 
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be joyned with moifture, it ingendreth the Lethergy and Carus, whereof we will 
- dntreat inthe next Chapter. Therefore in them that have loft their memory 
you muft obferve their fleeps, whether they be overfleepy, or ina mean, or 
flcep not at all: fo thall you finde what diftemper doth moit abound. Befides. 
muft mark whether they avoid any thing at nofe, or whether any thing 
diftill from the head by their mouth; or whether thofe parts be altogether 
dry. For by them you may likewife conjecture the diftemper abounding. Ard 
if fleam be caufe of the evill, you fhall perceive it not only by immoderate 
ficep, and abundance of excrements defcending fromthe brain ( as is afore- 
{eid} bur alfo by the difpofition'of the fick, by his age, and his complexion, | 
by the time of the year, the region, the ftare of the air, and the diet that he ufed 
before.For al thofe or the modt part of them incline to cold and moifture. Like- 
wife if melancholy abounding be caufe of the difeafe, you fhall know it, for that 
the fick is not fleepy at all, neither dothhe avoid any excrements at all from 
the brain: befides, rhe ftate of his body and all otker circumftances above re- 
hearfed, incline to cold and drinefle. His diet mvuft be diverfe, according to the Vidtus ran 
diverfity of the caufes. But whatfoever the canfe be, let the air that the fick re-tio. 
maineth in be inclining to heat, and let his lodging be light, let not his win~ 
dows be North or South, for the one cooleth and the other fillech the head. 
Let him efchue much fleep, {pecially in the day time, and upon full fromack. 
But note, if the difeafe be canfed of a cold and moift diemper, then the whole 
order of his diet muff be hor and dry. But if the caufe be cold and dry, then 
mitft the diet be altogether fuch as will heat and-moiften. As touching the cure, Cyrgtio.. 
if lefle of memory be caufed by vehement purgations, or other immoderate e- 
vacuations, er by fwounding often, and fo.overmuch drineffe- do hurt the me- 
mory, then minifter no medicines, but only feftore the body by good diet. For 
the body being corroborate, and ftrength renewed, the memory will come again. 
If you require to know what things are requifite for fuch adier,you fhall finde it 
in the Chapter of the fever he@tick. Hf the memory be loft by extreme-age, then. 
Phyfick will nothing avail: but only they muff content themfelves with diet 
convenient. But ifthe memory fail fuddenly, the orher members of the body 
being fafe, then the falling ficknes is to be feared or the palfie, ox the Apoplexy.. 
And therefore in fuch a cafe you muft provide diligently by all:means, thar no 
fuck thing chance as isto be feared. You may prevent thofe difeafes bythe fame 
remedies that you would ufe in the cure of them: being prefent, And if the me- 
mory fail by means of other difeafes,as through the Lethargy or Peftilence,then: 
medicines for cure therof are ro he ufed. Fhe whole fcope of curing the difeale, 
if it come only of a cold diftemper of the brain, confifteth in heating. You mult 
therefore minifter medicines that have vertue to heat as well inwardly as out- 
wardly. Outwardly you muft annoint the head with warm oyl,and that in Som~ 
mer. In winter annoint it with oy! of IreoscOmixed with fharp vinegar,and fom- 
time boy! wild Thime,;& Calamint,and fuch like in the‘oyl,and fo ufeit. Some - 
do add to it Pepper and Laurell berries. Allo Caftoreum is profitable being 
commixed with oy!, and annointed upon the hinder part of the head. Adlfo this Unguentune 
ointment is very good. of Olexm de tateriby, and oy! of Caftoreum, ana. = {3 
tors of Acorus and Valerian, 5 j; Pellitory and Rew; of each, 5)j. £. eo 
ax.

Of Carus or Subeth. 


Aros in Greek,and Carus in Latin, is a Difeafe in which both fenfe.and mo- ¢gyy,, 


ving is altogether taken away,and yet their breathing remaineth {afe.. The 


Arabians call this difeafe Subeth. This difeafe diftereth from the Lethargy, for sybeth. 


that they that have the Lethargy willan{wer toa queftion demanded,and do not 
lie alrogether down : but they that have Carus,are. occupied with deep fleep,and 
if they be ftirred or pricked, although they feel, yet they will fay nothing, not 
once open their eies. Befides as Paulinus o& gineta noteth,a vehement Fever doth 


ule to go before Carus,and in the Lethargy it followeth rather. Alfo Garmwsuleth - 


to fucceed other fymptomates and accidents: for it cometh often in the fits of 
Fevers and in the Falling-ficknefle, and in prefling of the brain, as well when 
the brain-pan is crufhed together, as alfo if the films that cover the foremoft - 
yentricle of the brain be thruft down. Butthe Lethargy hath.a certain pecu- 
liar confiftence of himfelf.. Alfo Carus doth differ from the Apoplexy, for that 
in it the breathing is very ftraight, fo that the fick can with much ado Icarce 
breath at all. But he that hath Carus. (as Galea witneficth in his 4.Book De locs 


affeétis ). hath his breath at liberty. Carus is caufed of a cold,grofle and vifcous Caufa.: 


flesmatick humour filling the brain. You may eafily know the figns. by that 


which hath been rehearfed before. For in this difeafe. they are altogether ina Signa. 
dead fleep, and their eyes alwaies fhut. As for the diet, and the cure: of thole Vidtus, 
which haveCarws,it agreeth altogether with theirs that have rhe Lethargy,where- Curds

CHAD. “EX... 
Of Congelation or Taking. 


 Oneey or Catalepfisin Greek,..in Latine may be-called Occupatio, Détentio; Congelatios- 


and Deprebenfio. Uhe new writers in Phyfick do call it Congelatio.in Englith 
it may-be called Congelation or Taking. It is.afudden detention and: taking 
bath of minde and body, both fenfe and moving being loft, the fick remaining 
in the fame figure of body wherein he was taken, whether he fat,or lyejor itand, 
or whether his eyes be open or flint. - THis’ difeafe is a mean between the Le~ 
thargy and the Frenfie, te it cometh of a melancholy humour for the mof 
part, as thall be declared. afterward. . Therefore in refpe@-of coldnefle: it a- 
grecth with the Lethargy, and in refpeét of drinefle with the Frenfie. Here- 
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“LIBER 1. 
upon it cometh that they which have this difeafe; are neither like chéfrentick 
altogether,nor like them which havethe Lethargy. This difeafe is caufed fome- 
time of abundance of bloud flowing tothe head and replenifhing it. But for the 
moft part(as e& tins witnefleth)it is caufed of a cold and dry melancholick hu- 
mour,troubling the hinder part of the head and brain. This difeafe invadetha 
man fuddenly,and taketh away {peech anid fenfe from him; he heareth nothing, 
he an{wereth nothing, ‘his breath is {carcely to be perceived, but he lieth as he 
were dead. His pulfe is {mall and weak,and very thick. His egeftion and urine 
are detained,or elfe they come forth in fall quantity: and that is not in refpe& 
of drineffe, for the fick fometime doth abound with much moifture, but for lack 
of fenfe. Their face is fometime red, and that is when the evil is ingendred of 
bloud 5 and“ fomerime it is fwart, and that is when melancholy caufeth the di- 
feale : Moreover the eyes in this difeafe remain inmoveable, as though they 
were frozen. This evil differech from Carms (as Galen faith) for that in it the-eye 
lids are ever fhut, but in this difeafe they fometime remain open. The diet 
in this evil muft be divers according to the diverfity of caufes.° Let his food be 
Prifan broth,and fuch like. Let his drink be eAqua Mulfa well boyled, or Barley 
water, or {mall Ale, for feeine they fume not into the head,they do much good. 
It is hurtfull for them to drink water, for it caufeth windinefle, fwelleth the 
fpleen, and quencheth nor thirft. As concerning the cure, if the face of the 
fick be ruddy, and bloud feem to abound, if ftrength permit and years,let him 
forthwith bleed on the outwardmoft vein of thearm, and let him bleed ac- 
cording to his ftrength. Afterward if the head be hot, apply thofe things that 
cool. For that purpofe you may boyl the fhels of Poppy heads in oyl, and 
anoint the head therewith. But in other that have their face {wart, and fo have 
tokens of melancholy abounding, you mutt firft cleanfe the guts with Clyfters, 
made of flowers of Borage, Buglofle, Fumitory, Time, Epitbimum, roots of Po- 
lypody, leaves of Sene, adding to it oyls of Cammomill and Dill, and (afia, 


Diacatholicon, Diafena, or confettio Hamech,in convenniet quantity. Whereof you ~ 


fhall finde examples afterward in the Chap. of Melancholéa. And if the belly be- 
come not foluble by this means, then it isnot amifle to boyl in the former de- 
coction roots of Elleborus niger, The head muit be anointed with oyl wherein 
wilde Thime is fodden, or with oy] of Lillies or Dill,or fuch like, and that you 
muft do chiefly when the head feemeth cold-Moreover if his urine appear groffe 
and thick, you muft: give him to drink the decaétion of Dill, Apinm, Cala- 
mint, and fuch like as have vertue toextenuate. It profiteth alfo to anoint all 
their whole body with oyl of Dill, {pecially in winter. Alfo they that have 
trembling with this difeafe, may have 4 j. of Cafforeum commixed with Aqua 
Mul{a,and powred intotheir mouth. The reft that concern the cure of this di- 
feafe, may be gathered partly out of the Chapters of the Frenzy and Lethargy 
before,and partly out of the Chapter of Melancholy following. 


CHAP, XX. 

Of Dead Sleep. 
Con in Greek, Spor, or gravid eo profundus fomnus in Latine. It may be 
called in Englith Dead Sleep. It is a:difeafe wherein the fick cannot awake

nor keep open his:eyes, ‘but doth keep his eyes continually clofe-thur, andisia 
a found fleep. But there’be two kindes hereof; the one whereof we have alread 
{pokep,and that is called fimply-C oma or fopor, or elfe Coma fomnotentum. The o- 
ther is called. Vigélans fopor, ‘and it is an evil’ wherein the ck cannor hold open 
his eyes, though he be awake, but he winketh inchope to ger fleep, and yet is al- 
together awake. Therefore you muft make a difference berv een thefe two kinds. 
The fleeping Coma ( as Galen witnefleth ) is fome ime caufed by overmuch 
moiftning of the brainsas it chanceth to many drunken perfons. Alfo in fevers, Ca 
only hot and moift vapours afcending from: the inferiour patts, ‘and moiftning ~”

the brain,do caufe this-evil. Moreover fometime only'cold occupying the fore- 

patt of the brain is.caufe-of this evil. Sometime profound fle ep is ‘canfed of 
coldnefs aud moiftnefs joyned together. The other evil called Vigilans fopor, or 
Coma,that isthe watching droufinels,is caufed of fleammixed with choler, and 

for the moft part it cometh for lack of Rrength, that they are not ableto keep 

open their eye-lids. The party that is vexed with the foperiferous and fleepy Sins 
Coma, doth fleep with his ne@ther jaw epen, and as often as he is awaked, he °’0"” 
falleth into a new fleep forthwith. They that have the watching (oma, {peak 
they wot not what, and they lie: with their whole body out of order, and they 
have partly {uch figns as appear in the Frenfie, and partly fuch asin the Le~ 
thargy. The.cure is of two forts,according to the diverfity ofthe evils. Fox in 
the foporiferous and fleepy Coma, you muft tife thofe remedies that are prefcri- 
bed in the Chapters of Carus, and the Lethargy: and to fpeak briefly after the 
whole body is purged, if the evil be caufed of moiftnels, then you mutt apply 
fuch things as will dry the brain, made with fharp: vinegar, and Rofes, and 
Cammomill commixed, and you may alfo let the fume thereof Zo.up into the 
noftrils. If it be caufed of cold,then apply oy! of Dill,and Cammomill warmed; 
and ifthe coldibe great you may fometime boyl ‘in: oy! Peniroyall and Dill, 
and ufe it. But ifthe evilbe cau‘ed of cold and moiftare joyned together, then 
muft it becured as the Lethargy. Tf it come of weaknels and lack of ftrength, 
then you may wlereftoratives to recover it again. Suppofitaries are very. good 
tobe ufed in thefe kindes of difeafes, for that they ftirre and provoke nature. 
Por the watching Coma, fince it confiftech of mixed and contrary caufes, it muft 
be cured by contrary medicines,partly-as the Frenfieand partly asthe Lethargy. 
And to know which of them you muft ufe mof, you maylearn that by the hu-- - 
mour moft abounding. For-if eam abound more then choler, then you muft. 
ufe moft theremedies againft the Lethargy :+but if contrariwife’ choler do 4- 
bound, then muft your remedies be for the moft part fuch as are good againft=: 
the Frenfie. And therefore you may. feek convenient remedies out of thofe Cha-~ 
pters, as occafion ferveth.

“CHA Ps X BAS 
Of the Apoplexy, - 


Ago in Greek and Latine, isa difeafe wherein the fountain and ori- ~ 
ginall of all the finews being affe€ted; everypart of the body doth fud-- 
denly loofe both moving and fenfe. Or it isa depriving both of fenfe and - 
moving throughout the whole body, coming fuddenly with ler raicaat of all“ 
voluatary: ~ 
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voluntary funétions. If this ftopping of the brain come in one half of the body 
onely, then it is called Paralyfis in Greekyin Englith the Palfey, whereof we 
will fpeak in the next Chapter. The Apoplexy is caufed of a flegmatick hu- 
mour that is cold, grofle, and tough, which doth at one time abundantly fill 
the principall ventricles of the brain ,which humour overmuch crudities and 
chiefly drunkenneffe doth engender. Alfo it is caufed by a fall or a blow which 
{haker and bruifeth the brain,and caufeth humours to flow thither. Alfo very 
cold ayre which doth thicken and congeal the humidities and excrements of 
the brain, doth fometime caule this difeafe : it may alfo be caufed of a grofle 
melancholy humour. ‘Concerning fagnes, there goeth before this difeafe a 
full and-fharp pain of the head, and a {welling of the veins in the neck, the 
Vertigo, and brightnefle before the eyes, alfo cold of the extream parts with= 


out caufe, panting of the whole body, flownefle to move; and gnawing of the _ 


teeth while they fleep. Their Urine i little in quantity, black, like ruff and 
canker in merall, and hath arefidence like meal. They that fall into this die: 
‘feafe, dolack fenfe altogether, they lye as they weee afleep with their eyes fhut, 
and dofnort. ‘The vehemency and greatnefle of this difeafe may be difcerned 
by the impediments that they have in breathing. For when it is very much dif- 
fering from naturall order, it betokeneth the vehemency of the difeafe,and that 
it is a great and ftrong Apoplexy. But when there is a little impediment in the 
breathing, then you may judge that there is but little hurt in the brain, and 
fo you may account it a {mall and weak Apoplexy. The worft and ftrongeft 
Apoplexy is, wherein the breathing is fo diminished that it can very hardly be 
perceived: and that is almoft as evil, wherein the breath ftopeth for a while, 
and then is fetched with great violence. This difeafe for the moft part doth 
chance toold men, which be of a flegmatick complexion, and which do ufe 
fuch a diet as increafeth fleam. But if fobe it invade any youn perfon, and 
chat in Sommer (cafon,it is moft perilous. This difeafe isuncurable, ot at the 
leaft it is feldom cured. And therefore Hippocrates writeth in the 24‘ Apho- 
rifm of his fecond book:it is impoflible (faith he)to cure a vehement Apoplexy, 
and not eafie to’ cure a weak one: for it threatneth {peedy death. Befide, if it 
chance by medicines to be taken aways for the moft part it departeth leaving 
the Palfey behind it,either in the whole body,or in fome part thereof: Often al-. 
fo it corrupteth the memory whereupon we may conclude,that remedies are not 
to be ufed againft a ftrong Apoplexy, for that is of nature deadly. Bur if it be 
weak, which you may know by the figns aforefaid,although there be {mall hope’ 
toremedy it, yet (as Galenteftifeth ) convenient remedies being miniftred, it 
may perhaps be cured,as experience hath proved in fome. T hofe therefore whofe 
cure is not altogether defperate, if there be figns of plenitude-and fullnefle, and 
ftrength permit alfo, muft be let bloud-on both the Cephalica veins. But you 
muit foretell the perill, for bloud-letting doth either kill them,or deliver them : 
fo thar if after bloud-letting ( faith e&tius ) -both moving and fenfe come nor 
unto him again, there is no more hope. You muft not draw away much bloud 
at once, but rather at {undry times 5 and you muft have regard to his Pulfe, the 
colour of his face and ‘his breathing. Befide,you muft provoke him to the ftool 
with fharp Clyfters,in this fort: Tk Sage, Origan,Betony,and Rew, ana. M.j- 


Calamint | 
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Calamint,Hyfop and-Peniroyall,ana.M.{.feeds of Fennel, Sefelis, and Ammi, 
ana. 3 iij. Centory the leffe,M.j. roots of Polypody, 3 vj. fine Agarick,% iij. (lifter 
Pulp of Coloquintida, 4 ij. boy thefe in fufficient quantity of water, until half acr# 
be confumed, then take of that decoG&ion, .% xv, of Hierapicra, and Benediéta 
laxativa, ana. {3 of Eletuarium Nidum, 3 iij. of Diapbenicon, F ij. of Met Ro- 
farun clarified, 3j- {}. of oils of Laurel, Rew, and Cafforeum, ana. = j. of Salt 
gemme, 3 j.{$. commix them all,and make aclifter. Alfo the ufe of {uppofitaries 

in this difeafe is very commendable, made of Coloquiutida, Agarick, black Hel- 
lebore, and {uch like, after this fort : Be of Honey boyled to an height, 3 ij. of 
Coloquintida, Agarick and Hellebore, ana.F) ij, fale gemme, Fj. beat them into 
powder, commix them withthe hony and make fuppofitaries, vj. fingers long, 

and hang athreed in them, that you may draw them out when you lift. You 

may alfo put into the fuppofitaries Hierapicra or Pils Cochie. Afterward anoint 

the whole body with a good quantity of warm oil, wherein wilde Thime, Ca- 
lamint, Dill,and fuch like have firft been boyled. Alfo the extreme parts muft 

be. bound ftrongly, and vehemently chafed with the decoGtien of the ‘root of 
flower-de-luce: many cupping-glafles muft be faftened tothe fhoulders: the 

head muft be fhaved’and anointed with oils of Cammomill, Dill or Rew, 

or with oil wherein the afore-named herbs have been boyled. You muft apply 
tothe noftrils fuch things as by their-odour can ftir and raife up the fick, as be 
Opopouax,Gafforeum, Sagapenum, ree Alfo you may ufe medicines to pro-= 

voke {neefing made of white Hellebore, Cafforeum, and fuch other, rehearfed in 

the former Chapters. Or it profiteth much to ufe Embrocations, made of Cam- 
momill, Melilot, Sage, Peniroyal, Marjoram, Origan, Calamint, Savory, and 
Hyfop, boyled in equal portions of wine and water. But yet it is better to ufe 

dry medicines to the head, as be Sinapifmi, made after this fort, Re Ole coftévi, Sinapif= 
Z j. oils of Custoreum and Euphorbium, ana. 3 iij. Muftard-{eed, 3 ij. Caftore- mus. 
um, A j.Sagapenum,S j.{, Eupborbium,')j. Vinegar, 3 ij. with fufficient quantity 

of Wax, make an Emplaiiter. Alfo youmuft opentheir mouth by force, and /omitae, 
put into.it your finger, or a fether dipped in oyl of Ireos,to provoke vomit, and 

to caufe-tke grofle humours that be in the mouth to be caft our. Alfo their fun- 
dament muft be anointed with fuch medicines as diflolve windinefle,as be Rew, 
Comin, Nitrum, and Honey. When the evil is aflwaged, you muft give him Wéus, 
meat of eafte digeftion, for the moft part mixed with Hony, Ifhis {peech come 

not yet again, fo that his ftrength permit, you muft faften cupping-glafles to 

the hinder part of the head with (carification. And in like fort under the fhort 

ribs if you may. Afterward let thefick.be carried ina wagon or horflitter. Let 

his drink be Mulfz or Oxymel. Let-him drink no wine. After 21. Haies be pak, 

the fick may enter a bath : but as touching medicines requifite for the reft of the 

cure, you fhall finde them abundantly in the Chapter following. And this may 
Auffice for the cure of the Apoplexy, if fo be it be curable

Firft note, thar afwell the faculty of moving as of fenfe 
alone,{ome- floweth'from the brain as from a fountain, and is derived from thence by and in 
sine ah the Ginewsto the inftraments of motion and fenfe 5 and therefore it muft needs 
be; if that faculty of the brain be be hindied or ftopped by any caufe,that it'can- 


sei Ae not de(cend ro the inftruments of moving or fenfe, that they fhould lofe moving 
or fenfe ‘according’us the finews beaffeéted. And therefore in thofe members

Alfo it 

maybe canfed by an inflammation, or a Scirrus ( which isa hard {welling with- 

out fenfe) chancing in the backbone, or in parts igh adjoyning, or in other 

finewy parts, whereby the finews are crufhed and prefled, and fo itopped that the 

animal faculty cannot pafle. As alfo the finews may be crufhed together by 

fone externall caufe, as by binding witha cord,.or (uch like means, and fo caufe 

refelution alfowhen there is luxation or fraéture in any of the {pondils of the 

back, or in other joints or bones, there may follow refolution by means of com- 

preffion and crufhing together of finews. Alforefolution or Palfy may becaufed 

by means of a wound, or an ulcer, either in the brain, or inthe marrow of the 

back, or in any particular Ginew. There need nor many figns to know this di- 

feafeby : for any may judge eafily that part or member to have the Palfy which 

is deftiture of moving. To know of what caule it proceedeth, you may partly

At the laft wich thuchtrou~ 
ble the vapours being atrenuate and driven away, and the paflage of the fpirits 
being opened,the fick is by and by raifed. It is good toremedy this evil-av the 
firft,tor if it continue, it induceth and fheweth before fame grievous difeafesas 
the Apoplexia,the Falling-ficknefle,or madneffe.. Let their diet be rhinsand fuch 
as will nor engender windinefie. Let him ufe no wine,but that which is mixed 
with water,or none at all bur Ale. Let him efchue fleeping in the day,.and let 
him not go to bed by and by after meat: andto.befhort, Jet his whole‘diet be 
fuch as is defcribed and fet down for the: Falling-facknefle.. For the cure, if rhe 
whole: body be full, you muft begin with bloud-letting, and you muft cut the 
Cephalica vein. But if ill juyce be gathered in the body for lack'of perfeé di- 
geftion, then purge the body by purgations : and if the fleam abound,you may 
firft minifter preparatives to extenuate the fleam,and then purge it.. The whole 
body being purged,you muft apply outward medicines, whereof you may-finde 
examples before. Black feeds of Piony do chiefly help them:you mayigive'them 
fifteen feeds brayed'with water. And nourifh the head with oyl of Dill made 
hot ; and cover the head with acap whenthey goto bed. Minifter within the 
body thofe things which ftrengthen the head, as Aromaticum refarum, Diamo{che 
dulcis, Diamber, Dianthon, Plirifarceticon,and {uch other like. 


CHAP. XXVIL 

| Of Madneffe. 

Ma in Greek is a difeafe which the Latines call Infauiaand furors-that is, 
madnefle and furioufneffe. They that have this difeafe be wood and unruly 

like wilde beafts.’ It differeth from the Frenfie, becaufe in that there is a fever, 
but Mania cometh without a fever. It is caufed of much bloud flowing up tothe 
brain: fometime the bloud is temperate, and fomerime only the abundance of 
it doth hurt : fometime of fharp and cholerick humours,or of a hot.diftemper of 
the brain. - There goeth before madnefle debility of the head, tickling of the 
ears,and fhinings come before their eyes, great watchings,thoughts and ftrange 
things approach the minde,and heavinefle with trembling of the head. If time 


proceed, there is raifed in them a ravenous appetite, and a readinefle. to bodily. 


luft,the eyes wax hollow,and they neither wink nor beckon. But madneffe cau- 
fed of blond only, there followeth continuall Jaughing there cometh before the 
fight (asthe fick thinketh ) things:to laugh at. . But when choler is mixed 
with bloud, then the pricking and fervent moying of the brain maketh them 
irefull, moving, angry,and bold.

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CHAP. XX.VITI.~ 
Of Melancholy. 


Elancholy is an alienation of the minde,troubling reafon, and waxing foo-~ 

lifh, fo that one is almoft beGSide himfelf. It cometh without afeaver, and 
is chiefly engendred of Melancholy o¢tupying the minde, and changing the 
temperature of it. It is caufed three kinde of waies : for fometime it is cauted of Cayfz, 
the common vice of melancholy bloud being in allthe-veins of the whole’ bo- Ie 
dy, which alfo hurteth the brain. But oftentimes only the bloud whichis in 2, 
the brain is altered, and the bloud in all the reft of the body is unhurt, and that 
chanceth two waies, for either‘it is detived from other places} and afcendeth up 3. 
thither, or elfe it is ingendred in the brain it felf. Alfo fometime it is engen- 
dred through inflammation, and evil afle@-abont the ftomack and fades : and 
therefore there be three diverfities of melancholioufnefle, according to the three 
Kindes of caufes. ‘The mroft common figns be fearfulnefle, fadnefleshatred, and Signa. - 
alfo they.shat- be melancholious have ftrange imaginations : for fome think 
themflelves brute beafts,8&-do counterfeit their. yoice and noife,fome think rhem~ 
felves veflels of earth,or earthen pots,and therfore they withdraw themfelvs from 
them that they meet, left they fhould knock: together. Moreover they defire. 
death, and do very often behight and determine to kill themfelves: and fome 
fear that they fhould.be. killed. . Many of them.doe alwaies laugh, and ma-~ 
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ny do weep 3 fome think themfelves infpired with the holy Ghoft, and do:pre- 
phecy upon things to come. But thefe be the peculiar figns of them ‘that-have 
melancholioufnefle caufed through confent of the whole body : for in them the 
ftate of the body is lender, black, rough, and alrogether melancholious, caufed 
naturally, or through certain thoughts, or watchiags, or eating of wicked 
meats, or through Emerods, or fuppreffion of menftruis. But they which have 
Melancholia canted of vice in the fides, they have rawnefle, and much windines, 
fharp belkings,burnings, and grievoufnefle of the fides. Alfo the fides ave pluck- 
ed upward, and many times are troubled with inflammation, {pecially about 
the beginning of the difeafe. Alfo there is coftiveneile of the womb, little

withthe remedies of the infirmities which by experience I have found incident 


unto it: and the multiplicity of it is fo grear,that the treatife thereof ftretcheth 
beyond the bounds of other ordinary Chapters. But (as I hope) the Reader 
will not account it tedious, becaufe of the pleafantnetle and neceflity of the 
difcourfe,though it be fomewhat long + for God hath (as it were) packed and 
beftowed an infinite variety of marvels in one little round {ubje@,which if'it be 
confumed and diftributed into his parts, and according to the dignity of every 
one {ufficiently treated of, (I {uppofe) it would filla great Volume,and requite 
both an exquifite Philofopher to conceive arizht of it, and an excellent Orator 
might feem alfo neceflary tolay abroad at length (uch: fectet and wonderfull 
notions. But the eye which is wont with curious iafpection to pry into all other 
things,and to‘finde out the nature and order of them;hath been unable to unfold 
his own wonderfull conftisution, and hath been alway blinde in judging of it 
felf,; and in forefecing the difcommodities which attend uponit, or in curing 
them when they have laid hold of it. For mine own part, Iwill not promife 
any abfolute work, but as Learned Phylficions -have thought of it, ( and asf 
my felf have by experience learned ) fo will I frame and fafhion my Treatife. 
An eye therefore isa member, round, whole and hard, as the ball of a foot, 
or as the {cowred new bafon full of clean water, fet inthe Well of the Head ta 
minilter light to the body, by the influence‘of thevifible (pirits, {ent from’the 
fantaiticall Cell by a finew that is.called Neruus opticus,with the help of a greas 
ter light miniftred from without. And -yery fidly-is the place where the eye is fet 
called, The weil of the Head, for the abundance of watery humours and tears 
which often diffalye out thereof, fometime of forrow and heavinels of the Heart; 
fometime of joy and gladnefir, and fometime of tke abundance of watery hu~ 
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mouts caufed of frigidiry and coldneffé: and thas have the Phyfitions de(cribed 
theeyé.. It fhall not be unneceflary alfo to diftribute it into his parts, and there= 
fore (as fohannicus faith) the eye hath feaven coates,which they call tunice,four 
colours,and three humours. ‘But his opinion concerning the tunicles,by fundry 
Anatomifts hath beeneviéted,making but only fix 3 yea, and fome there be, 
that ( fvarving from the moft received opinion ) have made room for a con- 
jeGture of their own, as they think byreafon, excluding all'thofe overcurious 
divifions, (namely Iris, Cornea, Aranea, Uved, and the refidue,) and imagin 
but only:two coates, the one whereof they name Sluatrrx, becaufe it favetly 
and keepeth the humours :, and the other they terme Difcolorata, that is,having 
nocolour: and they maintain, that in the eye it {elf thereis no colour, but 
that which is caufed of the Cryftalline humor, which if it be planted very near 
tothe tunicles, then the eye feemeth of no colour : -if it lye deep within, it de- 
ferreth three vifible colours unto the beholder,and (as they fay) the diverfe pla- 
cing of this cryftalline humor begetteth the variety of colours in fundry eyes 5 
which gave our Anatomifts matter to devife their diftributions, while they 
seferred the colour tothe nature of the tunicle, which (indeed) is to be imputed: 
tothe humours. For mine ownjudgement, if it belawfull to judge in fo intri« 
catea caufe, (Ithink ) I could very well maintain, that the humours be the 
caufers of the-diverfity of the colours, though our blind Anatomifts do im- 
pugn it, intheir common books. .But.I have taken upon me rather to cure the 
malady of the eye, then to define the nature of it, although this little Praludium 
will not feem altogether unneceflary.

big deg feyen divers {pices or kinds, whereof four be curable, and three be uncurable. 
I The firft kinde of the curable Catara& is light, very bright, like white chalk,or 

: as alabafter well polifhied: and it is caufed by a ftroke in the eye, ,either with a 

2: ftick or a-ftone,or any other ourward violence. The fecond kinde 1s fomewhat 


white,and much like unto aceleftiall colour 5 and this proceedeth from the fto- 
mack, and is commonly caufed of unwholfome meats, and unkinde nourifh- 
ment, whereof a grofle fumofity refolveth, and afcendeth up into the brain, 
33 and from thence falleth down into the eyes. The third kinde is alfo whitifh,but 
it turneth into the colour of afhes, and is commonly engendred of pain in the 
head,as of the Migrime,or fuch like difeafes 5 and it is caufed fometime of great 
forrow and heavinefle, whereof cometh immoderate weeping, and fometime of 
much cold,and much watching,and fuch other like. The fourth fpecies is of a 
Cytrin colour, and is commonly engendred of exceflive meat and drink ins 
digeft, and-alfo of great labour, and fometime of the humour melancholy. 
Thefé are the four curable kindes, but they be never healed till they be grown 
and confirmed: and the fign or token of their full perfection is,when the patient 
feeth nothing, walefle ir be the brightnefle of the Sunne by day light, or the 


light. 
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light of the Moon by night. Many ignorant perfons, neither knowing the 
caufe nor the properties of thele mannér of Cataraéts,have aflayed to.cure them 
with purgations, powders and plaifters, but they have beendeeeived. For nei- 
ter inward medicines nor outward remedies can any whit prevail, unlefle you 
joyn to them artem acuariam,the art of the needle; which becaufe it is unknown 
to many of our Praétitioners,I will infert a difceurfe of it in this Treatife. Ne- 
yerthelefle, before you ufethe needle, it is requifite that the brain fhould be 
urged with Pzlule Hierofolymitana, which you fhall make thus : Ry. Turbith, 
ei. Aloes, hepatick, .{%. Maces, Quibibes, Maftick and Saffron,ana. 8-j- 
Beat them to powder altogether, and-confe& them with the juyce of Rofes; 
and make pils thercof:and this purgation muft be miniftred the day before you 
try with the needle. Andonthe next day, while the difeafed. party is fafting, 
about nine of the clock, caufe him to fir overthwart a ftool in riding fathion, 
and plant your felf likewife on the fame ftool face to face againit him, and bid 
him hold his found eye clofe fhut. Encourage him alfo, and exhort him to be 
patient 3 for the traétability of him maketh much to the convenient difpatch of 
your labour. Then with your left hand lift up the over-eye-lid,and with your o- 
ther hand put in the needle made therefore, on the fide fartheft off from the 
nofe : and fubtilly thirle the tunicle falvatrice, writhing alwaies your fingers to 
and fro,till you touch the corrupt water (which is theCatara@) with the point of 
the needle 3 and then begin by little and little to remove that water from before 
the fight to the corner of the eye,and there keep it with the point of your needle 
the {pace of three minutes of an hour, and then remove your needle eafily from 
it. And if it happen that it rife up again,bring it back the fecond time.But this 
caution you mutt be fure to have,that when the needle hath touched the Cata~ 
raét, youdo not writh it about with your fingers to and fro, till it be fet in his 
place before named, but that you gently draw it thither : and when you have 
brouhgt it thither, thirle the needle about till i: have gathered the water about 
it,and then pull it out. This done,caufe him to fhut his eye,and apply thereto a 
plaifter of flaxe and the white of an egge, and caufe him to lye in his bed nine 
dayes together, removing the plaifter three times on the day, and three times 
onthe night,without any other ftirring of it.Provided that he lye in a very dark 
place, and let hisdiet bethinne, as rere eggs, and white bread. And if he be 
young and lufty, let his drink be water, but if his body be weak, let him drink 
wine well lymphate or (mall Ale ; for truly much nourifhment would prejudice 
the cure, by engendring much bloud inthe eye, which is very hurtfull now in 
the beginning of the healing of it. The ninth day being paffed,let him rifeand 
wath. his eye well with faircold water, and he fhall enjoy his fight by the help 
of God,even as he did before 5; alchough fome of the Cataracts be fairer heal- 
ed then the cther,as namely the fecond and the fourth kinds, but that which is 
caufed by a ftripe, ( thoughthe water be with more eale extraéted ) yet the eye 
never recovereth his clearnes of fight again, becaufe it is greatly bruifed and 
troubled by the force of the {troke. And the third kind alfo, though it be foon 
seftored to his old perfection, yet it abideth not long therein, unlefle it be con- 
tinued as well by good diet,as alfo by this ele@tuary,which is called Diaolibanum 
folavimitatim, which is thus confeéted, Ry. Cloves. ij. Nutmegs of India, 
E 2 and 
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2nd Saffron, ana,%.}.(%. and of gcod Caftorcum, *.j. Let all thefe be beaten into 


Powder and fearced,and confeét that powder with clarified hony,and let the pa- 
tient receive of this Ele€tuary inthe merning fefting the quantity of a Cheit- 
nut or Walnut,and at evening to bedwards as much. And let him ufe digeftive 
nourifhing meats, which ingender gcod bloud 3 but let him beware of bief and 
Goats flefh, and Eeles, and raw Onions, for they are cftentimes ufed to ripen 
the Carara&,which muft be done before you ftrive with it. In winter, let the 
patient drink hotywines, inthe which let him infufe Sage and Rew. Let him 
alfo abftain frem the cempany of women, neither let him frequent commen 
baths’s for every ftrong fume hurteth him greatly. The aforefaid Ele@uary 
of Didolibamum, is good to dry tears: it availeth ‘alfo againit all manner of 
pain of the Migrime which proceedeth of fleam. After this fort are all the cu- 
rable Cararatts héaled," ¢ I mean ) by the needle, which muft be made of gold, 
filvery or of clean Spanifh latten: fordron and fteel are very brittle and fran- 
gible.” And ifthe Catara& fhould prove hard in drawing down, the point may 
eafily break, whichif ir fhould abide in the eye, ‘it would intime confumethe 

eye thtough abundance of tears-and greatnefle of pain. 

CHAP BX, 
Of the three kindes of Cataratts uncurable. 

He firft kinde of Cataracts uncurable,the Phyfitions call Gutta ferena,and 
. the fign of the knowing thereof is this : when the pupill of the eye is black 


: eee : ; 
and clear, as though it had no {pet, and the eyes are alwaies moving, and the 


eye-lids do tremble as if they were full of quickfilver. This kinde of Cataraé is. 


caufed of a corruption in the motherswomb, and therefore they that haye them. 
are for the moft part born blinde,and therefore they beftow their labour in vain 
that afiay to cure them 5 for the nerves optick be oppilate and mortified,fo that 
no medicines can prevail,although many that have this kinde do fee the light of 
tHe Sun,and rhe itature of a man even to their lives end.We call it Gutta ferena, 
becaufe it is engendred of a water that falleth fromthe brain, of the which truly 
one little drop corrupreth & diflolyeth all the humours of the eyes, and stoppeth 
the hollow nerves and finews, fo that the vifible {pitits may no more pafle tho- 
row them. The fecond Cataraé& incurable, is that which appeareth inthe eye 
ofa green colour, like water ftanding in moift’places, not much moved nor re- 
moved 5 this is the moft dangerous kinde of all,if there.be any degrees.inthem, 
and it is procured by the oyermuchcoldnefle of the brain, and by ereat buffer- 
ing and beating about the head,by great fafting and fuch otherlike. The third 
uncurable Cataract, is, whem the pupill of the eye is dilared and {pread fo farre, 
that no circle may be {een within the tunicles of the eyes,and the eye feemerh all 
black,or elfe all white.And thus are the three kindes of Catara€ts uncurable dj- 
ftinguithed and known: which will forbid the practitioners to deal with them: 


CHAP. XX XIII. 
Of Difeafes Which chance to the Eyes, by Blewd,Choler ,F leame 
or Melancholy, and of their Cures. 
.7 Ow after the defcription of Cataracts, and the number of them, which be 


&Ncureble, and which benot, andthe curing and knowledge of the “ih 
an. 
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and the caufes of the nncurable, I will {peak of other maladies of the eyescau- 
fed and occafioned of the four humours, as bloud,; fleam, choler, and melan- 
choly. But firft I will treat of bloud, through the abundance whereof often- 
times there groweth a rednefle inthe eyes, with great burning, and afterward ic 
turneth to great itch: and this difeafe maketh the hair of the eye-lids to fall a- 
way,and of many-it leaveth not one hair:and if this malady be not cured within 
one years, it will,makethe eye-lids toturn up, and make the Patient blear-eyd. 
But before it cometh to that extremity, it may-be cured by this Colliry, which 
they call Cellirium Ferofolymitanum,which is made in this wife-BeTutty of Alex-. 
ander, j-and beat it into {mall powder, and temper it well wigh two pounds of 
white wine(that is)a quart,and put thereto, j- of dry Rofes,and boil it with 2 
foking fire, till the wine be half wafted, and then cleanfe it through a linnen 
cloth,to keep it ima violl glaffe, and morning and evening’ put fome af ‘it into 
the eye : and if it be taken betimes, the Patient thall be cured within a week or 
two at the moft. Nevertheleffe beforé you apply this Colliry,it hall -be good (if, 
the Patient be young) tolet him bloud on the vein that is in the midit of the 
forehead:or if heybe aged,to purge the brain with thefe pils: Bk of the beft Aloes, 
red Sanders, E/ula, and Rewbarb, ana.3.{}. Turbith, Cataputia miner and Aga- 
rick,ana.4-ij-conte@ them with the juyce of Mugwort,and minifter to the Pa- 
tient according to his ftrength.. Andtruly thefe pils are not only good for the 
itch of the eyes, but alfo forall manner of itch or {cab, of what humour foever 


- itbe caufed. ‘There be othet difeafes alfo of the eye ingendred of bloud, as the 


Ophthalmy and Pannicles: and thefe kinds of infirmities are tied to the feafon 
of the year;for they commonly happen about the end of Auguff, and fo forth 
tothe end of September; and therather then, becaufethey proceed of the eat- 
ing of variety of fruits. The Ophthalmy is thus decribed. An Ophthalmy 
is a corrupt bloud ingendred of hot humours, andcommonly ic ftandeth and 
appeareth inthe white of the eyes, and round about the tunicles and blacknefle 
of the eye, and it proceedeth of immoderate forrow and burning, and of abun- 
dance of tears, which caufeth theeyesto {well, and makethem to boln, that 
from that time forth the Patient. may take no reft nor fleep: for it ever fee- 
meth to him that his eyes are full of gravell or of thorns, or of {moak., In this 
kinde of infirmity it is good to ufethis powder, which many (inrefpeé of the 


~ notable vertue thereof) docall Pulvis benedictus,which isthus made: Be white 


Sarcocoll,and beat it to very fine powder, and fill the Patients eye with it, and 
(et him lie with it wide open till the powder be confumed: and inthe mean 
time make a plaifter of -flaxen herds, and wafh it wellin cold water, which 
when you have drained out with your hand, lay it on the Patient his eye, which 
he fhall ftill keep open, and it.will procure him to take his reft very well. Many 
ignorant praCtitioners, while they have.endeavoured to cure this infirmity with 
many impertinent medicines, :have added forrow to forrow, and have brought 
the eye without his lids, and fo made it uncurable, which by the forefaid pow- 
der might eafily have been healed. And note, that there be fome, which by the 
occafion of the Ophthalmy, are greatly troubled in their eyes, and have them 
fumous and ats : which proceedeth of evil. keeping, or becaufe they ear 
contrary meats. Now if fuch happen; the brain muit. be.purged with thefe 
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piles ::'Rp.Polipody, B/ula,Myrobalant Citrini, and Rewbarbe,ana.¥.j. Mattick, 
Quibibes,Saftron,Spiknard, Nux. Indie, Cynamon,ana.¥.j. confeét them with 
Milk or -juyce of Quinces, «and minitter.co the fick according to his ftrength, 
and after this purgation minifter morning and evening of ‘the Eleuary of 
Diaolibanum folarimitanym, as before. And moreover put into his eye a powder 
called Pulvis Nabetws, the making whereof we will'fhew inthe cure of the third 
pannicle. ‘But this muft be done only.in the merning and evéning 3 put in‘his 
eye the powder called Pulvis Alexandrinus as before, and this-dotill the Patient 
hath recovered his health, keeping him in the.néan time from hurtful] meats. 


CHAP XXXTLYV. 
Wiih et pat - « Of Pannicles. 2 
Caufe He Pannicles have the fame caufe that the Ophthalmy hath) that isto fays, 
There be MA stip acfuley of bloud. Sometimethey are ingendred of evil keeping, and 
four kindes fometimes by: great pains'in the head,as the Migrim, where the exrremity of 
of “Panni- pain afcending into the temples, and fo into the brows, maketh the veins te 
cles. beat, by which painfull beating the eyes are troubled. There be four kindes of 
1.  Pannicies : the firft is, when upon the tuniele falvatrice there groweth a little 
4. pearl likethe feed or grain of a'Corn; called in Latine Atilinm. The fecond 
is when it appeareth'in the aforefaid tunicle in the likeneffe of a {pot or freckle 
3. _ of the face,or like the {cale of afith. The'third appeareth on the one fide of the 
4.  eye,like as ic were-a flake of {now when it {noweth. The fourth is when all the 
eye appeareth white, and ne blackneffe, neither of the tunicle, neither of the 
light appeareth. Phe firft pannicle is neither cured with laxatives nor powders, 


nor Colliries,nor Eleétuaries,nor yet with Cauteriess for any of thefe(if they be 


miniftred)). do annoy rather then help. But you fhall make this precious oint= 
merit forthe cure of it, which of many practitioners is. proved to be of great 
credit. Ry fourty tender crops of the Bramble,and dtamp them fmall,and-a good 
handfull of Rew,powder of Alabafter, {f j: R;powder of Fenel feed,%- (3, oyl of 
Rofes, fh j. all thefe incorporate well together, put into a new earthen pot With 
a quart of new white-wine,and to all thelé put 3 iiij.of dry flowers of Cammo- 
adsl of Wax,% j. and then fer the pot'on the fire,and let it boil with an eafie 
fire rill the wine be confumed, fo far forth’ that it feemeth to fry in, and’then 
put theretothe whites of fix Egos, and alwaies ftirre it well; till it be incorpora- 
ved together,and then ftrain it through:a fair linnen cloth 3 with this ointment 
thus made, annoint the temples of the Patient, and the forehead, downto the 
brews, and it will cure this kinde of Pannicle. - This ointment is not only tied 
to this cute,but it hath many vertues : feme of the which T will exprefle,though 
it be impertinent to this difcourfe. It is very good againft a green wound, for 
it both purgeth and cleanfeth it. It is good againft the tooth-ach or pain in the 
gums, if the cheek-be annointed therewith. Tt is good againft the pain in the 
matrice, if it be beaten like an Eletuary. It is good for them alfo who are mo- 
lefted in excefs,if their ftomack be anointed; and their feet,together with their 
hands.Tt availech againft the Migrime,and generally for every pain of the eyes, 
if the Patient be annointed therewith upon the temples, as befere. "The fecond 
pennicle minft be cured at the very beginning, for if it be incarnate and hardned 
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upon the tunicle,it may not by any futteley be removed. (the tunicle/faved,) and 


rherefore it isnot fafeto adventure to cure it; when by. continuance of: timecic 
hath united it felf with the falvatrice. But at the firft yew fhall cure it thus: fir’ 
make acautety inthe temples with around cautery! (as fhall be thewed after- 
ward when I {peak of Cauteries)for fire diffolveth and confumeth the pannicles 
and fo keepéth it from uniting and incarnating wich the tunicle,and maketh the 
eye firco be clarified with this medicine following. When the eye is. cauterized, 
put imcorthe eye fome-of:the powder called Pulvis.N abetus, which I will teach af- 
rerwardjand-while he liech with this powder in hisieye;take four Crabs,and roft 
them under the embers very welljand rhen take tlieg sand being pilled and cored, 
incorporate them with the white of an egge, inmanner of an cintment,and lay 

it upon a clean flaxen hétd,and bind it'to the eye with a linnen band,and fo te- 


table arefouri: Whe firft:is procured by over-abundance.of tears; whereby the 


 ever-eye-lids are fo fofténed and imollified, that within there grow hairs;-which 
‘prick the ball of the eye continually,as though there were Hogs briftles : which 


hairs, though many bold Chyrurgions have plucked out, and fo for a time-ear 
fed them, yetafterward ( the hairs'being hardned with plucking out ) do gall 


shens fare worle than beforé, and fo:in the.end the Patient being deftitute of 


any other aid, leefeth his fight (the hairs fretring and confumiing the fub- 
ftance of his eye.) But indeed the beft-way, which, as yet, experience hath 
fourid out'to cure that malady, is this: “Take two needles of Meleuatieas thie 
litele finger, and put a thred through the eyes'of both of them, and binde them 
welltogether at boththeends, then with your fingers lift up the over-eyer 
lid, and with thefe needles take off the leather where the hairs grow; that 
she Patient may thurahd open his eye, and let the needles hang till they fall 
away, together with the leather which was between them: whichdone, you 
fhalk put no medicine in the’ wound, .for it will heal of ir felf: but if any Pan- 
nicle be ingendred inthe eye by reafon‘of the vehemencie of thepain, it fhall 
bs cured by Pulvis Naberus put ititothe cye twice aday, till {uch time as they be 
clarified and healed. And this powder ismade of Sugar-Candy of Alexandria, 
which powder is.very availableagainft many fickneffes of theeys. The fecond 
infirmity. which:happeneth tothey eye by fleam, is when the eyes appear trour 
bled arid full of veins; cleféd with a-Pannicle;thac the Patient cannot well fee, 
nor difcern any thing sand this ficknefs is called Pannicum vitreum, which is thus 
cured : firft caufe his head to be:fhaven, andthen cautetize him witha rounti 
cautery in the foft of the-head, and with along cautery in his temples, which fo 
done, put into his eyes the powder of Candy onte in the day, till chat he hath 
received again his full fight, and twice in the moneth purge him with the pils 
called Pillule Ferofolymitane, and at his going to bed let him receive of the Ele- 
Guary called Diaolibanum folarimisanum -till-he-be whole. The third infirmity 
cauled by fleam, is when the eye “appeareth carnous or flethy, the which car- 
nofity (if it be waxen hard by the (pace of a year or two ) ‘giveth place'to no 
naedicine. But in the beginning,cauteries(in that manner that J prefcribed them

_ grew this plaifter: merhitig and evening. till you have abfolved your cure. Like qfaladies 
as bloud: begetreth: many:infirmiries! of the'eye, as namely Ophthalmiesand comiug of 
 “‘Pagniclet;:’ fo likewife many maladies are ingendred ef fidam, but themoft no- flean. 
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before). will heal irs: fo that after cauterizing you. very warily cut’away all the 
carfiofiry with a fharprazor, without offending the tunicle Salvatrice $ which 
whenryou have done, fill the eye full of powder of Candy,and then caufe the Pa- 
tient to fhut his eye, and then lay to it aplaifter of flax of the white of an Egg, 
and change 'the plaifter twice on the day, xv.daics : and after xv.daies make this 
plaifter: Ry a handfull of Cardus Benediét.and ftamp it well,and minglé it ‘with 
half the white of an Ege,and fo make’a plaifter with flaxen herds,and lay it up- 
on the eye;removing it twice on the day, and after three'daies leave all plaifters, 
dnd let the Patient lie with‘ his‘eye open, and every day-in the morning ‘put into 
his eye the powder called Pulvis Benediétus,and at evening the powder of Candy, 
till he be perfe&ly whole: intheimean time let him abftain from Eels;Onions, 
Bief,and all {uch meats. The fourth malady caufed of fleam,is when the eye ap- 


peareth all boln,and alwaies theddeth tears,fo that the Patient may not open his-- 


eyes by reafon of the heavinefs of the eye-lids, for there is'a fatnefs on the upper 
eye-lid, which troubleth the eye very much,and this difeafe is called:the {cab of 
the eye, and it proceedeth from fuperabundance of falt fleam: the cure of it is 
this: you'fhall firft purge the ftomack and brain ef the Patient with this receipt: 
Re Turbith, of the beft Aloes and Rewbarb, ana. 3 j. thentake of the juyce of 
the root of Walwort, ff j-and the aforefaid things being beaten and diffolyed in 
the faid juyce,let it ftand all night,and in the morning clean(e it,and let the Pa- 
tient take thereof a good quantity, and the mext day fubtilly with your Razor 
pare away the aforefaid fatnefle, even from the one lachrymall to the other : 
which done, lay orra plaifter of herds and the white of an‘Egg nine daies after, 
(every day changing the plaifter twice) :and then let the Patient lie with his-eye 
open, and put into it of the Colliry called Collirium Alexaudrinum, which is 
taught before in the cure of the third Pannicle, and that will heal it very well. 
1 have heard thar women did rub away that fatnefle with Sugar, but it returned 
again afterward, though for atime they were eafed.» Phere is an Ele€tuary ve- 
ry available againit thefe tears, which isthus made :: Ri Olibanum, Caftoreum, 
Nutmegs,Nux Indie, Cloves, Quibibes, ana. % j. leaves of Lawrell,Spikenard, 
Saffron,and Cardamomum,ana. ij. feeds of Dill, Smallage, Bafilicon, Alifander, 
Annife, Fennell,four feeds of Henbane,white Poppy, Musk, and Campher,ana. 
2j. all thefe muft be beaten together to powder, faving the Olibanum, which 
muft be boiled with clarified Hony till :it be molten, andthen powre irintoa 
fair large woodden platter together with the powder before made, vandincor- 
porate them together by often ftirring, and let it abide in the platter ftill, and 
when you will minifter it, give as much as a Cheftnut at the Patients going to 
bed. It deftroyeth the tears together withthe fleam, it warmeth the brain, it 
driveth away the pain of the Migrime, it openeth the eyes, relieveth the eye- 
lids,and clarifieth the fight. It is good for them that have the gout and the pal- 
fie,and for them that have an impediment in their fpeech...

We cannot 
outwardly judge of this malady, for it hath no evident mark either in the eye, 
or without the eye,but the caufe of it abideth in the ftomack, which muft be ta-

pain, and open the oppilat nerves and finews, whereby the vifible {pirits may” 
have free paflage :. you fall make it thus >;.Ry Rewbarb,E/ule minoris, red San- 
ders, Mirobalani citrini, ana. 2 iiij. the roots of Fennell, Spinage, Banici, Parfly, 
Api), Sicacelle, Simory, and Maiden hair, ana.M.j Polipody of the Oke, £if- 
red all thefe roots in fair water till half the water be waited, and then cleanfe 
ir, and take the aforefaid {pices well beaten, and put them into the aforefaid li- 
guor with two pounds of good Sugar, and make thereof a fyrupe laxative. But 
you fhall boil it bur little the fecond time, for the {pices will foon lofe their 
vertue,and then cleanfe it again the fecond time,and let the Patient take-of this 
twice inthe week. The fecond infirmity arifing of choler,is when there appear~ 
ech before the tunicle, as it were a thin cloud ina cleat air, and this is brought 
by anevil diet, but it happeneth only to thofe that be cholerick, For the cure 
you fhall take a Saphire, and break it in a mortar, and keep the powder in a 
vefiel of gold, and once in the day put this powder into the Patients cye, and he 
fhall be whole in thert time. The fame efte& hath rhe gall of a Hare driedjand 
beaten into powder, and fo pur into the eye. 


CHAP. XXXVI. ; 
Of the infirmities of the Eye caufed of Adclancholy. 

MNF the humor of melancholy be ingendred in fundry folks many and divers 

A ficknefles, by reafon of the cppilation of the fpirits vifible, which cometh 
by the diftemperature of the brain which is difquicred-by the abundance ot 
melanchely. In thefe Difeafes therefore it feemeth to the‘Patient,that there are 
flies flying in the air, and that there are three or four moons, and three or 
four faces, when he beholdeth but one: but thefe infirmities happen moit 
commonly to aged perfons whch are melancholick, {uperfluity of melancholy 
‘dimming their eye fight. There muft nottherefore-any mediciries be put into 
the.eye of the’ Patient,but make this Ele€tuary mitigative and apparative,which 
will open the oppilations of the nerves which did before foreclofe the way to the 
vifible {pirits.

his place. "T'here is another infirmity: alfe which-proceedeth by the abundance 
of melancholy,jand that they call #ngula, for it is much like the nail of 2 finger, 
fometime it breedeth in the corner of the eye to the ear-ward, and {6 fpreadeth 
over the eye if it be not hindred and refifted betime: fometime it alfo happeneth 
that another ungle arifeth in the other corner: and if they meet, it maketh the 
cure more uncertain yet by heedfull skill and difcretion, it may be healed by the 
hand. ‘Take therefore a twitch of filver, and therewith liftup fubrilly thé ungle 
from the tunicle, proceeding to the lachrimall where it grew, and there cut it a- 
way, and then lay the white of an egge and flax upon it ten daies together, r+ 
moving ittwice onthe day, and atthe end of ten daies wafli his eye with hot 
water, and put into it Pulvis Nabetws before named, till the eye be fufficiently 
cleared. Let him abitain from {uch meats as do feed melancholy. It happeneth 
alfo fometime thar the fuperfluous abundance of melancholy feated in the brain, 
begetteth a drinefs inthe eye-lids, which afterward turneth to itching-and bur+ 
ning. But this difeafe is cured by letting the Patient bloud on the middle-véin 
in the forehead, and after with ufing this Colliry : Ry fourty render crops of the 
Bramble, and ftamp them (mall, then put them in anew earthen veffel tege- 
ther. with a quart of good white-wine, and fo boyl thein till half be conti 
med, and then clean(e it and preferve it in a glafle to your ule, and twice inthe 
day put fome of it into your Patients eye;till it be whole. Of the like {uperfluity 
of melancholy groweth fometimea corrupt hutnout without the eye upon the 
lid, ‘the which bolneth all the one fide of the face with extream pain, ‘but with 
no oftence:to the fight of the eyes: The figns of this difeafe are thefe : it maketh 
the eye-lids hard andired,aad keepeth the eye fo fhut, that the'Patieut may not 
openit. For thecure of it, you thall take fine four of old wheat, and yolks of 
speaha. $j. of Safiron, % j. and ftamp them well together with womans milk

otherwife would fall into the eye. “You thall-removeit four times in the day; 
andtwice inthe night, by the fpace of xv. daies together, anointing in the 
mean time the scones ofthe Patient with ointment of Alabafter,. which ast 
told you before,was an adjuvant and aid to all medicines. Now after the fifteen 
daies be expired, if you fhall perceivethe tuniclefalvatrice to be hurt and bro- 
ken, yousthall themtake xij: itreins of the new laid eggs. of white Hens,and put 
them ina mortar, labouring-them with a peftil till chey be united in:manner of 
ai oirtment,and fo referye it in a glafs,& twice inthe day and once in the night 
put alittle of it inro the eye, and it will knit together, and make found again: 
the tunicle if it be broken or hurt! after this manner I have cured many wounds 
inthe eye, which have feemed dangerous, and uncurable to theignorant be~ 


holder. But fometime it will happen, that through the force.of the blow; so 
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will grow a Catara&; andthen in the beginning the tunicle muft be faved by 
this forenamed prefcript, and the Catara& muft srow without let to his full 


orien and fo be healed by the needle, Some unskilfull practitioners ufe to 


ay a plaifter made of Wax and Comin to the eye, if it be fmitcen, and other 


fome ufe Olibanum and Wormwood : but both thofe, and all fuch like hot oist- 


ments are pafling evil, becaufe they confume and wafte the fubftance of the 


eye. It followeth now that I {peak of watery eyes, and of corrupt humours like: 
tears, which Phyfitians call fiffules, to difcern between the Piftula and the: 
watery profluence of tears.. You fhall therefore ufe this skill : lay your foree: 


finger between the nofé andthe corner of the eye, and ftraining the placea 
liedle df it bea fiftula, you fhallfee the matter of it run out atthe points of the 
eye-lids: but if none appear, then judge it to be a watery humour. “Man 
boifterous fellows (feeing the place of the iflue-of the fiula) haveufed to 
cauterize it with ahotiren, thinking by that means to have dried up the mat- 
ter: which indeed they have done,. but they have deftroyed the fight, -arid des 
formed alfo the place. This therefore is the fureft way or courfeé that you-can 
take tocurethe fiffula. Firft purge the Patient his ftomack with pills: of Je- 
rufalem,and then with the point of arazour you fhall make a little inciffon be- 
twixt the neather eye-lid and the nofe, fedire@ly, that the lid be not touched : 
and this incifion fhall bethroughour the skinne in a long wife, and into the 
fame put in the grain of a Fitch,binding it on with a little pillow of linnen,and 
fo let it lie till the next day: then removing the Fitch,you fhall in the hole where 
it lay, put in a little of fome powder corrafive. After the powder is put in, lay a 
plaifter of flaxen herds, and the white of an egge (the Patient alwaies fhutting 
his eye for fear of the powder.) In the morning after, you thall apply nothing 
but clean Swines greafe, till the mortified Heth be raifed : and when it is raifed 
and removed, put in a piece of a {ponge, as muchas a Fitch, inthe hole which 
the powder made, and it will purge the drineffe of the wound : and when you 
fhall perceive it throughly dried, eave the {ponge, and binde nothing to ir elfe 
but fair dry lint of linnen till the Patient be whole. Now concerning the tears, 
they iffue out of the eye-lids both the upper and the neather : but there is diffe- 
rence between the caufes of their ifluing from both places: for they which pro- 
ceed from the neather eye-lid, come from the heart, by reafon of forr ow,dread, 
ot {mart, or they be caufed by fome manner of violence: but the tears which 
flow out of the hole.of the upper eye-lid,proceed from the brain,by reafon of cor- 
ruption and abundance of humors, and their courfe ceafeth not,unleffe the mat- 
ter be purged with Eleétuaries and Cauteries, as I have fhewed before. 


CHAP. XX XVIII. 
Of the Difeafes which come by skipping in of Stones. 
or Chips (by chance ) into the Eyes. | 
p ikaey Difeafes happen {pecially to Mafons, Millers, Carpenters, Wrights, 
and Smiths: for if any chive, chip or duft skip into the eye, and through 


negligence be left behinde,it will incarnate upon the tunicle Salvatrice,and then 
can youmot.cure the eye, but by removing and drawing the {aid chive, which 
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i you fhall do with your needle,dividing it cunningly from the tunicle. And if it 
happen that therebe any pit in the place where it lay, by reafci that ir abode 
long therein, then put into the eye the ftreins of egs, ordered as I declared be- 
fore twice in the day, and once in the night ; and upon the eye lay a plaifter ef 
flax and the white of anegg, and within three daics it will heal the party di- 
feafed. And after this fort you fhall alfo remove the haw in the cye.But you fhall 
in drawing out the haw,binde two needles faft together atthe top, and fotrake 
the haw between the two points,and fo eafily rowling the needles, bring it away. 
Sometime it happeneth that the eye is ftung with a vee or Walp,. or fome other 
yenimous thing,or blafted with an infe&ted air: and if any of thefe happen,the 
eye is much difquieted and grieved, fo that the Patient may take no redt,and it 
bolneth up that he may not fee. Theonly cure for fuch and the like accident 
is this,as { have by experience often tried, Take a handfull of Cardus benedidtus, 
ftamp it {mall, and. temper it well with half the white of anegg, and there- 
with make a plaifter laying iron faxen herds, binding it hard to the-eye, where 
it fhall lye till it be dried,and then apply another: and fo confequently ufe it till 
your patient be throughly whole: “Fhefe qualities this herb hath, it aflwageth 
{welling,and eafeth the pain, deftroyeth thevenime, and putteth away bloud 
fromthe eyes. This is alfo a prefent. remedy for the eyes that are bloudthed, 
when they burn as though there were gravel in them. And thus much for the 
efpecial difcourfe of fundry Difeafes which do moft commonly bend tothat 
little member, the Eye, together with their particular Cures. 








CHAP. XXX EX, 
Of painin the Ears. 

Ain in the Ears is caufedin fomethrough cold taken by journying in cold 

windes. Alfo fometime it is caufed of cold baths and medicinable water. Cgy/-o, 
Alfo it chanceth to many through hot diftemper. Sometime of inflammation. 
And like as inflammation by ftretching out: of the parts that be inflamed en- 
gendreth pain, even fo'a windy vapour, or a humour .erofle and clammy, for 
lack of paflage caufe'h pain. Alfo humours that be biting, and like whey ard 
matter, do caufe pain inthe ears. Pain in the ears caufed of cold, is foon 
known bythe Patients werds, and becaufe there is continual! great pain with- Signe: 
out heavinefie, or diftenfion, or burning. The pain which is caufed of hot 
diftemper isknown, in that there is felt pain and heat without heavinefle or 
bolning. Bur if heavinefle, diftenfion, and beating heat and pain be felt inthe 
head, then¢he pain inthe ear is caufed of inflammation.. Only diftenfion 
without heaVineile declareth a windy vapour which cannot finde paflage out. Hf 
there be heavineffe in the head and the hearing, the pain is cauled of groffe and 
clammy humours. If the pain be caufed only of cold; it will foon be cured by Cyye of 
hot remedies,that is,with eyl of Rew,Laurell, Nard, Dill, Lillies, of Euphor~ cid. 
bium, and Spike. Alfo if you feeth Rew,or common oyl of Pepper, or Caffo- 

reum, °tisa good remedy. Alfo oyl wherein Garlick is fodden, or an Onion 

dropped intothe ears, is marvellous good. There are fome that do cut out the 

core of a great Onion, then they fill it with oyl, and they heat it meanly in hot 
) embers,and powre it into the ears,when it is ftrongly frained. Alfo a very little 
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Euphorbinm commixed with much old oyl, is much commended of Galen. 
Whatfoever you do minifter,let it be miniftred hot. But when fome medicina- 
ble water is continued inthe paflage of hearing, you muft continually pour in 
oyl that is very thin, that it may be wafhed: then wipe it with foft wool, and 
again pour in more. “The white of an egce mitigareth the pain very much. Alfo 
womans milk. Alfo goofe greafe profiteth much  likewife foxes greafe. But 
to draw out plenty of water, nothing is betrer then to fuck and to draw it out 
with-aquill or hollow pipe holden inthemouth. When pain is caufed of an 
hot diftemper, then oyl of Rofes is marvellous good for the head, if it be drop- 
ped into the ear: and vineger and oyl of Rofes is good,or the white of an egge, 
or womans milke,or juyce of Nightthade: or this, Re.oyl of Rofes,%.j. juyce 
of Nightfhade, z.ij. vineger of Rofes, 3.j.{§. commixthem. If the pain be 
caufed of inflammation,or grofle and vicious huniours, you mutt ufe medicines 
which do divide and take away obftru@tions and {toppings 3 as be. all bitter 
things, which purge and cleanfe without erofion, as is, Irifilirica, all kinds of 
eAriftolochia, bitter Almonds, the root of Nitifalba, Centory the lefle, Polinm 
and Cinamon. Alfo oyl of Almonds, and other which do purge,cleanfe,wipe, 
and unitep the pafiages without griet. Therefore of thofe you may make me- 
dicines and drop thereof intothe ears. Among other alfo the juyce of Leeks 
dropped into the ear warm is good, or juyce of Leeks mixed with honey. If 
that the pain be caufed of inflammation, you muft by and by let bloud on the 
Cephakica vein that is on the fame fide: and with clyfters you muft pull back 
the humours that do flow. Afterward you muft drop in Oxyrhodinum warm, 
or goofe greafe, or hens greafe, with oyl ofRofes. But if the inflammation 


be vehement, then to ceale pain, drop watm into the ear the white ofan egge 


» with womans milk,  Alfothis Medicine is good, Rv. juyce of Senegreen, %.ij. 


oyl of Rofes, 2.8. vineger, 2.j.f6. commix them all, and drop it into the fore 
car.

But 
if it be more vehement, adde to it tharp things, for both be reftrictive, but four 
be weak, and fharp things ftrong, as Galendoth fay in his 4.-Book of the ver- 
tues of fimple medicines, Cha. 6. and 7. Therefore ule collutions made of thofe 
things: as if they fhould be moderate, feethe Dates fomtime in water alone, and 
fometime with a little honey put tothem: Likewife make decogtions of Roles, 
Vine-buds, Bramble, Ciprefie, the firft buds of Pomegranate flowers, Siligna, 
roots. of Mulbery, fowr Apple, and Sorbus. Thofe be ftronger then thefe which 
bemade of the deco€tion of Mirtles, and their berries, Alfo of fharp Quinces 
and young buds of Qak, or the matt of Oak, alfo of Medlars, and a fruit called 
Cornus: thebeft collutions are made of Gals, Sumach; Acatia, and the flowers of 

both the Pomgranats,and their fhels. Among compound medicines this doth help 
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wonderfully, Be the diftilled waters of Rofes,Plantaine, Sorrel, Prunella, Solani, 
ana % ij}.

Moteo- 
ver,-of what fort‘foever'the medicines be, minifter them'warm, for thefe that 
labour-of inflammation, may ‘fufter nocold. Affter'the vigour of it youmay 
fafely:minifter difcuffives, unlefle the Colamella begin to wax hard: for'then 
you muft minifter ‘mollifying medicines: that is, ‘Linefeed, Fenugreek, Mal- 
lows, eAlthee, Tragacanthum,and {uch like : of the which you may make garga- 
rifms.

And if there beany 
thing that forbiddeth bloud letting,» the belly muft be emptied with a fharp cli- 
fter, fuch as is defcribed inthe Chapter of Apoplexia, After univerfall evacua> 
tions, you mutt faften on cupping glafle¢:*and if there be {welling abous the 
cheeks,or under the chin, it is good to faften cupping glafles tothe {welling and 
with {carificationto draw out much bloud; alfo to'ftrew fale upon rhe {catitying, 
and torub it. And if there appear no (welling outward, you muft faften'’a cup- 
ping glaffe behind in the neck, near to the fhurting of the firft joynt, and you 
muft ufe it with conftant attraGtion,pulling away the glafle often. Alfo the hue 
mours mutt be turned away, left they flow tothe place which is aggrieved and 
inflamed. For the which purpofe you muft bathe the feet with hor water. Alfo 
bind and rub the hands and feet ftrongly. The neck muft be covered with wool 
that is moift, or that isdipped in warm oyl, alfo by and by (ac the beginning ) 


you muft ufe Gargarifes, which do neither vehemently drive back, nor yetenly 


difcuffe. For thofe which do altogether repell and drive back, they bring perill 
of choking by thrufting humouts tothe Lungs. T hole which be only difeuflive, 
they draw more then is meet, byreafon of theit heat. Therefore when the be- 
ginning is with much inflammation, you muft minifter thofe things whichdo 
reftrain gently, as is decoction of Roles, Lintels and Dates, or elfe reftrictive 
Gargari(mes,declared before in the Chap.de Columelle inflammatione,commixing 
fome difcuffive medicines with it.Qf that fort are Roles,or Sumach fodden with 
Aqua mulfa,and decogtion of Sebeften. When the difeafe is at his ftrength, and 
ftandeth, you muft ufe thofe things which have difcuflive vertue only in them, 
as is decoétion of Fenugreck, Figgs,Raifins,Licorice,or ftronger things 5 asthe 
root of Irees, Hyfope, Nigella, Southernweod with Oxyrecl. Therefore it fhall be 
lawfull at-this time to ufe a Gargarifme made thus : Be of Licorice fcraped 3°}.

CHAP. VII. 
Of the Afthma. 


T He Afthma is cauled whenas grofle and clammy humours be gotten in a- Caufz. 


bundantly into the griftles or lappets of the lungs, or that there be fome. 
fwelling in it, like unto a botch. Alfothey do breathe difficultly, whereby the 
Trachea arteria isrepleat and filled with diftillations. Thefe evils are eafieto 


be known afunder. For diftillation doth alfo chance in hail folk by and by sigué. 


thtough as manifett a caufe, in a manner, altogether without a fever, having 
the tokens of diftillation following it. If there be {welling of the lungs like a 
botch, there muft needs follow a feaver, and fo within few daies after, the in- 
flammation being rotted, the matter of it is caft out with the cough. If there be 
a crude and raw tubercle and botch ingendred, fuch do not feel any great grief, 
neither are they much troubled with difficulty of breathing, but they are much 
troubled when they eat ordrink, becaufe they cannot fwallow but with great 

tief. Thofe which be properly Afthmatick, or Orthopnicks, they have no 
ee at all, and there chanceth to them heavineffe of fenfe, and they de not 


fpit out matter with their fpittle. Let their diet be altogether hot and dry : Vidas’ ra 
therefore he muft e(chue air cold and moift. He muft eat the flefh of Partrid- zig, 


ges, Birds of the Mountains, Hens, Capons, and fuch like. He muft efchue 
fithes, fruit, pulfe, and all other things that can engender grofle and clammy 
humours. Let him ufe often Hyfop, Parfly, and Fennell. Univerfally, let 
him drink a fmall quantity at once, which hatha botchrifen: but much drink 
mutt be ufed of thofe. whofe griftles and flappes of the lungs are ftopped with 
srofie and clammy humours, which are not eafie to be caft out with rhe fpittle, 
becaufe of their thicknefle, and therefore they need much moiitning, that 
it may come out theeafier. He muft ufe exercife before meat, bur nor fud- 
denly by and by, becaufe many by this means are dead. Fritions and rub- 
bings of the breaftdo profit. Perturbations of the minde, efpecially wrath 
and lamentation, areto be e{chued. But for the cure of the aforefaid evils ge~ 


-nerally, you muft labour that the abundance of that humour which engen- 
dreth thefe evils may be abolifhed and confumed. But forthe cure of thefe (uratie. 


evils particularly , if the evil be ingendred of grofle and clammy humours, 
you mutt cure it by extenuating and cleanfing medicines. If it come of {wel- 
ling like aborch, -you muft cure it by extenuating and drying medicines. A- 


gainit grofle and vicious humoars, thofe medicines be good, which do extenu- pro, 


ate and {cour without vehement heat 3 for grofle and vicious humours do 
wax more tough and clammy as well with vehement hear as they do with 
cold, fothat afterward they can {carce be divided and pluckt away. Therefore 
Oxymel{quilliticum, or Squilla rofted and brayed with Hony, is efpecially to be 
miniftred unto them. Alfo {yrups of Liquorice, Horehound, and Hyfop. Alfo 
the deco€tion rehearfed in the laft chapter before,is good for purging. If necef- 
Gity require, before all things cat the middle vein inthe arm,orthe inner vein, 
and draw our fo much bloud as_ftiength will fuffer. But if the body be nor full 
(the humour being preparare to paging by the premifles ) you muft (poke 
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often ftronger medicines, which may drive out the erofie and clammy humors. 
Therefore pills of Agarick, and Pilule cachia, alfo Diaturbith with Rewbarb, 
Autidotum Indi, and Diaphenicon ace good for this purpofe. Alfo minifter the 
infufion of Agarick défcribed before in the laft Chapter. Alfothe belly muft 
be wafhed with ftrong Clyfters. Alfo he muft vomit now and then,by taking 
of Radith and other things which provoke vomit, of the which we have fpoken 
inthe firt book of Mélancholioufnefle. But in the mean fealon,while purga- 
tions be miniftred, you muft minifter medicines which can diffolve and exte- 
nuate humors contained in the breaft by little and little : and he muft take 
Ariftolochia rotunda, the roots of Enala and freos, Nettle feed, Hyfope, Nigella, 
Calamint,and {uch like,wherewith you may make Decoétions or Loches. For 
which purpofe alfe thofe Ecligmata, which are rehearfed inthe Chapter of the 
Cough, are good. Alfo Trochifci Bechici albi be moft excellent. Outwardly 
you muft lay to the breaft, plaiiters made of Figgs, Barly meal, or rather meal 
of Fitches, having Rofin,Honey, and Wax commixed with it- Alfoapply to 
the breaft,of Treos,dill, Rew,and fuch like,as is this : R¢-Oyls of Dill and Rew, 
ana. >.{§, the greafe of Hens and Ducks, ana. %-ij. the roots of Ireos,Enula,and 
d of Flax,53.ij. Storax,%.iij. Wax as much as is 
fufficient, make an ointment. But the breait muft firft of all be rubbed witha 
ough linnen cleth, that (the pores being opened and unlocked) the ftrength of 
the medicine may more readily pierce tothe bottom. Alfo you muft ufe thofe 
medicines which can exulcerate the skin, and draw out matter and watery 
humouts,as thofe be which are named Rubefacientia. For this purpofe the breaft 
muft be rubbed with Nettles, brayed or beaten. The places that are bliftered 
are to be cured with warm oyl. But inan inveterate evil, and where all me- 
dicines are miniftred in vain, we muft flie to burnings as ef tins teacheth 
in lib. 8. cap.57. how it fhould be done. For the cure of that which is like a 
botch, which hath need of medicines to attenuate and dry, (as is faid before ) 
you muft note.that it is cured with Aromatick things, becaufe they do ex- 
tenuate,dry and heat. Therefore then you muft give unto the Afthmaticks {pe- 
cially Antidotes compounded of thefe things, as is Therizca, Mithridatum, Anti- 
dotum.é mofcha.dulce, Diamber,.Aromaticum rofarum, Diamargariton calidum, and 


many fuch other like. CHAR REET 


Of the Pleurifie. 


Lrurrs1z, to {peak exquifitely and properly, is an inward inflammation: 
Pa the upper skin girding the ribbes and the fides. In Latine it is called 
Lateralis dolor. Neither is it rafhly added, to {peak exquifitely and properly : 
for through many torments, and through meats grofle and flegmatick, there 
do ingender humours that be cold, crude,groffe and vifcous in the body, which 
oftentimes do place themfelves by and by in the void place of the breaft, or 
in the Lungs it felf, and by reafon of their multitude, they ftretch out the 
upper skin,girding the fides within and caufe pain:but of this we will {peak no- 
thing, becaufe the cure of it doth differ little from the cure of A/fhmasehearled 


i the lat Chapter, The Pleurifie which is an inflammation of the upper skin

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which girdeth the fides within, is caufed of abundance of hot bioud, flowing 

naturally to the aforefaid upper skin within.” The fignes hereof are, difficulty Signs. 

of breathing, the cough, acontinuall fever, vehement pricking pain, a hard 

pulfe, and fharp like afaw. And if his fpittle be red and bloudy, it fignifierh 

bloud to have dominion: if it be yellow and fubpale, choler hath the ma- 

ftery 5 if it be white and frothy, fleam ruleth: if it be blackifh, it betokeneth 

black choler to have the maftery, or melancholy. The firft rwo daies the fick Vidtus ra- 

muift be content with the juyce of Prifan for his meat. Afterward make tio 

him Almond-milk with the deco&ion of Prifan, or the crummes of fine - 

bread mixed with the broth of a Chicken or Cock, {pecially if the Patient be 

weak. He mutt univerfally efchew all things that be tharp and reftri@ive. Let 

his drink be water wherein Cinamon is fodden, and let the patient efchue 

cold water as 4 petnitious thing, becaufe it maketh the {pittle grofle and thick. 

Alfo let him efchue wine altogether. Let him lic upon the fide that is grieved. 

Let him avoid wrath, forrow, and other perturbations of the minde. In the bee 

ginning of the cure, the Phyfician muft diligently confider, whether the body Curatte. 

of the fick be grieved with abundance of humours or not; fo-rhat he muit 

know at the firft whether the pain doth mitigate and diflolve with heating 

medicines, and when it doth not. For ifthe body be not full of humours, then 

in the beginning of the Pleurifieand inflammation, the pain mult be mitiga- 

ted and difcufled with foments and medicines thatdo heat. But if the body 

do abound with evill humours, or be full of bloud, you may not begin the cure 

with thofe things that do heat, for they move flux of humours to the ag- 

grieved place, for the placeto the which things that do heat are laid, draw- 

eth more to itthen it fendeth out by vapours again. Therefore then you mult 

not ufe het foments which canor diflolve the pain, but all the body muft 

be emptied by bloud-letting, and you muft cut the inner vein of the arm, 

which they call the liver vein, or the fplene vein, on the arm which is right Vene [edie 

againit the grief onthe fame fide. For bloud-letting on the fame. fide, doth 

not only draw bloud away from the aggrieved part, but alfo;it pufgeth it 

quickly, which is greatly requifite in the Pleurifie, and in other inward in- 

flammations. After bloud-letting, if the womb do not caft out the excre- 

ments of it felf, as it ought to do, then caft inyo the belly this eafie Clyfter.

cold air, they have a dry cough, it is frothy and cholerick, or bloudy and 


Be | red, which be the worft rokens. Ifthe fick hall die, he fhall watch much, and 
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have fearfull. fhort fleeps, the hands and feet fhall be celd, the nails fhail be 
crooked and fwart, and he fhall die tHe fourth or the feventh day at the furtheft 
But if the fick fhall recover, there will follow bleeding abundantly, or pertur- 
bation of the womb, by pafling forth of many cholerick and frothy humours: 
and fometime the inflammation is changed into matter, and the matter being 
filthy, is driven out either with egeftion or with the urine, and the fick isde- 
livered from all the grief by and by. And if ic do flow into the Lungs, and thar: 
abundantly, or do choke him,, then it is changed into a Prifick. Bor their diet 
you muft minifter to them foupings made of the juyce of Prifan, mixed with 
Hony, Origan, or Hyfope. They have more need of extenuative meats then 
thofe that have the Pleurifte. Allo Alica or eAqua mulfa is good forthem. Let 
them drink little; for moiftnefs hurteth the Lungs. You may minifter for pre- 
ferving of ftrength{ {pecially if choaking conftraineth you) mulfa alone,and with 
Pine nuts, or mulfa wherein Hyfopeis fodden, the powder of dry Ircos to aqua 
mul{a is good. Generally the diet of thofe that have: Peripueamonia, muft in a 
manner be the fame which the Pleurifie fhould have, {pecially if they begin to 
recover For the cure, you muft efchue letting of bloud in fuch as have fallen to 
this evil out of other difeafes; efpecially if they have been long in this cafe, or 
if they were let bloud before. You muft mollifie the belly with clyfters, if he 
be coftive, ot apply cupping-glaffes tothe breaftand fides, if nothing do let it, 
and that great boxings and many, the skin being cut and {carified: Butif the 
Peripneumonia began firit without any other difeafe going before, then let him 
bloud, if ftrength and other things will fuffer ir, you muit cut the inner vein of 
the arm 3 and ifftrength will {uffer it, draw bloud on boththe arms, and firft 
but a little,in no cafe untill his heart fail, fo that fome ftrength may be kept for 
the bloud-letting of the next arm. But if any thing doth forbid bloud-letting, 
you muft faften cupping-glafles to the whole breaft, and the fides,and you muft 
get out as much bloud as {trength in them will (uffer. Alfo it is good to mollifie 
the belly with harp clyfters, made of the decoétions of Hyfope, Ireos and Rew, 
putting toit the pulpe of (olsquintida, Sal gemma, and other things neceflary for 
fuch clyfters. After this you muft labour and fee, that the breaft and the Lungs 
be purged by much [pitting,which muft be made {wift and eafie. For the which 
purpofe you muft ufe thofe Ecligmaes, ointments, and emplaifters, which are 
declared before in the Chapter againit the Pleurifie, excepting that in this cafe 
you mut minifter the moft ftrong things, and thofe that have much ftrength 
and yertue inextenuating. Therefore you maft minifter loch & feylla, loch é pul- 
mone vulp#, the decoction of the root of Ircos and Enulz. And you muft make 
acerore of oylof Rew and Nardinum, putting into it the marrow of an Hart, 
of Ireos, Hylope, and Horehound beaten very fine, and commixed with Venice 
turpentine, and lay it all over the breaft and the fades.

Shin of Bloud is caufed. many times of an outward manifeft caufe, as of C aufe ex- 
‘falling from an high place, or a itroke given to one outwardly, or with vehe- terua. 


ment ftriking, os leaping, or if any heavy things have fallen upon the breaft, 
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or elfe. with great crying, or/immodetate cold: for cold (4s Heppocrates wit . 
nefleth) breaketh veins. Alfo {pitting of bloud may -be caufed through heat. 
Alfo fometime (pitting of bloud is. caufed of inward and fecret caufes, as full. 
nefle and abundance ef naughty bloud, gnawing afunder the veins, and ‘bur= 
fting open the lieads-of them. The gnawing afunder of thofe veins, is caufed 
of fharp humours, either falling from the-/head tothe lungs, or elfe engendred 
fometime cometh 
fromm the breaft andithe Lungs, or from the Trachea arverts, and fometime from 
other places-of the mouth er gummes, or the Jaws, ot from the ftomack, unto 
the which doth fall bloud out of the veins and members adjoyning, that is to 
fay, fromthe Liver and the Spleen. The outward caufes are known thus: if 
the {pitting of bloud be caufed of abundance of bloud > then the bloud cometh 
oitt gufhing all.atonce, and after it isout, ‘the fick is betrer and lighter. Bur: 
if it be caufed through burfting of the mouths of the veins, then hot perturba- 
tions have gone before it, as:though the Patient had ufed many hot baths, and 
had-dweltin a hot region, ufing hor diet ina hot fea(on, Tf pitting of bloud 
be cauled through giawing and eating afunder of the veins, then the bloud js 
not {pitted forth all ona heap, but by little and little with the cough; and they 
are alwaits worfe. Allo ifthe bloud whichis {pitted, be frothy and palifh, and 
cometh forth ‘now and then with the cough wirhout any pain, ic is a fure 
token, that the: bloud cometh out of the Lungs. Ef fleomatick bloud be fpitted

chewarteria. If bloud be {pitted forth being black and clodded together, 
alfothe cough and pain in the aggrieved place, then itis aroken that 
eth from the breaft. For the diet, let him ufe meats which haveam 
aditr i&ion,as be riceshulled wheat:called Alicaand fuch other like,mixi 
them the juyces of Pomegranates or Pears. For fleh, let him eat wilde Doves, 
Turtlesjand Partriges, if they be boyled with verjuyce, or juyce of foure grapes, 
or'with Sumach. Alfo he muft ufe Quinces, Pears, réftri@ive Apples,;Medlars, 
and Mulberries, and {uch like, rehearfed’beforein the Chapter againft bleeding 
atthe nofe. He muft drink thick red Wine, or in flead of it, water, wherein 
fteel is quenched. He muttiefchue great noifes, often fpeaking, al] moving-of 
the body, andanger. “As for the cure, it diffeveth according to the diverfiry of 
caufes : for if the bloud:come out:of the head, it needeth bura fimple and ea- 
fie cure: for reftridtive things'applied cold to the palate of the mouth by collu- 
tions and parearifes, do perform the cure. What things they be, you may feek 
inthe beginning of this:fecond book, the firtt Chap. But ‘ifthere do flow much 
bloud from the ‘head; then you muft let’ hiny-bloud on fomevein. Thofe which 
{pit bloud through diftillation, you mut by and by in the beginning let them 
bloud on fome vein, unleflea fharp humour doth diftill vehemently. Alfo af- 
rerward minifter a fharp clyfter, and empty the womb. Alfo rub the hands, 
the arms, and the legs very much with a medicine that will heat and exrenue 
ate,;and binde the outward parts. Afterthat, if the difeafe endure longer, fhave 
theshead, and apply thereto'a medicine which hath vertue to dry and difcufle, 
as is that which ismade of the dung of wilde Doves, and after three hours 
Space, bring them into abath, fo that the head be anointed with no fat thing. 
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Afrerward cover them meanly, and ‘nourifh them with fourfuppings. When 
they goto fleep,: minifter ro them Theriaca. The next day all the whole body 
( the head onely being excepted ) being rubbed, keep him in quiet, and again 
at night minifter to him Theriaca. And if through thefe the diftillation be net 
| fo ped, then the third day in the morning minifter-a little honey fodden, and 
| rub all the body, and fuffer him roreft. The fourth day; after the taking of the 
| Theriaea, minifter again'much honey, and lay to his head a medicine of doves Cucurbity- 
dung. “Andtif theevil doe-endure longer, faiten.a Cupping glafie tothe hinder ¢, 
part of the head. Lafbof all, minifter thofe things'which are able to purge the 
humours that are fown into the Lungs.- But if ic be avery fharp humour 
which diftillet h out of the head,you muft beware of bloud letting, and you muft 
rather ule purgations, and you muftufe the noutifhments and remedies here- 
after declared,and alfo:before in the Chaprer againft diftillations.

flammation is gone. But here the Reader muft be admonifhed, that he take 
heed that hedo not apply outwardly againft that place where the bloud run= 
neth out, neither reftrictivehings, nor cold things without reftri@ion, unleffe 
the matter be firft turned another way, and drawn from that place: for elfe ic 
would drive the bloud inward, and ftop the veins full that be within. Therefore 
firft alwaics you muft draw thebleud to the contrary part, and after that apply 
reftrictive things outwardly. TThofe which {pit bloud through erofien and gnaw- 
ing of fharp humours, you muft firft of all minifter thofe things unto them 
which have vertue to purge fharp humours diftilling into ‘the Lungs, fuch as 
be {poken of before in the Chapter of diftillation. “Afterthat, minifter thofe 
things which can alter and make thick the thin and fharp humours, and fo 
have vertue to {top the diftillation,as is firupe of Violets,Rofes,Mirtles, Hydro- 
mel, Diacydoniorum, and {uch like. For the {ame putpofe fometime minifter f- 
supes of Poppy, and other fomnoriferous medicines. The diftillation being 
ceafed, you muft reftore the gnawn parts with meats of good juice, and with 


medicines that do ingender flefh. Moreover they which vomit bloud muft ule 


the fame diet and cure which is before rehearfed, thar is, if the bloud flow from

a ftrong cough and adry without pain, and aifo fometime with moiftnefie, 


whereby they feem to beeafed. In the beginning there chanceth to them | 


feavers, faint, inordinate, and hard to be judged: When the impoftume draw- 
eth neartoarupture, then they have 4 feaver more vehement with quaking 5 
andthey are troubled intheir {peech.. Being broken, there appeareth fome- 
what to flow into the breafts bottom, according to the often changing of 
their lying, and fpecially when they change lying from one fideto another, 
then furely the multitude of matter is evident, and oftentimes acertain noife 
ofthe flewing may perfe€ly be heard when they turnthem.

Alfo this thing is fpecially praifed : Bk Rice,ten times wafhed and dried again, 
and beat it to powder, then feethe it in good milk upon burning coles: while 
it doth feetheyput to as much white Sugar as is fufficient, and make a pottage. 
It is made the better, if you adde to it {weet Almonds, Pi/tax, Pinenuts, Barley 
meal, Cicers and fuch like: but you muft labour alfo, that by gentle rubbing 
of the breaft, and by hot medicines which have an attractive vertue, the milk 
may be drawn and enticed to the paps.

T chanceth fometime that thorow abundance of Milk, the paps are fo filled 


Bea: and fwollen, and fo ftretched out with it,that they are fearce able to hold the 
Curatio. sundance of it.

Alas manner of waies: partly through want of moifture,and partly through 
abundance of heat. The ftomack is heat many and fundry waies, that is, either 
through. hot diftemper of the bare quality imple or compound, or through hot 
and cholerick humours engendred in the ftomack, of elfe flowing to it. “Alfo 
‘through abundant drinking of old wine. The ftomack is dried either through 
the dry diftemper that is in it, or through falc humours, or drinking of falt wa- 
ter. Alfo oftentimes it is dried through confent of the whole body, as it chan= 
ceth in burning fewers,and fevers Hectick. The diverfity of caufes may eafily be 
known by the Patients words, and by thofe figns which We have {poken of in 
the fecond Chapter next before. The caufe being known, you muft remedy 
each of them according to their caufes diverfly. ‘Therefore you mult remedy 
thirft coming of heat, by miniftring things that do cool. Alfo both the draw- 
ing in of cold air,and water,or watery wine being drunken, are good. Alfo Cu- 
camber feed chewed,or if it be hulled and beaten, and drunk with water, it hel- 
peth greatly againit thirft engendred through heat of the ftomack. -.Likewife 
Lettuce feed chewed and drunk profiteth. Alfo Purflain feed likewife. The bef 


* thing to quench thirft is this: Be of the feeds of fown Cucumbers husked, z j. 


Diatragacamba, = {§. Gumme tragacanth beaten to powder, and fearced, F ij. 
‘beat the feeds, and put thofe powders to the whites of egs being raw, and beat- 
ing them altogether,make pils, and dry them in the fhadow. Of thefe pils,mi-

the tongue. and little, and fo be fwallowed. They that have had burning and. heat in the

Chapter. ‘Thofe which abhor meat, through the vice of cholerick humours, 
are troubled with gnawing of the dtomack,and with appetite to vomit,and with 
thirft. Thofe thar have humours that be retten, they have fometime a fever : 
but thofe which have loathing of meat through groffe and clammy humours, 
they neither feel gnawing of the ftomack nor thir : but commonly to alj, 
there cometh dilpohtion vo vomit. If leathing of meat doth come about the 
beginning of the dileafe, or about the rigour and Arength of ir, whichithe pa- 
tients Rrength may yer fuffer, it canferh no pstill, for the fick need but little 
noutifhment.

main~raw and undigefted, although the ftomack be not difeafed, either Cujo 
through immoderate devouring of meats and-drinks.at onetime, or through 
the evil and vicious qualities. of the meats themfelves, or through eatang 
of them ot of due time, or through inordinate taking of them, or through 
fome vicious fuperfuity growing, or through fhort fleeping, as Galen faich, 
Libro tertio de fymptomatum caufis, capite primo...

— By the tale of the fick, and of them that be about 
him, you may know whether meats and drinks have been taken immoderate- 
ly,or out of due feafon,or inordinately.’ Alfo you may know of them the fhort- 
neffe of fleeping, you may know if themeatsthemfelves were of evil qualities 
by his belkings and favours like things rofted and burned. For inthem that be 
hot and cholerick, the belking or corruptions favour like meat rofted or 
burnad : -But in them that be of a cold nature, and more Hlegmatick, the cor- 
ruptions ate fowr or fharp.. Likewife you muft judge of excrements that be 
flegmatick and cold, they caufe fowr corruptions: But thofe that be hot 
and mixed with bitrer cheler, do caufe favour like burned meat. Likewife 
judge of the ftomack being any otherwife evil at eafe: For if the difeale be 
celd, it eaufeth fharp and fowr permutations: But if it be hot, it caufeth 
a burning favour. When perfe@t crudity and rawnefle is engendred without 
corruption, in fuch fort that-the meats do remain altogether even as they 
were eaten 3 by this you may know thar the ftoinack is overcome, either 
through great quantity of meat, or through vehement cold taken“ in a hot 
Vidtus va- thirft.. Therefore if you would not have this crudity and evil digeftion, you 
tio. muft beware of all the aforefaid things, that is, that you neither offend in the 
quantity, mor quality, nor order, nor due feafon in the taking of your 
meat, and that you eat thofe things only which you are able to digeft, and 
not that which appetite requireth. ‘Therefore you mutt {pecially take diligent 
heed to the meafure and quantity of your meat, and you muit- refrain your 
appetite, and eat no more then your ftrength is ableto fuffer. Alfo you muft 
beware of evil order, that is, that youdo not firft eat Quinces or Pomegrae 
nates, or fome fuch like things, and afterwards to eat pot-herbs out of oy] 
or fauce made with falted fith, or other things which do {often the belly. Alfo 
you muft efchue eating out of due feafon, that is, that you do not eat before 
fome moderate exercife, or before yefterdaies meat be well defcended, and 
alfo not before your a¢cuftomed hour. Alfo you muift efchue all things that 
be hard by nature to digeft, as is flefh that is hard by nature, As is Beef and 
Harts-flefh : alfo efchue all old Heth. Alfo you muft beware of meats that be 
fat, or that be powdred in falt, and ftale kept. Amongit pot-herbs, thofe 
that be very hot or very cold, ox alfo thofe thar ingender winde, be hurtfull. 
Efchue fifhes that are hard and dried by long keeping. Alfo abftain from 
meats that be corrupt, or that do ftink, or {mell ill favoured] 
from {weet fruit, or that which doth ingender windinelfle, or t 
corrupt. Alfo efchue junkats which be hard of digeftion. Alfo you muft 
efchue meats that be ftrange and unaccuftomed, and that have power ofa 
medicine, as people ufe to commix in their Tarts and fine Cakes 3 but you 
muft eat yout meat in due time, not greedily, nor in gobbets, nor {wallow 
it not without chewing. Neither let your drink interrupt and difturb your 
meat, for that doth hinder the uniting and knitting together of the mear, 
and caufeth each peece to {wim from other. After meat eaten you mu efchue 
unequall and troublous motions. Alfo efchue heat and cold, for thofethings 
do ftop the digeftion of meat.. But calefaction and chafing of the fides, and 
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LIBER Ill. 113 
rubbing of the feet, do help digeftion. And if there be heavinefle about: rhe 
ftomack, fothat through it a certain painfulnefle be fpread throughout the 
whole body, then lay your hand being itretched forth upon the mouth of the 
ftomack, or apply to it aflefhy infant : for as Galen faith, it is much better, and 
more naturall then the heat which is procured by foments. For which caufe 
fome dolay little whelps while they reft upon their ftomack, which doth en- 
creafe the abundance of heat that digefteth the meat. Alfo you muft procure 
fleep in the night equall’and without difturbance. For this, you. mult prepare 
tolic ftraight, and let your head be bolftered up high, and in your lying you » 
mutt incline towards the left fide. And if youcannot fleep, you muft lie with- 
out turning or ftirring of your body, and keep it ftill in one form of lying 5 
for often ftirrings and toflings do difturb the meats, and make the body

§) hardly, we muft accuftome them long time before, that they may vomit eali- Vomitus. 
ly, for that is beft: in many perils. Andif any be hard to vomit by nature, and 
be ill: difpofed to drink cold things, many cafe ic is not inconvenient to give 
him acup of pure cold water‘to drink: for the-ftomack being frengthned, 
B ic foonthrufteth our thofe things that ftick in it; and fendeth them-down 
B) tothe lower parts. “Then thenext day let the fick be kept in quiet and reft,

In this 
difeafe the bowels do not hold the meat, burthey let it flide away before it be 
changed and perfectly digefted, even in the fame form and likeneffe that it was 
eaten. Therefore in Latin it may well be called Levitas or lever inteftinorum,and 
in Englith, lightnes or fmoothnes of the bowels. It is caufed oftentimes through C4u{a: 
a grievous flux Difenteria by name going before, which caufetlrdeep exulcera- 
tion of the bowels : then {carres that be hard clofing togerlier and fmooth do 
follow, which fcarres by reafon of the hard clofing, will not fuffer the meats 
to be diftributed about the body, becaufe the mouths of the veins which are 
wont to draw nourifhment from the bowels to themfelves, are now-ftopped. 
And becaufe of the fmoothnefle ( asisaforefaid ) the bowels {uffer' the meats

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to flide out before they be perfectly-digefted. Allo this difeafe is caufed many 

times through weakneffe and debility of the vertue that fhould. keep and: hold 

the meats in the ftomack. For this verrue being weakand fickly, the-food: or 

meats be neither digefted nor diftributed but they ave caft forth crude, moif,

former life, being let pafle for atime. The fecond is, when watery bloud, like 2 
untothe water wherein blondy fleth being new killed, hath been wafhied and 
foaked, is fent ‘out: which chanceth through weaknefle of the Liver. The 
third is, when'there is {fent forth an hurnour ‘more shining and. blacker thet =. 
that which is:naturall, being commixt of bloud and melancholy. And of-thefe 
we do not fpeak here, but we fpeak only of the fourth kinde, inthe whichmany 4. 
times by little and little, and between whiles fometimes is caft out pure bloud 5 
alfo fometimes clodded bloud, or shaving of the bowels ‘cometh -out with Caufla. 
pure bloud Alfo'many times is caft out thick dung fprinkled with drops of 
bloud.

CHAP. XVI.

EnasmusS, is acontinuall defireto go tothe ftool of fiege, which the 

Patient cannot deferre nor efchue, and’yet he avoideth nothing, except it 
be alittle bloud; or filetty mrarter like fnevill. Et is caufed oftentimes through 
outward cold, or through humouts fharp and cholerick, or of falt eam, or 
itnpoftumation, or of inflammation ingendred in the ftraight gut. Alfo many 
times ‘the ftopping of hard dung inthe blinde gut may caufe Tenafmtus. The 
Phyfician may eafily know if it be'caufed of outward cold,by the rail of the fick, 
becau(e either he hath Gitten upon coldthings, or he hath taken much cold in 
winter, or he hathtaried long in-cold water: yow may know the humours by 
that which he avoideth, which either be cholerick or fegmatick. Ina botch 
or bile, his egeftion is matter and corruprion,and he feeleth pricking in the fun- 
dament. Inflammation catfech {welling of the right bowell, and grievous pain 
together with a fever, abundance of dung caufeth feeling of grievous diften- 
tion, and ftretching out about the bottom of the belly. The cure isdiverfe, ac+ 
‘cording to the diverfiry of caufes. Therefore if the Tenafinus be caufed of cold, 
you muft minifter pure and unmixed wine hot, and you muft fprinkie, fo- 
ment and novrifhthe thare, andthe parts about the privy members with hot 
oyls and foments, as are oyls of Rew and Lillies: allo Bran fodden in wines 
and put in abag, may well be applied to. the fundament. Al(o it is good to 
throw in clyfters made of the decoction of wilde Mints, Origan, Calamint, 
Camimomill,Sothernwood, feed of Annife, Fennell, and fuch like, putting to it 
oyls of Dil, Cammomil,and Lillies. Alfo it is marvellous good if you take a very

Bftruétions of the Liver are caufed of vapours and grofle windinefles hard 
todigeft. But fometime it is caufed of grofle and vifcous humours in the Caufa:- 
ends of the veins, {pringing from the flar part of rhe liver, by the which veins . 
nourifiment is fent to the liver from, the ftomack and the bowels. If abun- 
dance of grofle and vapourous windinefle be heaped up together, which cannot 
finde free paflage out, and fo doth engender obftru@ion, there arifeth then not 
only grief and heavinefle about the right fide, bur alfo feeling and percei- Sigids 
ving of diltenfion and ftretching out. If cbftruction be ingendred through 
rofle and vifcous humours, there follaweth heavinefle with feeling of pain, 
B suariine eafie, and fometime vehement : alfo fometime withoutia Eeaver,.and Vidtus 1a 
fometime with-a Feaver. For groffe and vifcous humours being many, do-caule to. 
obftruétion and ftopping more then other, and {pecially when the Patient doth 
ufe yehement moving after meat. Andif they befharp andmuchin quan- 
tity, which be taken in meats, the pain of the cbftruction is made more ve- 
fiement > when the body. is ftopped, they {uffer both ftretshing out, -and alfo 
pricking. You muft give unto them which have this difeafe hot meats, and

CHAP. XXV. 
Of inflammation of the Lever. 


Here is'inflammation ingendred in the Liver as well as in other members; 

and through the fame caufes that they be ingendred of If the'liver be vex- 
ed with inflammation, there is felt pain and heavineffe all over the right fide 
coming up tothe neck, and down to the-baftard ribs. Alfo there is {welling 
of the right fide, {pecially if the outward past of the Liver be inflamed. He 
hath a fharp Feaver, a {mall anddry cough, an infatiable thirk, abhorring of 
meats, hardnefie and difficulty of breathing, the colour of thetonguefirft red, 
and afterward black, vomits'as weltof pure choler asalfo like yolks of egges; 
and afterward alforufty ; the body is coftive-. Alfo the colour of the body 
is changed, like as in the yellow jaundife : alfo he hath the hicket. Inthe time 
of their firthey’ are taken witha cercain raving, and do void forth fharp u- 
fine. ‘The inflammation that chaticeth through’caulés in the crooked and hol+ 


low parts of the Liver, doth caule abhiorring of meat, difpofition to vomits 
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vomits of choler,and unguénchablethirit, The inflammation that ingendreth 
in the outward and round parts of the Liver, caufeth the Patientto have greater 
pain in drawing of breath then the other, and dcth raife a greatencough, and 
ax doth itrerch out pain unto the: right past-of the neck, fo. thar it feemeth to 
pluckicof, Alfo it chanceth fometimé that the mufcles leaning upon the li+ 
ver be inflamed : therefore many being deceived, do think, itto be an inflam= 
mation of the Liver. Therefore it is neceflary to tell the differences berween 
thefe. For ifthe Liver be inflamed, there followeth around {welling, fathioned 
likethe Liver, which will alfo be fashioned according-to the laying of the bo- 
dy. For it appeareth greater when the body is turned down on the left fide, 
and again lefler, when itis turned on the tight fide. For the Liver going un- 
der the baftard ribs, it neither appeareth to the fight, nor to.the feeling. 
Again, the thin skin enclining to the iafammation of the Liver, it appear- 
© eth to have a naturall fathion. Ifthe mufcles be inflamed, the skin is fttetch= 
ed out round about, fo that if one would pull it up with bis fingers, he cannot 
eafily. Moreover, there appeareth a {welling according to the placing of the 
muf{cles that lie upon the Liver, long in fathion, and manifett to fight and fee- 
ling. Forthe cure,when the Liver beginneth to be inflamed, you muit by and Cyratio. 
by i him bloud,if age and ftrength will permit it. Therefore (as Galen witnel Vene fectio 
ferh ) you muft both pull! back and purge the bloud thar flaweth to the Liver, 
| by cutting the inward vein of the arm: becaufe the veinjin the right. arm: ° 
isright againft the Liver, and hath a large paflage, having fociety. withthe

Be coloured by choler: the fick will alwaies accufe drinefle, and complain 
of thirft, and choler troubling his mouth. He abhorreth meat, and is 
troubled with watching, and defireth cold things, and with all thefe his 
tongue is yellowifhed. He hath Tertian fits, and the manners of the fick be 
wrathfull, and they will chafe out of meafure. If melancholy doth flow, 
his colour doth appear as well.on the tongue, as in all the reft of the body, 
and he hath unnaturall appetite to meat, the Patient. is fad and heavy, 
and other fignes of choler be prefent with theie. Alfo fits do vex him 
the fourth day. When a flegmatick humour floweth into the Spleen, his 
colour fhall be like fleam. The fick doth not tBirit, he defireth meat, 
anileffle the humour be falt fleam: for then the fick-abhorre meat, and 
be more defirous of drink, for they are thirfty. Alfo fits da vex them 
every day 3 and their Urines are white, and they them(felves be flow and flug- 
gifh. Some of them that have cold diftemper with it, have a great anda 
hard Spleen. And if it bea fanguine humour that foweth into the Spleen, 
it is pofiible for it to change the colour both of the tongue and of the skinne. 
As for the appetite or abhorring of meats, the fick is in a mean between 
both, and they be more fick then the reft, although they have not like 


{welling of the Spleen. The veines of the whole body do appear full of * 


bloud, andthe Urine is yellow. Thefe figns. we have declared at large out of 
e# tins, becaufe they arecommon, and may almoftbe applied to all diftem- 
pers of other members, cauled through flowing of humours. Generally di- 
temper of the bare quality of the Spleen is almoft without fwelling. You 
muft cure and ‘correct them both by meats. and drinks, as alfo by fimple 
medicines and foments; oyls and ointments, and fuch other like, which be 
contraty to the diftemper.. Therefore -you fhall heal hot diftemper. of the 
Spleen (as you did of the Liver ) by meats and drinks thatdocoole, and by 
anointings with oyls of Rofes and Olewm melinum, and other things which 
be réhear{ed before in the 234 Chapter of this book. Likewife cold diftemper 
by thofe things which do moderately heat. In a moidt diftemper of the 
Spleen, befides thofe things which are rehearfed before in the 234 Chap- 
ter,’ thefe things do profit: root of fine feaved Grafle, dry Plantain, the 
flour and fome-of Salt, Ammoniacum, juyce of Willow, and fuch like, if you 
make of them an cintment or cerote by putting to fuffictent Vinegars fuch as 
we will a little after-defcribe. Alfo fri€tions are moft convenient for this,which 
have a difcuflive vertue. Dry diftemper of the Spleen -is cured by {weet 
bathes and hot waters, alfo anointings with {weet oyle, and.meats moi- 
fting without coldnefle,as is Prifan juice. Ifdiftemper of the Spleen be caufed 
through flowing of an*humour, then. if the humour be fanguine, you muft 
let bloud of the inner vein of the lef arme, called Lienaris vena; or if that 
cannot be found, let bloud of the vein which is between the ring finger 
and the ear finger: then apply sboth inwardly and outwardly medicines. 
which do add ftrength to the Spleen, as is the bark of the roor of Ca- 
pers, of Harts-tongue, Ceterach, Maidenhair, Ireos,Calamint, and fuch like, 
whichalfo are able to add ftrength and abiliry tothe Liver : of -which we 
will {peak abundantly in the Chapters following. H{ other, humours flow: 
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to ché Spleen; ficlt you tuft avoid the fuperfluous ‘humours by purging them 
with medicines: then -all the reft-of the time you muft correé the diltemper 
that is left, and alfo apply things that frengthen the Spleen. 


CHAP. XXVIIL 
Of Inflammation of the Spleen. : 
T He Spleen, like as other members, is vexed with inflammation as oft as Canfe. 
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hot bloud doth flow thither unnaturally. It is known by heavinefle and Signa. 
{welling of the left fide, which will not give place to the feeling: alfo by pain 
and ftretching out of the place, by feavers and by burning heats: But if abun- 
dance of humours do rufhin thither, it is known by the greatnefle and {wift- 
nefle of the ingendring of the inflammatien. Let the diet of them that be vex- Diet. 
ed with inflammation of the Spleen, be fimple, and give. them thofe things 
that will eafily digeft for their meat,as is Ptifan juyce, bread wet in other things 
which be often rehearfed of us before in the inflammation of the members. 
And ifthe inflammation endure long, you may alfo give them birds flefh, and 
fithes taken in gravelly places. Let the drink of the Patient be deco@ion of P onus 
Cinamon, of watery wine. Let the cure be begun by cutting of the vein Curatio. 
of the Spleen, ot the vein which is between the little finger and the ring Veme (ecti0 
finger, if thete be nocaufe to forbid it.” Let the belly be often wathed with Cl(ter- 
clyiters, but {pecially if you may not let him bloud. ‘Then lay upon the Spleen 
refttri@ive medicines, which can appeafe the fury of that thar floweth, and 
keep the ftrength of the Liver and Spleens but yét you may not only apply 
refiri@ive things, but you muft commix with them thofe things which do

The caufe of this difeafe is a.certain humour 
which cleaveth ftubburaly to the Spleen: bur it is when hardnefle ingendreth 
without inflammation into.overmuch {webling. This evil is eafily known by: 
His diet muft.be extenuating : therefore 
he muft eat. meat which is eafie of digettion, and doth ingender good juyce 
andthin. Hé muftefchue all hard flefh, whichdoth ingender. grofle juyce, and 
He muftdrink. wine that is thin in fub- 
ftance,yellowith in colour, not very old, and being without ail reftriG@iion. Alfo 
he muft put much truftin exercifes, which it is good to ule before meat, the 
body not abounding with fuperfluiries. Alfo itis manifeft that.vociferation, 
and crying out opportunely done and in time, doth greatly: belp in this evil. 
For the cure, you muft ufe very ftrong things as. well outwardly as alfo inward- 
ly. Therefore within the body minifter moft {trong potions, for thofe they 
may fuffer without grief... Amang the.which, the chief bethe barks: of the 
roots of Capers, _Harts.tongue, the root-and herb of Tamarifcus fodden 
in Vinegar or Oxymel.

followeth obftruétion. Afterward that impure and naughty bloud is diftributed 
all over the whole body, which if ir chance, then the colour of the body is cor- 
rupt, and inclineth to blackneffe. Alfo fometime they that are thus difeafed; 
hayé uncurable ulcers. The caufes may eafily be known by thofe caufes which Cau/e. 
we {pake of in the Chapter of the obitruétion of thé Liver. This evill isknown 
by heavinefle which is about the left fide, Ifthe whole body be corrupted with Signa 
it befides, it is eafie toknow, {pecially by the colour of the face, difficulty of 
breathing, troublefome dreams, and other fuch like afotefaid. This difeale is Diet. 
cured with an extenuating diet,amd by medicines which take away obftruéctions, Cura 
whereof you may finde great plenty rehearfed in the Chapter of obftructions of 
- theliver: for both thefe members have need of like medicines : but the Spleen 
hath need of ftronger medicines, forafmuch as it is nourifhed with grofler food. 
Therefore againft grofle humours,that they may obey readily to be purged, there 
‘behoveth prepatatives, which preparatives fhall be the fame that are for obftru- Prepare 
ttions of the Liver 5 this only obferved, that here all things be ftronger, and tio hume= 
that they have things commixed with them that doadde ftrength to che Spleen. rum. 
The humours being prepared then they muft be purged by fuch medicines as do 
purge grofle and dregey humouts 3 whereof we have {poken often before. After 
this apply fuch medicines both inwardly and outwardly, as are contained in the 
former Chapter,and ‘in the Chaprer of obftrudtion of the Liver. For thofe pla- 
ces will fhew you'medicines abundantly.

He Jauideis is nothing elfe but‘a fhedding either of yellow choler, or of * 
melancholy all over the body. -Soméetimes. there chanceth fheddias « 
choler tothe skin, the liver being fafe, as in the crifis of difeafes. Many tin. 
Jaundeis is cduféd and doth chance: when the :bloud ‘is corrupre-}, wir’ 
feaver; or fome outward occafior, and is imadé cholerick, asic oy 
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Biting of venemous beafts. Soacertainman, when he was ftung of a Viper; 
hid all his body {ported like the colotr of Leeks. Alfo it may chance. that 
through inflammation, ot changing of thé nattrall temperament of the Liver, 
fuch cortuptidn of hutiotits may happem, that fometime all the body thall 
be manifettly like herbs that be whitiflt with palenefle. Allo fometime ic 
fhall be like the colotit of Lead + and alfo fuch Colours be blacker if they haps 
pen through difeafe of the Spleen. Alfo it is caufed many times through 
weaknefle of che’ bladdet that réceiveth the choler, which doth not draw 
as it Was wont todo, the cholerick humour from the Liver unto him, and 
therefore leaveth the blond unpure. Alfo fometime it is caufed through 
obftruction and debility of the veffels whofe mouthes are derived from 
the gallto the Livers and donor therefore draw the cholerick humour. Alfo 
many times through obltruction of the paflages which go to the bowels. 
But that. we may difcern well the caules of the Jaundeis, you muft of ne- 
ceflity cotifider the figure of the excréments, and the colour: feeing in 
fome they appear much coloured by yellow choler, as alfo in fome the 
urine doth appear. “Therefore in them thar have choler burit out unto the 
skinne, by realon of 4 good crifis in Feavers, their excrements and urine thail 
feem to be of naturall colour. But if withthe Feaver cholerick dejections 
do invade, and there be heavinefle in their right fide, it fignifieth burning 
inflammation in the Liver : by whofe violence the bloud is changed into cho- 
ter, and carried all over the Body. But if there be burning without heayinefle 
arid grief, the evil is ingendred only throuzh hot diftemper of the Livers 
But if without 4 feaver, together with feeling of fome heavinefle about the 
tight fide, white excrements be avoided, in them youmay judge that there is 
obitruction of the paflages of the bladder that receive the choler. If fuch 
ezeftions ‘cone forth without that heavinefe, you may yudge their flrengeh 
to be weak, either the attractive vertue which fetcherh out the cholerick hu- 
mour from the Liver, or weaknefle of the expulfive vertue, which driverh 
outro the bowels. Alfo by and by after, moft cholerick humouts-be fent out 
with the urine abuadantly. Thofe that have melancholy fent tothe skin 
together with the bloud, they be vexed alfo grievoufly :’ for there follow- 
eth it fadnefle without teafon, and gnawing of thofe things which be about 
the belly, difficulty of breathing, abhorring of meat, and they avoid black 
urine, but their dung is like the colour of Coperous or Shaomakers bleach, and 
their womb is much coftive. Burthofe thar havethe Jaundeis caused of yels 
low choler, have no gnawin3 about the belly, nor alfothey do not fo much 
abhor meats: they avoid white egeftions, their urines be ‘coloured like 
Saffron, and they remain troubled : but commonly toall that have the Jaun- 
deis,there chanceth fluggifhnes to move, and a contrary minde to {weet meats.

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CHAP. XXXII.

Here be three kindes of Dropfie. The firft is called in Greek Afcites: ther 

fecond Tympanites: andthe third eAnafarca, Hypofarcha, Sarcites; and Leu- 
copblegmatia. Afcites,is when much watery humour is heaped up between the A/cites. 
skinne or film called Peritonenm, andthe bowels. Tympanites,is, when much-Tympani- 
windineffe and fuperfluous breath is gathered in.the aforefaid places of'the belly- tes. 
Anafarca is when the humour is difperfed throughout the whole: body, that Anafareas: 
all the flefh appeareth altogether moift and wer like a fponge ox paper.’ The: 
Dropfie is caufed through great coldnefle of the liver, or through other parts Cau{e, 
very notably cgoled, which can bring the liver intothe (ame efleét. The li-: 
ver is affected by the fpleen being cold, and by the ftomack and the bow- 
els, allo by: the lungs, the reins and. the midriffe.. Alfo it chanceth through: 
unmeafurable: avoiding of the Hemorhoids,.: or threugh. womans flux, ‘or 
through ‘retenfion of menftruiss or through {ome other-great afiection ef the» 
womb... For in all thefe the Liver hath no nnnaturall {welling, and: yet 
the body is taken with the Dropfie; only through refrigeration of the: liver, - 
affected. inthe beginning. But afterward fometime it allo waxerh hard, which: 

is’> 
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is.evident tobe feen :in them which through untimely drinking of cold wa= 
ter have their Liver cooled on heaps, ‘fo that the Dropfie followeth ‘by and 
by, before the Liver be lifted up into-a knotty {welling. Many have fallen into 
the Dropfie after the gout, and through the vexing pain of the huckle bones. 
Moft commonly thofe which feel not their meat, and have evill ftate of the 
body, and alfo that be troubled with the Jaundeis, the Dropfie followeth it. 
And it followeth Celiscns morbus,'and Dyfenteria. 
caufeth difficulty of breathing, and (welling, and heavincfle, and naughty co= 
lour. Alfo they abhorre meat, and defire drink largely, {pecially they that 
have eAfeites.. For the humour that is holden and kept in the aforefaid places, 
is falt and rotten: therefore alfo for the moft part there is wont to follow a 
feaver. Women are lefle troubled with the Dropfie then men. Children for 


the moft ‘part are taken with the Dropfie Anafarca. Among the faid three 


kindes of Dropfies, Tympanites is the moftperillous : Afcites lefle perillous then 
it, and then Andfarca. One diet iscommon to all thefe kindes of Dropfies : thar 
their meat be eafie of digeftion, and fufficiently coa@ and dry. For that meat 
that is loofe and moift, is apt tobe turned into waterinefle. Therefore let his 
bread be very well baked, and let it have Salt, Ammi, Fennell, Annife, or Co- 
min.commixed with it. Alfo it ought to be well leavened, for it reftraineth and 
ftopperh the lefle. Of birds the drieft are good, as Partriches, Turtles, Black- 
birds, Thruthes,and fuch like. OF four-footed beafts, Goats and Hares. Alfo 
Chickens, their extreme parts, when they are rofted. Of fithes, Crabs of 
flouds. Alfo Egges rofted aregood. Let him ufe pot-herbs but feldome. Let 
thofethings that be miniftred unto them be fomewhat fharp, and that have 
vettue to.attenuate and heat : as is Apiwm, Parfly, Daucus, Rocket, Peniroyall, 
Coleworts, Garlick fodden, Onions, and Leeks. - He muft altogether abftain 
from Pulfes. For fauce, let him ufe Vinegar with Pepper, Cinamon, and fuch 
like. Let their {alt be compounded with Fennell, Hyfop, Rofemary,and Apium. 
You muft give them fo much drink only as fhall fuffice {omewhat to break their 
thirft t for overmuch drink doth dammage them that be fick of the Drephie 
without meafure. They muft drink thin wine, and that doth provoke urine. 
But they muft efchue fweet wines and Mulfum : Vinegar doth matvelloufly ; 
"epee thirft. Moreover, lee them take the greateft portion of meat at | 


“fupper. Let them efchue much fruits and fecond'tables’: yer Nuts, Almonds, 


Pomegranates, Pears fodden, and dry Figs, are tobe given unto them, but ler 
thei cake.all thofe moderately, and not everyday. Letnot their bed be yety 
foft, {pecially thofe that have Anafarca. Strew underthem dry herbs,-as be Pe. 
niroyall, Calamint,Origan, and fuch like: for it ismarvellous ‘how much thofe 
deidry up whilethey fleep : fothar it hath been proved,. that fome being wrap=_ 
ped andihidden inatheap of wheat, have rifer again after fleep ftrong and 
fafe. Andiletthem ufleexercifes in the Sun, if it be Summer and a fairday 3 bue 
let theirshead be-covered » but if it-be cold, let them weit in-houfes being warm-. 
ed, and-nigh a fire, or at a fire. Riding is expedient at thefirft, and to be carried 
hither and thither in achair. But if the ftrength of the Patient may fuffer it is 
better to wall: much on his feet, and fometime to tun, then to be born. Alfo +

And hiv 
therto;we have rehearfeda common dict for all kinde of Dropfies. For the cure, 
thevemedy that is common for all Dropfies, is, that by and by in the begin- 
ning you mult purge the humour that dothabound. That you may do, both 
by bloud-letting, and by purgations, and by thofe. medicines that provoke 
utine. T hat which is good particularly for this or that kinde,we will reach in the 
Chapters foilawing, in which we. will follow the cures of them every one par-

| Lcers or biles of the reins be-caufed through rupture and breaking of the 


veins in the reins. Alfo itis caufed through rotting of inflammation, _ 


and through fharp and-gnawing humours carried into the reins. Whenthe 
reins are exulderate, there is pain felt in the loins, with heavinefle, and the 
utine is piffed forth without any impediment, which chanceth not fo in the » 
ulcers of the bladder. Alfo there is miatter commixed in the urine, with little 
peeces of flefh, or hairs {wimming in them: according to Hippocrates faying, 4» 
Aphor.7 5» who faith, If bloud or matter be pifled out, it fignifyeth exulceration, 
either of the reins, or of the bladder. And by and by after he faid, If ina grofle 
and thick urine there appear little peeces of flefh, or as it were hairs, they 
ave fent from the reins. ‘Therefore when thefe appear, let the fick efchue 
crudities, and fatiery or fullnefle. Therefore let him eat noraw things in his 
nieats, neither chat which is hard of digeftion, or that will eafily corrupt, or 
ingender inflammation or windinefle. Let him chiefly abftain from’ thole 
things which do foon wax fowr or fharp 5 alfo from all fharp and burning 
things, and whatfoever doth breed and ingender choler, as is, much thirft, 
abftinence, hunger, labour, wrath, folirarinefle, exercife, watching, and immo- 
derate fawwces. He mutt efchue above all things immoderate riding, and all ve- 
hement moving and ftirring : alfohe muft avoid perpetual idleneffe, and con= 
tinuall bathing. He muft ule new bread well wrought, and. give him flefh of 
birds of the mountains,and kids flefh,aud fuchlike tender flefh. Alfo give him 
{caly fithes of gravelly places, rolted on agridiron. -Moreover, river Crabs, fou- 
ings of Prifan, and Amylum fodden with milk, be marvellous good. Give him 
alfo Milk mixed with Egges, and the fat broth of a Hen. Alfo rere Bgs mini« 
fired alone, are good. Of Pot-herbs, Mallows, Endive, Sorrell, Purflain, and

For it ex- 
pelleth the ftones that are already ingendred by the urine, and it lettechthem 
from ingendring any more. Alfo Goats bloud is a prefent remedy, as well for 
the ftone of the reins,as of the bladder : for irdiffolveth thofe that be ingendred, 
and driveth them out with the urine, and prehibiteth other to ingender any 
more,and ceafeth pain. Furthermore, if the ftones of the bladder cannot come 
out by the paflage of the urine, but that they be there ftopped, and compact to- 
gether,and fo do caufe fuppreffion of urine,then the fick muit be laid upward,fo 
that his hips muft lie upward and higheft, and then you muft move him hither 


and thither many waies, thar thereby the ftone may fall out of the paflage, and “ 


‘afterward bid him pifle even as he lieth yet upward. But if he cannot make wa- 
rer fo neither, provoke the urine by a cyringe, and after that you muft minifter 
thofe medicines which have vertue to break the ftone in the bladder.

ELE in Greek, Ramex and Hernizin Latine, the barbarous writers call It Kage 

Ruptura: It is cauCed dtvers waies,and thereupon it hath divers names. For Ruptura. 
if the Peritoneum do break, and the bowels fal} down into the coddes, it 
is called in Latine, Ramex inteftinorum: that is, the rupture of rhe bowels, But Ramex in= 
when the bowels do cleave or ftay above the privy members, it is called in teftinorum. 
Latine Ramex inguinis, that is, the rupturé above the privy members. And if Ramex in- 
any quiet and watery humour be gathered in any part of the filmes or skinne guinis. 
of the coddes, itis called in Latine Ramex aquofus: that is, a Watery rupture. Ramex ae 
When there groweth hard fleth within the coats and tunicles of the ftones, it quolus. 
is called in Latine Ramex carnofus: that is, a flethy rupture. To be fhort, the Ramex 
kindes of ruptures ever take their names of the things that fill up the coddes. carnofus. 
As if the kall or: film >that lappes in the bowels, do fall down into the coddes, 
it is called in Latine Ramex omenti + that is, the rupture of the film. And if Ramex 
the bowels do flippe down alfo with it, it is called in Latine Ramex omenti omenti. 
¢ inteftint: that is, the rupture of the film, and the bowels. So when the Ramex 0- 
veins which do nourifh the ftones be {pread abroad and {wollen out of mea- menté in- 
{ure on heaps, it is called Ramex varicofus: that is, the rupture of the {wollen tefEinique. 
veins. The rupture of the bowels, and of the parts above the privy mem- Ramex 
bers, is caufed either becaufe the Peritonaum is ftretched out more then it varicofus. 
ought tobe, or becaufe it is broken. Boththefe do chance through fome vi- Cafe. 
olent o¢cafion going before, asa ftroak, or leaping, or crying, or by taking 


up a great weight. A wateryrupture is caufed fometime of a fecret caufe, and 


fometime of a manifett caufe. Of a fecret caufe, as when the veflels that are 
jJoyned together be increafed in the coddes, and then a watery humour mix- 
ed with bloud is driven down to thofe Patts, and refteth there. Of a mani- 
feft caufe, as when through fome blow or ftroak the veflels breake and 
flide down: and then blond flowing down thither to nowrith them, it is 
changed into a watery and wheyifh fubftance. A flefhy rupture is ingen- 
dred of a fecret caufe, as through the ftone, being without flux and waxing 
hard of a ftripe, or by ill curing after the cutting of a rupture, Thecaufes of 
the other ruptures are evident by their defcriptions. The fignes both of the Sion, 
rupture of the bowels, and the rupture above the privy members, are com- 973% 
mon. For there is a manifeft {welling inthe cdds, or above the privy mem- 
bers, which appeareth greater then it did before in exercifes, journeys, holding 
ofthe breath and {uch like occafions: being thrufted together, it goeth back 
again flowly, and it rolleth down again quickly.

Signa. There followeth fuppreffion and ftopping of the menftruis, heavinefle of the 
whole-body,’ defire to vomit, abhorring of meat, and certain. terrible 
difcurfion, fuch as chance to thofe that have conceived. Moreover, there be 

pains about'the loins, thighes, neck, the hinder part of the eyes, and the 

forepart of the head. Alfo there follow continuall feavers, and blackith urine, 

with certain red matter and filth in them, even like as one fhould mix foot 

with the water.wherein new killed fleth hath lately been wafhed. Alfotoma- 

ny cither the urine doth come forth difficultly, or elfe it is ftopped altogether. 

Cold di- The diverfity of caufes is known partly by the difpofition of the whole body, 
fiemper. and partly alfo forthe moft part, bythe telling of the Patient. Women may 
know a cold diftemper in themfelyes, by thefle fignes {pecially, becaufe they 

be more fleepy and flower to all kinde of moving, and whiter of colour, and

E fay, that menftruis do redound and overflow in womén, when that 
creat ptenty af them do flow out longer then the acccuftomed time of : 

their purgation. -There is no juft or certain time of their purgation ; for to moft 
women they-flow two or three daies, to many five daies,and to fome [even daies. 

The menftruis do chance to flow out’of meafure, through great or {mall veflels Caufz. 
opened wide, or broken. Alfo immoderate purgations do ingender in women 
fometime through grievous travell in child-birth, which alfo do ceafe often- 

times of themfelves. Oftentimes after abortion they labour of a vehement He 
purgation and flux of menitruis,and fometime it bringeth them intoa dangerous fae t 
peril. If the greater veflels be broken or open, the bloud floweth out gufhing on 
heaps : but if the lefler be open, it Howeth our by little and little,and not in great 
quantity. If ic be caufed through eating or gnawing, it doth not only flow by 
little and lirtle,but alfo it Howeth with very great pain. Moreover when the men= 
ftruis How immoderately, there followeth a filthy colour, the feet are puffed 
up with a light {welling, the ftrength of the bady is decayed, both the digeftion . 
and appetite of meat is corrupted ; and in all points fuch figns as were wont to 
follow immoderate voiding of bloud, either by the Hemorrhoides, or by any 
other flux of bloud, do follow in'this difeafe. Firft therefore in the beginning 
of the cure, you muft binde the places between the joynts and the extream parts 
of the body with bands,beginning at the armholes and the fhares. Alfo you muf€ 
faften great cupping-glafies lightly under the paps, as.Hippocrates. teacheth, §.

CHAP. LV. 
Of Womans Flux. 


Ut ER 1 Flyor in Latine, Flux of the matrice in Englifh,is a continuall di- 

ftillation- and flowing out fora long time, of the whole body purging 
it felf. That which is voided out, doth reprefent fuch form and colour as the 
humour that doth abound inthe body. For fome is red, as bloud putrified, or 
matter: fome white, which cometh of fleam= fome is pale, which fignifi- 
etk choler : and fome is watery, which is of awheyifh matter. And if- pure 
bloud come forth, as in the cutting of a vein, you muft take good heed, 
that fome erofion and gnawing be not ingendred in the womb. By thefe 
fignes following the flux is known. The places are continually moift with 
the humours, being divers in colours. The Patient is ilf coloured, fhe favou- 
reth nomeat, but abhorreth it: in walking fhe breatheth difficultly, her eyes 
be fwollen, fometime with pain, and fometime without pain, or withex- 
ulceration, or without it 3 and either with an inflammation, that is, with the 
ulcer, or elfe it is filthy or unpure. The diverfity of caules you may know by 
the colour of that that floweth forth, as is aforefaid. And ifa woman be 
vexed with a red flux, in the beginning, if age and other things will fuffer 
it, you muft cometo letting bloud.- For many incommodities would follow, 
if you fhould firft go about to reprefle and ftop *he rage and violence of 
the bloud that floweth, as the Dropfie, vice of the finewes, or of the mouth 
ofthe ftomack, or of the head. You may partthe times of your bloud-let- 
ting,as you doin them that {pit bloud, fo that thereby the averfion and turning 
away of the bloud may be the longer alittle. You muftcut a vein in the 
arm. After this you muft binde the extream parts of the body with bands, 
and you muft ufe'and apply all fuch things as canturn the flux of the humour 
another way. . Therefore all thofe remedies that be rehearfed of us in the 
former Chapters be good. Let her whole diet be reftritive, and fuch as doth 
ingendet grofleneffle and thicknefle. Let her drink be water, or if fhe be 
Weak,wine that is grofle and reftri@ive. But if the flux that is white or whey- 


is white and ith do vex a woman, it may not be flopped at the beginning, that evil hu- 


mattery. 


mours may be purged out of the body. Nor alfo it is not againft reafon, 
feeing 
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feeing that which is flowed out is ingendred of fleam, if you do minifter a 
medicine to her which doth purge fleam. And you muft minifter and apply 
to the-whole body, medicines and remedies which do dry up, feeing that the 
difeafe is moift. ‘Therefore exercifes,{pecially of the upper parts, and fri@ions 
are good. Alfo they muft eat flefh which hath vertue in it to dry, as Birds of 
the mountains, and wilde Beafts. Alfo inthe beginning of the evil, fuch me- 
dicines may be miniftred as do extenuate grofle humours, and after thatdo 
bring them out with the urine 5. as be, Afarum, Fennell, Apinm,and fuch like, of- 
ten rehearfed before. “Fhe beginning being paft, you muft apply to the wambe 
things that be moderately reftriétive 5.as be, oyls of Rofes and Quinces,. and 
other rehearfed in the former Chapter. Allo you muft ufe ablterfive and 
{couring medicines, left that ulceration be made with the humour that flow- 
eth; wherefore the wheyifh humour muft continually be wafhed with hot wa- 
ter.. After the {couring and cleanfing of the filth, you muft.anoint with oyl of 


Rofes,or. of Quinces,or of Mirtles. Likewife, when a. woman is-difeafed with Gure ofa” 
pale flux, it may-not be flopped at the beginning, but the body muft be purged pale and 
with a medicine that purgethcholer.

But when the fuffocation and ftrangling is: now prefents 
there followeth difpofition to fleep, doting, a-withholding of the inftruments 
of the fenfes, the voice doth waxdumb, and the leggs are drawn up toge- 
ther; the pulfes are {mall and weak.

When the wombe it felf is 
difeafed with the quaatity or quality of any thing, then’ mentftruis; or feed, 
ot other kinde of fymptomes are ingendred.

| Of falling out of the Womb. 


VE fay, that the matrice falleth our, when it is fo turned downward thar 
it fticketh out outwardly; amd yer the whole matrice rolleth not 
down, being loofened from the bands and ligaments, as many unwife folk do 
think; for if it fhould fall down fo, ir could not be reftored again. Although 
the womb do fall out but feldome, yet there be many. caufes of the falling 
out of it. Fora woman falling from a high place, if fhe fall on her haunches, 
the pannicles and films that hold up the womb, andthe members adjoyning, 
do break, and caufe this difeafe. Alfo it chamceth many times that ina fore tra- 
vell of childe-birth the womb falleth out; becaufe of the drawing out of the 
fecundine, which the womb that joyneth to it doth follow. Alfomany times ~ 
it chanceth through negligent and unskillfull drawing out of the childe, {pecial- 
ly if it be dead. Moreover, it chanceth fometimes throagh a ftripe, or lifting up 
of a great weight, or through vehement perturbation of the minde, as death of ~ 
children, or coming of.enemies, or through perillous failing, or through fome 
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fuch like caufe, all the body being loofened , the womb falleth our. Alfofome- 
time this evil chanceth (allthe womb being loofened) through refolution or 
weaknefle of the pannicles and mufcles, which thing chanceth {pecially to them: 
that be old. Oftentimes the womb falleth out through the flowing down 
ofan humour much inquantityandclammy. It fallech out moft commonly - 
by the mouth of it, and that which falleth out, is like to the egs of an Oftrich, 
differing only inthis, that itis bigger or lefle inquantity. ‘There is no need 
Signa. of many fignes, becaufe the diverfity jof caufes may partly be known by the 
ty conftitution and ftate of the body, and partly by the telling of the fick, and 
them that be with them daily. When this difeafe is but newly begun, you muft 
Curation, endeavour to put up the womb again, and toreftore it into his.own place : 
for in the beginning it will be obedient to be put up readily, and being in his 
own place, is will tarry fo ftill, (pecially ifage agree unto it. For in them that 
are well ftriken ia age, the womb being put up again, it flideth out again © 
through every light caufe. It is good therefore, if there be hard dung inthe | 
right gut, to bring it our witha clyfter. Likewife if urine be gatheredin the 
bladder, let it be brought out with a cyringe, thatthe matrice may beat free 
liberty on each fide: for otherwife it chanceth by their ftretching out, that the 


matrice which is in the mid{t between them, is prefled together, and pent ina 
{trait placesand {o when it is fallen out, they let it and ftop it, that’ it cannot be 
put up again into his own place. When you have thus done, you muft lay the 
fick upright, fo that her haunches may be higheft, her hams bowed,and her legs 
{fpread abroad 3 then you muft bathe and nourith abundantly that part of the 
mattice which is fallen our, with warm Oyl, or Butter, or Mallows fodden, 
of with the decotion of Althea, Fenugreek, Linfeed, or fuch like: and you 
mult prepare Wool together on a heap, in figure and thickneMe according 3 
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proportion of the member, and wind it about aloft witha fine and pure linnen 
cloth $ then dip it in the juyces of eAcatia or Hypoci(chis, infuled in Wine, and 
put it into the wombe, and you fhal! wreft and writh upward all that which 
is fallen down by little and little, and without violence, untill the matrice be 


put up into his own proper place.. Outwardly you muft cover the parts about | 


the privie members with a {ponge wrong out of Pofca. The woman fhall lie 
with her leggs ftretched out and joyned together,tbat the one may lean upon the 
other, But it is more fafegard to bind the feet together, bringing the band up 
tatheknees, But if thar partof the matrice which is fallen out, be {wollen 
through continuance of time,and be ftufféd up with plenty of humours, fo that 
the {welling do let the putting up of it, you thall nourifh it with deco@ion of 
Beets, and then you muft cleanfe it and wath it with Vinegar, and ftrew in it 
Salt finely powdered3 and when it leaveth fwelling,then put it up as is aforefaid. 
Then faiten cupping glafles with much fame to the navell, and both the ilions 
or {mall guts : and apply continually to the nofe odoriferous things. The third 
day (the wool being as yet ftill inthe wombe ) let the woman fit in black four 
wine a little warmed, or in the deco@ion of Mirtles, Bramble leaves, Pomegra- 
nate rindes, and fuch like. This being done; let her lie upright again with her 
haunches higheft ; chen take the former wooll out,and put in (uch another in the 
{tead of the firft,dipped in the fame medicine. Alfo apply cataplafmes and em= 
plaifters outwardly to the bottom of the belly, made of Dates, Pomegranate 
rindes, Lentils, and fuch like. Alfo Cerores that are made of Mattick, wood of 
Aloes,Labdanum,¥Frankinfence,;Squinant,Acorys, Nutmegs, gumme Trazacanthe, 
and fuch like;are good to be applied. But let thefe things be changed every third 
day untill the cure be ended perfealy. Alfo during the whole time of the cure; 
let the woman efchue moving, and {uch things as provoke {neefing. And the 
wombe muft be perfumed beneath with ftinking things,but to the nofe you muft 
apply moft odoriferous things;for the matrice flieth from {tinking things,and it 
followeth and embraceth odoriferous things. Let her meats be fuch as in 
ood fuyce,and give her odoriferous wines. Alfo the belly muft be made foft an 

Poluble, left if fhe fhould go tothe ftool difficultly, the matrice fhould alfo fall 
out again. But yet you muft take good heed that the belly be not too much loo- 
fened, for then the parts ad joyning are loofened, and fo the matrice will fall out 
again. Moreover, if that part of the wombe which is fallen out, hath through 
continuance of rime by negligence been putrified and rotten, and through con- 
tinuall wetting of it with urine and filthinefle {ticking init, it be exulcerated, 
you muft cut off and fear that which is unprofitable, or burn.it without any fear 
of dangerfor it hath been known (as Paulus teftifieth ) that the whole matrice, 
becaufe it was rotted, hath been taken aw ay,and the woman lived till. 


CHAP. LVIII. 
Of the Mole of the Matrice.

tention and ftopping of the menftruis : alfo by abortion, exulceration,un- eae 
meafurable lechery, fitting on avery hard ftool, very long and {wift deam- ti 
bulation and walking, Alfo fomerime it chancerh through cold, prohibition 
and letting the tran{piration and breathing out. The companionsto inflam- 
mation of the matrice be thefe : an acute feaver, pain of the head,the fhate, the 
loyns, andthe roots of the eyes, conyulfion and cramp of thé atms, the fin= . 
gers, and the neck, and declining of them contrary. Alfo pain of the ftomack, me | 
and fhutring up the mouth uf the matrice; and pilfe thar be {mall and often. 
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If the inflammation be feeble and {mall, the aforefaid figns will not be great 

and ftrong, and the womb will be vexed with greater pain. But if the in- 
flammation be vehement, then the whole womb is vexed with a panting 

pain, and all the figns willbe the more vehement. If all the womb be in- 
flaared, it will be painfull all over, but if fome part of it be’'vexed- with an in- 
flammation, then the pain is greareft inthat part. For if the hinder parts of 

it be vexed with inflammation, the pain will afffia the loyns moft, and hard 

dung is witholden and ftopped, becaufe then the right gut is prefled toge- 

ther very much. If the former part be inflamed, then there is pain about the 
privities, and the ftrangury or difficulty in piffing is ingendred, becaufe the 
bladder-is preffed togerher. Ifthe fides of it be inflamed, thé parts above the 

privy membets ate ftretched out, and the legges are grieved, and-difficultly mo- 

ved. When inflammation affli@eth the mouth of the matrice, there isa pain 

inthe Abdomen, and if you put in your finger, -you fhall feel the mouth hard, 
unpleafant, fltut up, and butning hot. Inthe beginning therefore of the cure, Cxraize. 
if neither age, nor ftare of the body, nor time of the year do let it, you muft 

cut the veirrof the hams ‘or of the ankles ( if the inflammation came not after 
abortion, or great voiding of bloud.) Afterward you fhall place the fick ina 

dark houfe, which is mdderately warm, bidding. her to be quiet, and prohi- 


weeny. 
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biting all moving from her legges. Then you muft rub the {pace between 


the joynts, and alfo the extreme parts, that you may turn away the courfe : a 
of the flux from the womb.

Moreover, 
you muft put into the matrice, wool moiftned with oy! of Rofes, or Quinces, 
or in the jayce of Purflain,or Singreen. When the inflammation beginneth to 
decline and ceafe, you muft come to the ufing of thofe things which have ver= 
tue to releale, diflolve and difcufle. Therefore you muft bid the Patient fir up 
to the loins in Fenugreck fodden, or in the decodtion of Althea, Linfeed, Mal- 
lows, and fometimeé alfo Motherwort, Horehound and Sage. Alfo you fhall 

" anoint above the privities,and the loyns, Barley- meal with Fenugreek and Lin- 
feed fodden in Mu’fa, or the decoétion of dry Figs. Alfo put in peflaries made 
ef Butter, Harts-marrow, Goofe-greafe, Hens greafe, and fuch like. When the 
cure hath proceeded, fundry meats and light will be mach profitable. And when 
the declination of it is manifeft, bring the fick to baths, and give her wine that 
is watery-and thin. |

é He womb is puffed up through cold, or humours corrupt init, or through 
cele Be kotion or fee eT chilibireh, the door of it beng fhut,or a clod of 
bloud being in it, and ftopping it. Oftentimes the windineffe ingendreth in the 

hollow bought and fpace of ir, fometime in the bofome of it, which is evident 

to the fenfes, and fomerime in the thinner parts of the fubftance of the womb, 

not appearing tothe fenfes. There followeth this evil, {welling of the bottome 

Sigua. of the belly, with hardnefle and pain that pricketh which goeth up to the mid- 
driffe and the ftomack : and yer neverthelefle itis ftretched out on both fides, 
fometime tothe fhare, and fomerime the pain isin the loyns, and atthe na~ 
vell, to whom alfo the head agreeth. Alfo.many times winde breaketh out of the 
privities, that the fick may feclir. If therefore windinefle be gathered in the 
hollownefle of the matrice, there is heard a certain rumbling and noife in the 
body, fuch as chancethto the guts which are vexed with griping : alfoif you 
Beat your fingers on it, ir maketh a noife likea timpany. Bur when the win- 
dinefle is contained in the thin and flendet paffages. of the matrice, then they 
are vexed withmore vehement pain, and harder tocure. This evil is cured 
firft, if age, the region, and the time of the year do nor let it, by bloud-letring, 
fafting, and purging with Hierapicra Galeni: which’being done, you muft ufe 
foments, and anointings with oyl of Rew, or with oy! wherein Dill hath 
been fodden. Alfo let her ufe infeffions made of the deco@tions of Rew, Peni-

fharp medicines, or fluxes, or through impoitumes or botches broken. . They Signa 
| that have this difeafe do feel a pricking pain in the aggrieved part, and at cer- 
tain times ftinking and mattery humours are fent out from the filthy ulcer : 
| and other figns proper to the difeafes of the wombe do follow, as head- 
ach, and {pecially of the fore-part of the head, of the great finews in the neck 5 
and at the roots of theeyes is felt pain, which alfo extendeth unte the fin- 
gers ends, and other tokens declared before in the Chapters of inflamma- 
_tionof it. Therefore: if the ulcer may be feen, it may be known by an in- 
ftrument called Specillum Oricularium: but if it be deep within and hidden, 
thofe things which come from it will declare it : for a diverfe humour is 
fent forth. Ifthe alcer be inflamed, the humour is little in quantity, blou- 
dy or dreggy, with great pain. Ifthe ulcer be foul and filthy, the humour 
cometh forth in moré great abundance, and is mattery with lefle grief. 
Tf the ulcer. doth eat and feed, the humour is ftinking, black, and with ve- 

hement pain. For the cure, when the bile or ulcer is inflamed, you muft ule Cypgijo, 

bloud-letting and other medicines. that are good againit inflammation, as is | 
afore taught. In othercaufes you muft ufe purging medicines, {pecially if 
the body doth abound with vicious and corrupt humours. Alfo apply fuch 
medicines.as do reprefle and ftop the flowing of humours and correct their

If emptying may not be done by purging, then they muft ufe hunger and famine 
many daies, for they that be flegmatick of nature, can {uffer hunger eafily and Flegma- 
without hurt. Hereupon Hippocrates faith, 7. Aphor.6. It is good for the bodies "hk falle 
that have moift flefh to ufe hunger: for the hunger drieth the bodies. Alfo 64m faffer 
they muft ufe difcuflive and diffolving fri@ions, and rong clyfters, and medi- hunger’ | 
cines that provoke urine: but you muft apply outwardly fuch medicines as can C4 
eafe andceafe pain, and which can diflolve and dry moderately, of which we 
fpake a little before.

But 
becaule knobs and hard {wellinzs do ingender afterward in the joynts, as well 
becaufe af the groflenefle and earthy hardnefle of the humour that-hath flowed 
Curcof thither, as alfo through the ufing of immoderate difcuflive and drying medi- 
knobs. cines, without mixing of {uch with chem as have a mollifying vertue: therefore 
to take thofe knobs away, you mull ufe thofe medicines which be declared of us 
before in the Chapter of hardnefs of the {pleen. But {pecially very old and tharp 
cheefe, brayed in the deco¢tion of very fat and old {wines flefh, is good tobe 
applied. Alio,for this evil, Figs brayed and laid on are good. Alfo Althea wife 
fodden, Oats, Nettles, Briony root,‘roynd roots, Dill,Sothetnwood, Mayweed, 
Horehound leaves mixed with Pitch, Sulphure and Wine. Alfo you muftcom- 
mix fat and greafes of {wine, Goats, Calves, and Geefe. -Alfo all marrows and 
Bathes. other things that have vertue to mollifie and foften. Andalfo bathings, after 
the inflammation is ceafed, are moft commodious and profitable to all that.have 
the Gout. While they wafhthem, put fponges wet in Vinegar and Salt mixt 
tog ether round-abourthe difeafed places, that-they may remain fafefrom hu- 
mours flowingto it. [hey muft wath themfelves, not once only, bur often, in 
an air that is altogether mean and moderate. But they may not tarry long in 
hot water. It is befttherefore that they be {prinkled and. wet with hot water 
poured onthem. Alfo it is profitable that all the body be rubbed with dry linnen 
A defence clothes. Moreover,they that be cured of the Gout, fhall defend them{elves-af- 
for the terward from it by this means : Firtt, twice in a year, that is,at Spring time and 
gout. Autume,if nothing do let it, let him bloud largely. ~Alfo about thofe times, and 
oftner, let him ufe purging medicines. Alfo itis neceflary tor himto eat little 
meat, and to abftain from fulnefle. Alfo he muft ufe meats that be eafie of di- 
geftion, and which readily be diftributed into the members of the body, and be 
without excrements. Let him abftain altogether from wine, or let him ule it 
very fcarcely. Let him ufeexercifes very often, and that before meat : for. la- 
bout (as Hippocrates faith) muit go before meat. And to conclude,. they that 
defire to be freed from the Gout, let them remember this fhort and moft whole- 
fome precept of Hippocrates: The way to help and preferve health is not to be 
filled with meats, and tobe unflothfull in labouring. Alfo let his fleeps and 
venerious actsbe ina mean. As for remedies inthis cafe, let Salt be brayed 
fmallin oyl, andthe joynts rubbed therewith, for it) helpeth greatly all thofe 
that will be free from this evil, except they be of a wonderfull dry temperature.

For it endeth after the firft fir, and doth 
not exceed nor paffe a naturall day, if ir be’ rightly ufed,and that becaule’ of 
the matter wherein itis, thatis, the fpirit or breath, which-is eafily diflolved 
and difperfed. Therefore Galen doth moft worthily call this the moft fimple 
feayer, becaule it is the fhortelt and the moft gentle feaver, being nothing 
malignant. Therefore if any thing inthis feaver be committed cither by ig- 
notance of the Phyficians, or through the intemperance of the fick, or by 
errours of the minifters and affiitants, whereby itturneth into another kinde 
of feaver, thatdoth not chance thtough the nature of this feaver. ‘ Diaria fe- 
bris is caufed, whenas the fpirit or breath is inflamed and heat above nature, 
without any putrifaction or rottenneffe. And that chanceth many waies : 
fometime through conftipation, binding, or thickening of the skinne, which 
ftoppeth and keepeth in the vapours or- {pirits which were wont to flow out 
by the pores, which becaufe they be hot and fharp, therefore they ingender 
afeaver. Sometime it is‘caufed through wearinefle and vehement defatiga- 
tion. Alfo through watchings, crudities, and lack of digeftion, fadnefle, fear, 
ire, vehement care of the minde, burning of the Sunne, cold, hunger, drun- 
kenneffe, and {welling of the kernels in the throat, and fueh like, which can 
heat the f{pirits and inflame them. The figns whereby Diaries are known, are 
of two forts: for fome figns be common to all Duzries and fome be proper 
and peculiar'to each caufe. The common figns be fix in number, whereof 
the firft isthe pulfe, For all the Diaries, as much as in them is, do change 
the pulfe in greatneffe, {wiftnefie and’ oftennefle. But it keepeth exquifitely 
which is according with nature. The fe- 


nature, or doth little turn from a natucall ftate. An urine that accordeth with 
nature, is fubrufe in colour, mean in fubftance, having in, ita refidence:white, 
light, andequall. ‘The third token is the quality of heat; which in all Dzaree 
feavers is gentle,pleafant and eafie.

The medicines be Péifan and Oxymel, arid things fodden in Mulfa, as be Cala Abjicrfive 
mint; Hylop, Origan, Serpium,Ireos, and Apium. But all the(e be hotter chen Medecines.

cold drinks. Burif you fear that great’ difcommodity would arife through it, 
you fhall abftain from ir, and ufe other remedies whereby obftru@tions may 
be taken away,and abundance avoided, and that the burning heat-of the feaver 
may be cooled and eafed. The difcommodities and hurts which do foliow cold Difcomme- 
drink miniftred immoderately, and out of time be thefe : farft becaufe it pro- modities of 
hibireth and lerteth grofle and clammy humours to be attenuated and digefted, cold drink, 
whether they have ingendred obftructions, or rottennefle, or inflammation, or 
impoftume,or knobby hardneffe,or fuch like effects. As often therefore as a fea~ 
yet is kindled of fuch humours, cold things are not good for their avoiding : but 
to this feaver it bringeth much eafe,becaule it quencheth the feaver that is alrea- 
dy kindled. Bur yet feeing the caule of the feaver remaineth ftill,of neceflicy an 
other feaver muft be kindled new again, and many times a worfe then that 
which went before, becaufe that the body is thickned through cold. And this 
is one difcommodity not to be negleéted. Another is,that Cold things hurt ma- 
ny weak members of the Patient, whether they be weak by naturall diitempe- 
rature, or by fome vicethat they have gotten, So in fome it hath been found 
that their throat hath been fo hurt,that they could not {wallow3 in fome the fto- 
mack,that they could fcarce digeft ; in fome the mouth of the ftomackjor the, li- 
ver, or the gut Colon, or the lungs, or the midriffe,or the reins, or the bladder, 
or fome other fuch like member is fo ftricken with cold, that it is made weak 
and unable to do’ his proper a€tion and office. Many by immoderate drinking 
of it out of time, have by and by been taken with difficulty of breathing and 
with cramp and trembling, and have had hurt in all their finews. Therefore to 
be fhort, in them that have any {welling, or fleam, or bloud, orany: knobby 
hardnefle, you may not givecold water unto them, nor yet tothem that a raw Of cold 
humour doth hurt with obftruétion or rottennefle. But if there be no fuch {wel- wazer, 
ling as is aforefaid, and that. you do perceive evident fignes of digeftion and 
concoétion in the urine, and if there be no member fo given toa cold tempe- 
rature that ic might take hurt, then you may boldly give cold water. Alfo if the 
fick have ufedto drink cold water, you may more boldly minifter ie: for all 
the mémbers have learned before by experienceto fufter it familiarly without 
hurt. The drinking of cold water is perillous in them that have but little bloud 
and flefh.. Therefore by thefethings before rehearfed, it isevident to allmen; 
that thechiefeft remedies of thefe kindes of feavers called Synochus putrida, be 
thefe two, bloud-letting, and drinking of cold water :~but bloud-letting may be (/otinens 
ufed at any timesif the ttrength of the Patient will fuffer it,and drinking of cold febris hath 
water mult be ufed when evident fignes of concoction are feenin the urine, !~o reme- 
when the feaver is greateft, and when you are compelled to leave bloud-letting, dies chiefiy. 
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You may Youmuft note well the time when you fhould let bloud, -and mark what went 
not les before, and what followeth. For if crudity and indigeftion of meats do 90 be 
bloud ona fote, you mutt refrain fo longtime from bloud-letting as will fuffice as well 
full fto- todigelt the meat, asthatthe excrements may defcend down. But if there 
mack. will follow of neceflity any dux and emptying, you muft leave fo much bloud 
| ftill as will void by that flux. Therefore if at the time of bloud-letting the 
Au | menftruis do chance to How, or alfothat the Homorrhoides do open and burft 
a out, if youbeholding the vehemency of the flux, fhall chink it to be faffi- 
cient to purge and empty out that which yoa require without any held, then 

you fhall let nature work alone. But if you think it contrary, draw out fo much 

bloud, that thereby under them both conjoyned together, you may bring to 

Dict. paffe your requeit and expectation.

mutt be confidered concerning the rottenneffe : one is, that the rottennefle “I. 

ready ingendred may be healed : the other is, to let and ftop that which is ready 

co ingender putrifaction. That which is ready to ingender, is caufed through 
per(piration and breathing out, if ic be impedite and letred. So that of this o- 

ther two confiderations do {pring : firft, that the humour which is wichholden 

may be purged and emptied out: Secondly, to prohibire and keep in that 

which isto be withholden and kept back: it will be prohibited with thofere~ 

medies which do heal obftru@ions. Again note, that the obftructions which 

are ingendred muft be cured, and they. which are to come, muft be letted and 

driven back away. You muft cure the obftruétion which is already ingen- 

dred by thofe things that do loofen, deliver, and open obftru€tions. And you 

fhall drive away and ftop the obftru€tions which are tocome, if you bridle and 

{top the flux of obftruétive and dtopping humours: whereby it appeareth evi~ 

dently, thatthe laft thing which we have found in this (Compendium of curing,

For he faith, 
that the ftrength of {weet waters made hot, if they be temperate, be hot and 
moiftsbut if they be warmed,they becold and moift. Anda litrle after he faith, 
A bath if it be difcreetly ufed, mollifieth the hard and ftretched parts, and it 
bringeth forth excrements or moltings, if any ftick within theskinne. Thefe 
things being done, and thofe humours being {coured out which were com- 
pact together in the skinne, fo that the obftru€ion and perfpiration impediced 
Cure f be taken away, you muftcometo the cure of the rottennefle. Therefore at 
putrifacti- this time you muft firft corroborate and reftore the ftrength, whereby 1t may 
hi exuperate and overcome the rottennefle, and be able to digeft the humours. 
And you fhall heal the putrifaétion and rottennefle, if you do void and em- 
ptic out by all means that which is corrupted and putrified. That whichis left 
fill within, you muft bring to an exquifite mean by moderate’ motions, and 
cool breathings: and you fhall work the emptying out of your humours by 
Gure of the Urine, egeltions, vomiting and {weats. Laft of all, you mutt proceed to the cu- 
feaver. . ting ofthe feaver, which muft be done by cooling things. For every feaver, 
infomuch as it isa feaver, muft be remedied by cooling and moiftning things. 
But to know how each of thefe things fhould be rightly done, it is partly re- 
hearfed before, and partly it fhall follow hereafter. In continual] feavers, whofe 
{tate or vigor of the difeafe will come.at the fartheft within feven daies, if their 
firength be luity, and their age agreeing to ir, you muft ordain them a very 
Diet. exquifire and thinne diet. But in the continuall feavers, whofe vigour, force, and 
{tate is longer then feven daies after the beginning, or if vettue be weak and 
feeble, atthe firft you muft feed them liberally ; when the vigour and ftate 
draweth near, their diet muft be more {carce, but in the ftate and vigour of the 
difeafe, you muft feed them moft thinly and fcarcely. Afterward again, aug- 
ment his diet, and feed him moft, increafing his diet in like cafe asthe vigour 
and ftate of the feaver doth diminith, as Hippocrates faith in the firft Se&ion of 
his Aphorifmes.

Of a burning Feaver. 


renians A® DENS Febrisin Latine, Caufos in Greek, in Englith it is called a con- 
Tertiand. tinuall Tertian or a burning feaver : ir is of the kinde of continuall feavers, 
as is declared in the former Chaprer: and it is caufed when cholez putrifiech 
and rotteth withinthe veins. Therefore it agreeth with an exquifite intermit- 
ting Tertian, becaufe it is ingendred of the fame humour that the other is. But 
Difference Yet it differeth from it, in that in an intermitting Tertian the choler is Care 
Lésweon & ried all over the body, but in a burning feaver the choler is contained in the 
burning veflels together with the bloud. Hereupon it cometh that the fits in a burne 
feaver and ing feaver do not :intermit nor flake: but when the choler in them is ftirred 
aTertian. molt vehemently, and is driven about by nature waxing ftrong, thenthere is 
wont to come vehement cold and rigour, and the feaverendeth. Which Hippo- 
crates declareth 4 Aphorif-58. faying, He that is taken witha burning feaver, 
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if ir be vehement cold, and rigour come upon it to him, he is delivered fromthe 


difeate. A burning feaver is known by thele figns: their tongue thar have Signs. 


this feaver is dry, grofle, rough and black, there is gnawing of the’ ftomack, 
intolerable thirft, watchings, and allo many times raving, and egeftions of the 
womb be liquid and pale: which figns Hippocrates rehearfeth im Libr. 4. Vick. 
Acitoyum. ‘They which have this feaver, let themlye inacold place, andina 
{weet ayr, from whence pure winde cometh. Alfo let him lye in a foft feather- 
bed, which muft be made often: let the coverings be very thin and clean, 
which muft be continually changed, and let his bed be of a grear -widenefle, 
that he may eafily move his members that be hot to other cold places of the 
bed. And if the ayr-be quiet, f{tirre it with a fanne, or {uch like. You mutt give 
him meats that have vertue to cool and moiften, as is, Lettuce, Gourds,Sorrell, 
Ptifan broth, and fuch like. Let his drink be water, wherein alittle Cinamon 
hath been fodden, or Verjuyce. Ifthe fick have ufed it, or if no other thing do 
let it, after meat give him cold water a {poonfull or two, or mix Julep of 
Violets, or {ome Julep of Rofes, or (uch like with decoction of Barley. More- 
over, the ftomack. muft be refrefhed with juyce of Rofes : and other cooling 
things muft be ufed, as ftrewing of the floor with green Vine leaves, and 
the leaves and flowers of Roles, water Lillies, and Violets, and by {prinkling 
and powring often of cold water on the floor up and down. For the cure, inthe 
beginning ftraightway, you muft cut a vein, if age,time,vertue, and ftrength do 
permit it. Hereupon Hippocrates faith in his Aphorifmes thus: In great burn- 
ing feayers, if bloud be drawn till the heart faint, by and by the {tate of the 
whole body is cooled, and the feaver is quenched. In many alfo a laxe is cau- 
fed, and {weats flow forth. Afterward let the breaft and ftomack be nourifhed 
with Dates braied with oyl of Rofes, or of Quinces, or of water-Lillies. Alfo 
other cooling medicines be good, as be Vine-buds braied, Endive, Succory,

Knorgrafle, Lettuce, Sorrell, Vine-leaves,and fuch like. Alfo a fine napkin folded medicines. 


together and dipped in oyl and water made hor, and applied to the breaft and 
ftomack,it ceafeth the burning of feavers marvelloufly. Alfo a handfull of wool 
foaked in water and oyl of Rofes heat greatly, and being holden up aloft to. drop 
upon the breaft, doth eafily quench the vehemency of the burning heat. Thefe 
things muft be hot, for warm things do diffolve the ftrength and vigour of the 
members. Neither thall you rafhly alfo commix Vinegar againit vehement 
burning feavers. Youmay not apply epithemes nor other cooling medicines 
in the beginning and encreafing of the fit: for at that time the effect of the ba- 
dy is driven about,and the heat is in the inward members : therefore cold things 
applyed do drive the heat to-the innermoft parts; and be an occafion of great= 
er hurt : for fiery heatbeing opprefled and ftopped within, it raifeth a more 
vehement and burning heat again. Therefore in the force, ftrength, and vigour 
ofthe firs, when the heat is already {pread over all the body, thefe cold things 


may be well applied : forthen the refidue of the univerfali heat which remain-- 


eth about the inward members may be really quenched. Hereupon the Pati- : 


ent will beginto breathe better, and fhall be troubled with an eafier thirft. 
Alfo fome by breathing out of a deawy vapour do fall on {leep. The epicheme

a burning feaver without any {welling tending tothe nature of an infamma- 
tion or Eryfipelas, but if figns of conco@ion do appear in the Urine, it is much 
mote convenient forthe Patient. Letthe fick which ira vehement burning 
feaver defireth to ufe a cold bath 3 be young,and of a moderate ftate of the body, 
as alfo Hippocrates witnefleth and monifheth. Neither let it be done to him in 
Sommer time, and in hot times of the year, and in the vigour and ftrength of 
the feaver, and ler it be one that hath ufed to wath in cold water in his health. 
But when the feaver waxeth more moderate, arid vertue is ftronger, and if there 
befigns of concotion together with it, a bath of {weet and temperate water is 


fufficient, and doth good. For anointings, oyl of Cammomill doth good, {pe- 


cially if the weather be cold. But the abundance of matter whereof you fhould 


make competent remedies againft burning feavers, you fhall finde in the Cha 
pters following. ;

Of a pure intermitring Tertian. 


| oi quifita Tertiana febris intermittens in Latine, an exquifite and pure inter- 

mitting Tertian feaver in Englifh, it is caufed of choler carried by the fen- 
fible parts of the-body, and by the proper nature of it, it remaineth pure, fin- 
cere, and unmixed: Therefore feeing it is ingendred of choler that is Ginccre and 
pure, and not commixed with any other humour, it is called of the Phyficians 
exquifire. This féaver ingendreth in.perfons that be cholerick by nature, and in 
their flourifhing age, in Summertime, in her and dry regions, and whenthe 
weather is hot and dry, and in bodies opprefied with labours, watchings, cares, 
deep thoughts; and burnings of the Sun. Alfothis feaver by and by in the be- 
ginning, and inevery fit caufeth a vehement cold, rigour, and ftiffenefle, and 


Differen- by this means ‘it differeth from a burning feaver, as is before rehearfed. And 
ees of cold~the cold in this feaver differeth fromthe cold ina Quartane feaver, thus, be= 
neffe in @ cauferin this feaver the Patient thinketh his body were pricked, and as it were

ment rigour and.cold. For as it proceedeth forward and increafeth, fo alfothe 
rigour and cold increafeth, andthe Patient doth nor feel pricking, butrather 
feeleth great cold, and as it were-nipped to the bone with ir. There is.ina 
Tertian feaver, an exact and perfeét order and equality of the pulfes: but yet 
inthe increafing of the fits, thepulfes are raifed and provoked to vehemencie, 
greatneffe, and frequency. Moreover, in the vigour.and force of the feaver, jit 
caufeth thirft,and burneth up the Patient, fothat hecaiteth off the cloathes to 
make him bare and naked, and he breacheth largely and often, and he bloweth 
out as it werea flame of fire, and requireth to drink cold water. Afterward 
the heat {preadeth equally all over the body, fo that the brealt isino better 
then the extreme’parts and members. Ard when youlay your hand upon him, 

at the firft touching you thall feel much gnawing and biting heat, burfting 
out-as it were with a certain vapour and moifture: (but not long after your 
hand will vanguifhic, if you hold it ftill. Moreover, there followeth this 
feaver vomiting of choler, and the belly islaxative, andthey pifle urine that is 
cholerick, fubrufe, and fomewhat hollow, and moderately thick. Alfo-their 
urine hath by and by a white cloud,or a laudable fublation in the midit. Ifthe 
urine be redder, and if inthe firft it there do appear neither fublation in the 
midft, nor cloud, the feaver will extend and remain feven fits. Moreover, this 
feaver leaveth off till another.fit, when the fit hath endured the {pace of twelve 
hours at the moft.EFor this is the longeft time of a fit in trueand pure Tertians. 

But fometime the fit is fhorter thenthe aforefaid {pace.of time, having diffe~ 
rence more or lefle aecording tothe quantity and quality ef choler within, 

or becaufe of the ftrength of the Patient, or through the prefentafle& ofthe 
Patients body at that prefent time. Therefore we.name that anrexact and puce 
Terrian feaver which endeth his fit within twelve hours, but that which hath 
alonger fit, is not called an exquifire Tertian, but an extended and jftretched sjens of 
out Tertian. And if the feaver doth invade the: Patient,daily with vehement 4 double 
rigour and cold, and with che figns aforefaid of the urine and pulfes, as allo of Tertign, 
other things afore rehearfed, then it is called duplex Tertiana,a double Tertian. 
But.as for.an exquifite Tertian, becaule.it isingendred of pure choler moved 
about, you muft moiften-it and cool it, as much as you may poffibly by all 
means. ‘For thisyhumour.( as Galen witnefleth ) is the hotteft and drieft among 

all the other. that be inthe body. ‘Let the fick lie therefore in acold.place, a- 
gainft a {weet and pleafantayre. Alfo.you may not fuffer many to be inthe 
houfe, -becaufe they would make ithor with their breath. Let the floor be 
fprinkled oft with cold,water, and with Rolfe water, Violet water, and fuch 
like. And ftrew onthe floor Willow leaves, flowers of Rofes, Violets, water 
Lillies,and fuch ike. Let the Patient ufe meats that have verrue.and power to 


cool and moiften. And youmuftgivehim {omush of them as (hecanvery pig. a 


well digeft. Ler his pot-herbs be OrachjBeets and Spinach, Mallows, Lettuce; »;, 
Gourds,SortellsEndive,Succory,and fuch like. Alfo give him Prifan brothjand =” 
foupings made with Alica. Of fifhesjler him eat {uch.as live in gravélly places : 
for fuch, befides that they do cooland moiften, they ingender good juyce, and 
are eafictodigeft. Offowls, let-him.carthem that be of foft flefh, as-be chic- 
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kens and Partrich, Doves, young Sparrows, Feafant,and fuch like: but of thofe 
that have not foft fleth, let him eat their wings, which are without excrements, 
becaufe of their often exercifes. “Alfo he may eat Cocks ftones and Sowes 
feet; for they be without excrements, becaufe they are exercifed : and their 
brains, [pecially ifthey be well fodden. Alfo if you minifter the fleth of Piggs 
well fodden, you fhall not hurt, for fo it may the eafilier be confumed of the 
ftomack. Alfo rere Eggs, which be but only hot through,may be fuftered ,fpe- 
cially the yolks of them: for they be eafier to digeft then the whites, and they 
do cool meanly, You may fufter him to cat fruits which be not very hard 
to digeft 5 as be Cherries, Prunes,Mulberries. Hemutft abftain from Hony, 
becaufe it will eafily turninto choler; and from Muftard, {alt meats, and all 
fharp-things. Alfo you muft keep the fick altogether from Wine, untill the 
difeafe be digefted, ani let himdrink in the mean feafon water wherein a 
little Cinamon hath been fodden. Or let him ufe to drink this : BeJulep of Vio- 
lets, 3 ifij. water wherein alittle Cinamon hath been fodden, fh j. commix them 
together, and pows them out of one vefiell into another often. But when the 
difeafe beginneth to digeft, you muft give him in the beginning a little wine 
that is thin and allayed with water, and give him more liberally of it when the 
end.of the difeafe is as hand. This is the order of diet for many, but not of al] 
men : for they that are not daiatily brought up, but do live hardly,and are {trong 
No fleep of nature, you muft ordain for them athinner diet, that is, let them be content= 
in fits. ed with Prifan broth untill the judgement of the feaver. As for fleeping, they 
may not fleep in their fits, butrather let them watch, that thereby the blond, 
and fpirirs, and naturall heat may be letted and ftopped from ‘creeping to the 
inward members, and contrariwife may thereby be drawn ‘to the outward 
parts: for otherwife the feavers will {carce be diflolved, and they will come very 
flowly to their ftate, and fluxes will increafe and be multiplied : whenthe fit is 
ended, fleep is not hurtfull. The Patient muft efchue exercifes, andall other 
vehement motions.’ Alfo let him refrain perturbations of the minde, {pecially 
anger, fear, forrow, and {uch like. But you may not only ufethe diet before 
Curatio. prefcribed, but alfo you muft minifter medicines to the Patient which can cool 
eA decofti= and moiften. Inthe beginning to quench the boyling of choler, andto miti- 
on to dige/t gate the cholerous heat, let him ufe this deco€tion : Re of flowers of Violets, 
aboler. Borage,and red Rofes,ana.M.j. flowers of water-Lillies,M.{. Endive,Succory, 
Lettuce,ana.M.j.{}. of Raifins picked, 3 j. Damafcene Prunes,number ij. feeds 
of Enaive, Succory, Lettuce, Purflain, Gourds, ana. J iij. of the root of Suc- 
cory, 3 vj: feeth all rogether in fp ij. of well water, untill the third part be con- 
fumed, then ftrain it, and make the liquor of that deco€tion {weet with Sugar, 
and purifie it wich the white of an Egge 3 then adde to it firupe of Endive with 
the broad leaves, and Julep of Violets, ana. = ij. {§. commix them together,and 
; make a potion, anddet the fick drink thereof every morning fafting, = iiij.{. 
deifture. But if the fick be more delicate, and do abhorre potions, let him také daily of 
this medicine : Re of conferves of Violets, Borage, Rofes, water-Lillies and Suc- 
cory, ana. {}. Electuarium de prunis Damafcenis without Diagredium, 3 vij. diare 
rhodon abbatis,& j. Diatrion (antalon in powder, 3 ij, of Julep of Violets as much as 
is futhcient tocommix them, and make aloch, Moreover, you. muft remove 
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the caufe of the Feaver, which you fhall do if youempty out the cholerick hu- Vachations. 
mour. ‘Therefore you muft empty out the choler which is crept into the fto- 
mack by provoking vomit. By what means you may provoke vomit it is de- Vomitus- 
clared in the former books- The choler which is carried downward, it is belt 
to empty ir out by a lask of the womb, which alfo is wont to come fome- 
time of it felf in an exquifite Tertian. Vomiting fhould be provoked chiefly 
in the beginning of the fir, for at that time nature is wont to thruit in choler 
thither : asin the declination and flaking of the fit, nature thrufteth it to the 
neather parts, andtothe skin. Therefore at that time you muft caft in aneafie 
and foft clyfter, that it may both bring out the cholet cafily, and that alfo by his 
gentlenefie, the fharpnefie of the choler, which is wont to vex and gnaw the 
guts, may be ftopped and broken. Make therefore fuch a clyfter: Re of Mal- Clyfter. 
fows, leaves of purple Violets, Mercury, Endive, and Succory, ana. Mj. feed of 
Purflain, and of Melons, ana. 3 ij. (}. feeth them all-in a fufficient quantity of 
water, till the third part be confumed : ftrain it, and adde to the liquor of that 
deco@tion, of the marrow of Caffia fiftula newly drawn, 3j. oy! of Violets,  iij- 
common falt, 3 j. {§. commix them and make aclyfter. Alfo you muft empty 
out choler by provoking Urine, and fweats, (pecially if it be carried thither by 
nature. This thing you may well do by medicines that provoke urine, but not 
by all fuch, but by thofe that can do it without drying. Therefore you mult Provokers 
provoke Urine with potions, wherein Apinm or Dill hath been infufed or wet. of urine. 
And if figns of concoétion do appear, then you may minifter wormwood- fafe- Abfyuthii. 
ly, which isa fpeciall remedy for the ftomack. when it is vexed with choler, 
{pecially if you take of the tops of itas muchas is fufficient, and infufe it in 
Melicratum, that is, wine and hony fodden together : for it purgeth choler out 
of the womb and ftomack by egeftion, and out of the veins it purgeth it by 
Urine. You fhall provoke fweating with this and {uch like medicines : Re roots T'o provoke 
of Apium, Sperage, and Succory,ana,3 (3. of the feeds of Parfly, Fennell, Bru(- (wear. 
cus, and Lavage, ana. ij. black Cicers, % ij. Dill, M. f. fecth allin fuffici- 
ent quantity of water that runneth, unto the third part : then let it be ftrained 
and make it (weet with Sugar, adding to it Oximed compojitum, & ij. and make 
a potion. Or beat all the aforefaid things into powder, and minifter of it eve- 
ty time, J j- or Z j- . with 3 ij. of Oximel fimplex. Thefe medicines which 
provoke {weat, muft be miniftred in the declination of the fir, or on that 
day that the fick hath not this feaver.. For this purpofe all annointings with 
oyls of Cummomill, Dill, and fuch like, arenora little profitable. Moreover, Baths of 
hot baths of {weet and potable water do profit two waics, both becaule [weet wa- 
they provoke out fome of the choler, as alfobecaufe of their qualities, they ters. 
do much good : for fuch baths do moiften and cool. But baths of fea-waters, 
falt-water, falt-peter-water, and brimftone-water, they bring out more choler, 
but they profit much leffe then potable waters. Therefore it is beft not to call 
them profitable, feeing they do more hurt by drying, then they do good 
by emptying and voiding: for the remedies muft have contrary qualities 
tothe humours that have invaded “againit nature: for that doth more good 
then the emptying by any means Cas Galen witneffeth ad Glauconem) by 
the words it is evident, that emptyings and purgings in an exquifite Ter- 
tians 
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tian,do but little pleafe Galen: {pecially thofe emptyings that are done by blond- 
letting,and by a vehement purging medicine 3 for all fuch kinde of purging me- 
dicines be of a hot faculty and quality. But fecing this feaver is the hotteg of al] 
other, therefore it rather defireth to be cooled and moiftned » then to be yehe- 
mently purged. It rather permitteth and requireth emptyings by other means, 
and {pecially when nature laboureth and aflayeth to drive out the humour. Alfo 
nature muft be holpen, if of her felf the be not able to perform her intent, As 
for a bath, this is the effe& and {cope of ir, thereby to have the body wer and 
moiitned. Therefore you muft ftrew in,neither Salt~peter,nor Salt,nor Muftard 
feed, but it is ood to pour much oyl, being made hor,upon the Patient, and to 
bring him into the bath, and to wath him. And if he will (wm in it, you may 
fufter him to do it as long as he can. And they that are delighted in bathing, if 
you fuffer them to wath twice in aday, you fhall nordoamifle. But you muft 
have this in memory, that it be done opportunately, and in due time.for if G ens 
of concoction do now appear, then if you wath him oftner, you fhall not erre 
from Galens do@rine. 

CHAP: WVITL 


Againft the baftardly Tertian. 


Baftardly Tectian is caufed, when choler is mixed for the moft part with 
A\feax Hereupon it cometh that all the figns of this feaver do not des 
clare the nature of pure and fincere choler, as in quifite Tertian they do. 
In this feaver alfo the time of the fits doth exceed twelve hours, neither is this 


judged in {even fits, as an exquifite Tertian is. Moreover, in this baftardly 
Tertian, the figns of conco@ion “do appear more flowly, neither is there 
fuch great heat in the vigour and ftate of this feaver as in the exquifite Ter- 
tian. Befides all thefe, it doth not end with abundance of {weat,as an exquifite 
Tertian doth. Therefore the diet in this feaver muft not be altogether. cool- 


ing and moiftning, as it is in an exquifite Tertian: but let it have ome power 
and vertue to heat, cut, and divide 5 for the choler in this feaver is grofler, 
neither is it fo hor. They therefore that have this feaver

ftrength isdebilirate and weak, and their difeafe not ftubborn for to digeft. 

Let their drink be water, in which a little Cinamon and fome Hyfope or Potus. 
Orxigan hath been fodden. Quiet and reft is good for them, but exercifes do 

hurt them : for this doth call forth outwardly nature and naturall heat, which 

fhould conco& and digeft crude matter within. For the cure, if you may let the Curatio. 
Patient bloud, you may not fail to do it, but by and by in the beginning, if 


| the age, time, region, and ftate of the body will permit it, you muit draw out fo Bloud-Ict- 


much bloud as the prefent {tate of the body requireth and will fuffer. By the ting. 
prefent ftate, underftand the ftate as well of the Patient, as of the difeafe: 
for the fick, if he be ftrong, may fuffer bloud-letting, ifnot, the contrary. If 


the difeafe remain, and be caufed through abundance of humours, it requireth 


bloud-letting, not amean quantity, but according tothe abundance of them. 
But when the difeafe will endure long through crudity and lack of digeftion, 
| you muft draw out but a mean quantity of bloud, that the ftrength of the Pa- 
| aient may be kept and endure untill the end of the difeafe. Alfo you mutt caft 
into the belly not very eafie clyfters, that they may bring forth the fluggith and 
| burtfull matter, and make them thus: Be Mallowes, Mercury, leaves of Vio- 
lets, Origan, and Hyfope, ana.M.j, feed of Cardamum, 3 ii’. feeth all together Clyfter: 
in fufficient quantity of water, and addeto the liquor of that decoction, Bene- 
| deta laxativa, Hierapicra, ana. 4 iij. Mel rofarum, A vj. oyls of Violets and 
+ Cammomill, ana. =j.{§. common Salt, 4 ij. and make a clyfter. Alfo you mutt 
minifter to the Patient, detoftions made of fuch things as can cur and divide, 
and alfo provoke Urine without any great heating anddrying: as isthis: Be Decomum.

CHAP. Vit. 
Of a Quartane Feaver. 


AN exquifite Quartane is another kinde of the intermitting feavers, which 
is ingendred only of a melancholy humour, putrifying and rotting with- 


out the veflels. This feaver doth not by and by in the beginning invade the = 


Patient with vehement rigour and cold the firft day, but itis like to them that 
are cold in Winter through yehement froft: but when the feaver hath conti- 


nued and proceeded forward and is encreafed, then alfo the rigour and cold © 
encreafeth with it, and waxeth greater and ftronger daily, till the whole difeafe_ 


be cometo his full encreafe and force : and thecold doth not feemto the Pa- 
tient as it were pricking and vexing the skinne, as it doth in an exquifite Ter- 
tian, but there is caufed vehement cold, and as it would break the bones. 


Their pulfesare very rare and flowinthe beginning of the fits, but when the | 


feaver is in his full force, or alfo whenit is encreafed, then of neceflity the pul- 
fes are {wift and often : but yet they do keep their naturall_{lownefle and rarity, 
if you confider the {wiftneffe and frequency coming in the fits. But the mo- 
ving of the heat, the encréafing and the vigour and force of this feaver is clean 
contrary to that in ‘Tertian feavers. For in this feaver the melancholy humour 
is kindled and inflamed by little and little, and as it were a ftone, ora hell, or 
a bone, or fome other fuch cold and dry body. And when that any flame or 
heat is kindled in it, then in the fit it leaveth nothing fumous or {mokie, but 
it burneth and confumeth it. And therefore there is longer ceafing and intete 
miffion of this humour between the fits, then there is in fleam. And the ine 
termiffion and ceafing between the fits feemeth to be exquifite and pure 
without any grief at all: becaufe in this feaver, look how much melancho- 


ly is kindled and inflamed, and fo much inthe time of the fit is difperfed, con= | 


{umed and drawn outclean.. Moreover, in a Quartane feaverthere follow- 
eth not vomiting up of choler: their urines are thinne, white, and watery, and 
as it were ftrained from a grofle matter. Alforhis feaver beginneth (pecially 
in Autumne,: and Harveit, coming after erratick feavers. But you muft bes 
hold both the nature of the Patient and his temperament, alfo his diet ufed 
before, his age, the region, and other fuch like. For if thofe things be cald 
and dry, then youmay look more furely that a Quartane feaver will enfue, 


{pecially if at any time Quartanes be rife among the people. They that have | 


a Quartane feayer, inthe beginning muftbe handled and ordered moderate= 
ly and gently, neither may they be vexed with any vehement medicines, of 


by vehement emptying and purging, for the humour which cauferh the 
Therefore in the begin= | 
ning, and before it be digefted, it will hardly and {carcely follow the medicine | 
that |

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that draweth it : and that becaufe of his grofleneffe and coldnefle, and alfo be= 
caufe it ftoppeth the narrow waies by the which it fhould pafie our. Yer if 


bloud do feem to abound much, then you muft take away that. And if when Bloud-let- 


you have ftricken a veine, the bloud that cometh out doe appear black 
and grofle, as forthe moft part it doth in difeafés of the Spleen, you may 
then boldly draw it out. For great abundance of bloud being drawn out, 
nature will get the upper hand in digefting the reft of the humour, and will 
make the feaver fhorter. You muft cut the innermoft vein of the left arm, 
which is called Lienaris vena, the Spleen vein, or Mediana : for this veine 
emptieth out the melancholy humor, {pecially from the Spleene, which is 
wont to be difeafed in a Quartane feaver : but if when the veine is itricken, the 
bloud doth appeare thinne, and yellowifh, you mu‘t ftop it by and by : for 
fuch an humour is not unprofitable in a Quartane, but it corre&eth and a- 
mendeth the groffe and cold humour. as well becaufe of his fubftance, as alfa 
with his quality. You muft ordain for the Patient a very good diet,fuch an one 
as isnot windy, andingendreth good juyce. Therefore you muft keep the 
fick from {wines flefh, and from all other meats that be grofle, tough and 
clammy, and flow of digeftion. Moreover, let him abftain from all things 
which-do cool anddry the body. He mutt eat- birds that live upon moun- 
tains, and do ingender good juyce: for. thofe that do live in fennes and ma- 
rifhes, they be unwholefome and full of excrements, and do ingender a grofle 
humour. He mult ufe fifhes of gravelly waters, which be foft and without 
toughnefle: but inthis feaver falt things and Muftard muit be miniftred in 
meats, that they may extenuate, cut, and divide the grofle and clammy hu- 
mours, and that they may con{ume and feed up the fuperfluous humidity and 
moifture. They muft ufewinethat is white, thinne, and meanly hot: for 
that by the thinnenefle ic doth extenuate the grofienefle of the melancholy hu- 
mour, and by the mean heat that it hath, ir heateth the body by little and 
little, which is cooled with the melancholious humour; and it helpeth digeftion 
and alfo provoketh urine. They may not altogether be kept and refrain from 
fri@tions, deambulations, and other accuftomed exercifes, that isto fay, you

muft-fuffer them toule exercifes, but not fo much as they did intheir health. . 


Neither may they ufe friions, déambulations, and other exercifes of the bo- 
dy fo often nor fo vehemently as they did in their health 3 for that would caufe 


perill and danger of obftruétion. But ifexercifes be ufed moderately 5 and that 


in the time of intermiffion between the fits, they will void out excremefits, 
and bring other commodity which Galen rehearfeth in lib. fecundode Tuenda 
Janitate. They muft alrogether abftain from bathing if they can, and be con- 


tent only with fri€tions andrubbing : for although bathing, becaufe it doth Palucum. 


heat,doth profit, yet becaufe it calleth forth humours putwardly,. ic bringeth 
perill of obftruétion, {pecially when the body doth abound with excrements: 
And if the Quartane be fhort, and not violent, it is not hurtfull in the intermif+ 
fion between the fits, when the Patients hail daies be, if he ufe his wonted 
exercifes. As forthe bellyif it can be by any means, it muftbe kept foluble; 
either with his accuftomed meats, or with medicines mixed with them, or 
with clyfters, firft gentle and eafie, and after fharper : for you. mutt. Ancreale

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the ftrength and fharpneffe by little and little 5 as the matter of the Feaver doth 

conco& and digeft by little and little: for ar the beginning (as is {aid before) 

you muft handle and order thefe Feavers gently and ¢afily. You may leek ex- 

amples of eafie Clyfters out of the former Chaprers.

Within certain daies give to 

the Patient Diatrion piperton: but becaufe ir doth heat vehemently, you may 

not thinifter ir daily; whofe making and vertue you muft feek out of Gaien, - 

inlib.4. De fanitate tuenda, Alfo (as Galen faith) the Patient fhalldo rightly, 
Piper. if he drink daily, only Pepper with water: for it heateth and diffolveth the 
groflenefle of windy fpirits and vapours, and it extenuateth and digefteth the 

crudeand raw humours, which are heaped and gathered up together in the 
hypochonders and fides. And thefe things muit be done from the begin- 

ning of the Feaver, untill ic come to the vigour, force, and ftate. And if the 

fick feem nowto beinthe vigour and ftate of the difeafe, then he muft ufe. 

a thinnér diet then he did before or muft do afterward, and you muft com- 

mand long quiet and reft to the Patient, left nature being occupied about di- 

gefting of the matter of the difeafe, fhould be called trom her office and 

Provifion work. Afterward you muft provide and fore-fee the intrails, which are wont 
to be {wollen and ftretched out, with vifcous, tough and grofle humours, 

and alfo with abundance of windy {pirits and vapours, which being dif- 
folved and emptied out, the bowels wax foft and are lcofened. Therefore 
you muft anoint them with thofe things which can mollifie and loofen, as 
be, ointments which are made of Barley meal, feed of Apium, roots of -Ireos, 
Unguentum Rew, and fuch like. Among other, anoint the left fide with this ointment : 
Re of oyl of Capers, iij. oyl of Zreos, and of {weet Almonds,ana. 4 ij. feeds 
of Apium,and of Cummin,roots of Ireos, ana.) j. Wax, as much as is fuffici- 
ent, make an ointment. After thefe things,you muft minifter medicines which 
have vertue and power to provoke Urine, and not before thistime : forif you 
minifter fuch things before the inward members be free from obftrudtions, 
becaufe thofe medicines be hot, they carry rhe humours down with them, 
and do incteafe the obftructions. For to provoke Urine, -you muft minifter 
Mulfa, wherein Dill, or Rew, or, elfe Apium hath been fodden. If figns of 
concoction do appear, then you muft ftraightway ufe purging medicines. 
which can purge out melancholy: and you may not purge him once only, 
but oftner, if the matter feem to require it: for’ that melancholy cannot be 
brought out all at onee, feeing the body is not able'to fuffer and bear fo frong 
a purgation as fhould purge out all that ftubborn humour’ at once. You 
may feek examples of fuch medicines as do purge out melancholy, out of the 
fitft Book in the Chapter of melancholioufnefle. Bat yet above other things, 
@# tius praifeth {weet wine infuled in the inward part’ot Coloqnintida, but fc 
that you-commix with it fome Apiam, or Daucus, to make it pleafant..

na, becauyfe it caufeth a fit every day. But if glafenfleam, which is the coldeit 
} of all other fleams, do puwifie by it felfe the one half of it, thar is, if the 
whole fubftance of it do not putrifie equally, but fome parts of it do putrifie 
} and fomedo not,:then it ingendreth a feaver called Epzalos febris: in which 
the Patient is feaverous, and vehemently cold together, and at one prefent 
time he feeleth immoderate heat and immoderate cold in all the parts of the 
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body together. For part of that humour whichis not putrified nor rotten as 
yet, being {pread by all the veins, or in thereft of the body, ingendreth the 
rigour and cold, but the other rotten part of the humour ingendreth the fea- 
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ment cold by and by the firft day, but in procefle oftime , it comethrather 
like a cooling, thenlike a rigour. ‘The pulfe whenthe fit beginneth is inordi< 
nate and unequall, flow, little and weak. Neither alfo in the augmenting and 
increafing of the Quotidian is there {wiftnefle of, moving of the pulfes, nor 
greatnefle, nor vehémency. ‘Phe heat inthis Feaver is nor fo fharp and ve-

{ter, cruder, more watery, and more flegmatick. Allo a Quotidian feaver 
doth chiefly vex them that be moiit and flegmatick of nature. Alfoit chan- 
ceth in a moift feafon, {pecially in Winter that is cold and moift, and in old 
folk and children. Hereupon Galen writeth, that he never {awa young man 
that was cholerick and dry by nature, taken with this feaver: but they that be 
moift and moft flegmatick, haying a grofle fubitance of the body, and do live 
an idle life, ferving their belly, and given to drunkennefle, ufing bathing often, 
and {pecially after meat, they are foon taken with’ this Quotidian feaver. 
Let the diet in this feaver be altogether extenuating, cutting and dividing.

Therefore. you muft now {eek fuch places, wherein we have declared aban- 


* dantly what kinde of diet it fhould be. In the firft daies, that is, when fiznes of 


crudity and indigeftion do yet appear, the fleam muft be divided and cut, 
and the pores and paflages that be ftopped, muft be fcoured and cleanfed. -And 
therefore you mut miniiter Oxymel, becaufe it doth {coure mightily, it cuttech 
and dividerh the glutinous and clammy humours, and it delivereth the pores 
from obitructions. And you muft minifter thofe things which’provoke urine, 
thatthe fleam (being already extenuated and divided } may the more’readily - 
pafle by the conduits, and be’emptied out. Therefore it is good to minifter de- 
coction of the root of Apium, Parcely, Ireos, Fennell, and fuch other like of- 
ten rehearfed before, with firupus acetofus compofitus, and mel Rpfarum, and fi- 
rupus é duabus Radicibus, and other that have the vertue and power to extenu- 
ate, cut, and divide. About the vigour and force of the feaver, you muft take 
heed and have regard to the ftomack, and {pecially tothe mouth of it. There- 
fore you muit prepare thole things which being applied outwardly may adde 
itrength to the-ftomack, fuch as be,Maftick, Spikenard,;Wormwood, -and {uch 
other like. Therefore before meat, ufe this ointment: FR oyls of Mattick, 


Anguentum Wormwood,and Nard,ana.3 ij.{}. Maftick, Cloves, and wood of Aloes, ana. 


4 v. Cinamon, 5 j. with Wax as much as is fufficient, make an ointment,..J 


wherewith anoint the region of the ftomack. The ftomack being ftrengthen= Bite 


ed,you muit compell vomiting, firlt by miniftring of Radifh, then after, meats 
muft be eaten, for fo it lifteth up the meats, and caufeththe eafier vomit. Af 
ter he muft ule medicinesthat do purge our Heam: for fleam when it is digeft, | 
may conveniently be purged.

tt crica febris, isa feaver wherein an unnaturall heat is not only kindled | 
A Jin the {pirits and humours, but now alfo it is kindled in the maffie, found | 
and flefhie partsand members. This feaver knoweth no pain; and they that | 
have it,do think that they have no feaver, neither do they perceive or feel any 
heat, | 
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‘and uncieanly affects, as is {een in them {pecially that go along journey in

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heat; feeing allshemembers of their body be equally heat (as Galen declae 
reth abundantly in his Book De ineguals tutemperie.)

Marafmodes, that is,confuming and melting Feavers. For Feavers being ingen- 
dred (the humidity yet remaining ftill}° when they have caught and occupied 
the body of the heart, hereupon they are {pecially kindled and inflamed, like 
the fameof acandle withamatch. Atdthis is one way cf “ngendring. the 
Feavers HeGick. Another way of ingendring them is this, when they begin ef 
themfelves by and by, being ingendred as Diary Feavers be, either of forrow, 4 
oranger, or overmuch wearineile, together with burning by the heat of the MT 
Sunne. The Feavers chat be thus ingendred, be not very hard tocure: but fach 
Feavers of chefeas be turned into coniuming and wafting, which the Greeks 
do call) Mara/mos, through the negligence and ignorance of Phyfitians: if 
thofe Feavers be in their torce and ftrength, and not as itwere beginning itil], 
it isnot only bard to cure thefe, bur it is alfo impoffible to remedy them.

vomiting of by ¢§ geition,or it Freatheth our @ mo oift vapour : but when the Qee- 
tidian exceedeth the T “ertian, then cold is inthe cxtream parts, and but a litel 
fhaking, and neither burning nor thirit doth vex him. .But when the intermit- 
ting rT ertiangand the continuall Quotidian be equal,and of like force and grear- 
nefle, the fir doth come with horror and fhaking for cold. And when the Quo- 
tidian is of greareft force,the pulfes and horror wax lefle and gentler: but if the 
Tertian pr evail, by Ble by the pulfes and horrour increale and wax greater. 
Note pavaats when a feaver is ingendred of an intermitting Tertian and a 
continual | Quotidian,b eing equall ,of lik ke force, crearneflesand itrength, then it 
is called an éxquifite Hemitritans sague: but if one feaver do ex xceed the other, 
then it is called an unpure Hemitrice. You may underitand by the former Cha- 
prers, how this feaver fhould be cured. For feeing an exquifite atnite feaver 
is inzendred of two feavers equally dete ae that is, a Tertian and a Quoti- 
dian, you mult alfo ufe a cure Convenient and agreeing equallytoa Tertian and 
a Quoridian. Bur in an unpure Hemitrice, when there is moft of choler, or molt 
of fleam, you muit alfo vary and change the cure according tothe humour and. 
feayerzhat aboundeth. For if choler have the upper hand, you muft chiefly ufe 
the remedies which we have declared in the: cure of the Tertian: berif fleam 
abound moft, ufe the things molt that be declared in the cure of the Quoti- 
ate Toconclude, you muit moft coverthe cure of that which hath fhoft need, 
and doth moit abound ; 3 but fo, that youdo not altogether neglect the pat 
Therefore we need not in this place rehearfe,rhe remedies whereby this feaver 
fhould be deftroyed and cured, feeing every man may learn the cure of them 
more readily according to the diverfity and nature of the humours, out of the 
Chapters of curing of the Tertian and Quotidian.. ‘Therefore if any mando 
fir ft learnto know exaétly and perfe@tly the'curing of fimple feavers, he fhall 

iifo know how to cure compound feavers without any more labour: for the 
cures of fimple feavers being known and confidered, it is’moft ready to any man 
to cure compound feavers : fo that here we fhalf not need to write feveral ly of the 
euring of compound feavers. 
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CHAP. XII. 
Of the Peftilence. 


Shing that at this prefent time and day there be every where Treatifes of 
the Peftilence made of divers new Authours, I need not now long difpute 
here of it + but it fhall be fufficient, if we do briefly declare the caufes,figns, 
and curing of it, as we have done in othef difeafes before. There be two elpe- (aufa. 
ciall caufes of the Peftilence, as Galen writeth inkb. 1. De differentijs febrium, x. 
cap.§. The one is, an infected, corrupted and rotten ayr. The other be hu- Di 
mours gathered through naughty and corrupt diet of the body, which humours 
be ready to putrifie and rot when a man taketh any light occafionto kindle a 
feaver of the corrupted ayr. Therefore the chiefeft caufe why men are infeéted 
with the Peftilence, is breathing in of ayr, without which no breathing thing 
doth prolong their life. For it beginneth forthe moft part of breathing in of 
ayr which is corrupted of a putrifying and rotten evaporation. The beginning 
of corrupted ayr, and of the rotten evaporation, is either a multitude of dead 


bodies not burned or buried, gs ir chanceth in wars: or the evaporation of pyhereof 
fome pools, fennes or marifhes in Summer time. It chanceth alfo fometime yortenneffe 
to come before immoderate heat of the ayr: when the temperature of the beeinneth. 


ayr- is changed from his naturall ftare to immoderate heat and moifture, of 
neceflity the Peftilence muft follow. Hereupon Galen faith, that of all tempe- 
raments of the ayr, the worKt is thar which is hot and moift. Alfo oftentimes pyop,, 
(as is aforefaid ) naughty and corrupt diet ingendreth humours in. the body 
that be eafie and ready to putrifie and rot,and {0 is the caufe why fuch bodies are 
infe&ted with the Peftilence. And then truly they {pecially have the Peftilence, 
which ule anaughty and corrupt diet, and fo be full of all kindes of fuperflui- 
ties. Therefore it need not feem marvellous, if fometime fome one among ma- 
ny ( which yet doth very feldom chance ) be infected with this difeafe, the aye 
yet not being peftilent and corrupt. For they that keep a good and healthfull 
diet, and be without fuperfluities in their bodies, they take no hurt at all, or 
elfe very little hurt,although they be in the corrupt and peftilent ayr : and may 
eafily return and be brought to their naturall habit and ftare. Hereby it is 
eafie to anfwer them that ask, how it chanceth that allimen are not taken 
equally with the Peftilence, feeing every one is conftrained to breathe in the 
peftilent ayr ? The firft caufe why fome remain unhurt, isbecaufe they be not 
full offuperfluous humidity and moifture, but do'ufe moderate diet and exer- 


‘cifes, and have their body eafre to breathe our vapours. Another caufe is, be- 


caufe all mens bodies be not of like difpofition and efte&. For difpofitions of 


-mens bodies. are of many fumdry forms: for fome bodies are quickly over- 


come and infe&ted, and do moft readily fuffer any caufe :. bur fome again be 


-infuperable, and cannot be overcome, nor will at all fuffer the infection, or 
-elfe very hardly. And therefore the greateft portion of ingendring of difeafes, 


is the difpofition of the body of him that fuftéreth the difeafe. For elfe all men 
that tarried long in the burning heat of the Sunne, or that ufed overmuch mo- 
ving, or thar were loaden with wine, or inflamed with anger, or affe&ted with 


fadnefle, fhould fall into a feaver. Alfo wedo not deny; but that fometime great

Befides thefe tumours which we now 
shave rehearfed, there chanceth other alfo, affeCting oftentimes the fuperficiall 
parts of the body,thar is to (ay certain (mall appearings, which they call Pu/fula 
and Bothor. Which although they differ both among themfelves, and alfo trom 
thofe tumours which we have above recited, yet they are caufed of the fame 
humors, of the which alfo they are now called great tumours. Thercfore they 
only feem to differ from them in refpect of theirgreatneffe and {malnefle. But 
that {uch little rumours (which truly a Chirurgion ought not to be ignorant.of ) 
might appear moit manifeit, and eafie to beconceived of every man, I have 
thought it expedient, and athing worthy the labour, to fet down in this place 
the names ofthem, both in Greek and Latine, and allo their barbarous title, 
with a certain rude defcription thereof, as we have already done in the grea 
tet.

. kindes thereof, Libro quinto [ue medicine, it is evidently apparent, that he kindes of 
meant fome other thing by this word Impetigo, then Lychene amongit the Umpetigo. 
Greeks, feeing that truly we never reade in any Greek Author, that there 
were-fo many kinds of Lychene ever agreed of or acknowledged. Therefore if 
we will with Galen {peak properly, Lepra and Lychene or Impetigo, cannot be 
one and the fameevil: otherwileche fame fhould be changed into it felf. That 
I may therefore draw the whole matter into few words: when the skinne is 
lightly infected, with an only roughnefle and itching, that is called in Greels 
Lychene, but in Latine Impetigo. But when the grief waxeth worfe, it chan- 

eth the name together withthe form. But if Lychene dothcaufe manifeft 
Gales, and doth pierce the-skinne fomewhat deeply 3. iris properly called 

Lepra. But if ic be ftretched out onely by the outward Superficies, and doth 7 epyg, 
caufe branny or {calie bodies, fit is called Pfara of the Greeks, of us it is called p/z pg, 
properly Scabies. Although this word Séabies doth extend very farre com g¢akies, 
monly alfoamong the Phyfitians of late time, who do name all the evil of 

the skin tobe Scabies. But they {peak very improperly : for the pure and true 

Scabies, fo called of the Latines, is without all doubt that difeafe which is cal- 

led of the Greeks Pfora, of Avicen alfo Albara and Morphea, clean contrary 

to the opinion of fome. | For that which is {aid of him and almoft o¢ ail the 
Phyfitians of Africk to be sAlbara, is named of the Greeks and of celfusal- 

fo Leuce. But amongit them it is called aforphea, among the Greeks Alpror, loditas 
in which difeafe the whole flefh is not affe@ted, but only the externall parts of Leuces 
the body, even as though (as Galen faith) it were fet about with certain 
feales. Butthefe Alp: (asitisinGalen) in their kinde are of two forts, that 
iste fay, white, which come of fleam :. and black, «which proceed ‘from a 
melancholick humour. But 'thele things we have [poken of being led by the 
confequence of things. For neither Lece nor Alphi themfelves are accounted 
amongit thetuntours befides nature, but rather among the evils of the skinne. 
Which things although they hust very little, yet becaule they do difaonett 
andbring fhame, they are wont to be’ for the moft part.a greater aati?

and wearinefie (efpecially unto women) then many other difeafes which truly 
do hurt, but yet they:be fecret.. Both thefe evils, that is to fay, Luce and cAlphi, 
Gelfus hath comprehended under the name of Vitiligo ( making three kindes 
thereof) although other Students of Phyfick,turning Greek into Latine,do con- 
vert Leuce in all places into Vitiligo, which would more aptly agree, if ic were 
put with this Epichete or addition,as to fay, Alba vitiligo. Vitiligo therefore, if we 
willeomprehend it under any certain head or kinde,is a filthy colour of the skin, 
proceeding of an evil habit of {ome part of the body, which could not well 
receive any: nourifhment~toit felf. For this evil chanceththrough the de- 
fault of the nourifhing faculty, whereof fome do conftitute *two-kindes, the 
one which doth infect the skinne only with certain ‘markes, which do cleave 
faft unto it like unto little {cales 5 the other which goeth in fomewhat deeper,fo 
that it toucheth the very flefh, and coloureththe hairs: for in it there arifeth 
gray hairs, like unto a certain kinde of moffinefle, : this is gathered together of 
vifcous and glutinative fleam :\ but both of them do defile and tain, either with 
theit white,or efpecially with their black colour. ‘The firft fbecies,which is aloft 
and fuperficiall, whether it be white or black; iris called of the Greeks, Alphis, 
by the fame name, -as before, -becaufe it changeth the colour of the’skinne, for 
aagéeves ( whereof aagus isderived ) -fignifiech amongft the ancient Greeks to 
change. Avicencalleth it Morphea.. But the other kinde, which we have decla- 
red to pierce fomewhat deeper, is called of the Greeks, and of Celfus alfo 
Leuge, and of the reft of the Latines alba vitiligo, of Avicen, Albara. Haly Abbas 
only among the Arabians calleth ir Lepra, a filthy difeafe which is hard to be 
cured, yet he doth not declare it to be pernicious and deadly, who hath not ae- 
counted it altogether as alight thing (as the Greeks affirm it)and little differing 


from afcab: neither (as Avicenthought ). perniciousand grievous; but only: 
Small cre- lothfome and filthy. , Whereby we may conjecture, that little credit: is to be 


attributed to words or names, unlefle the matter be throughly -difcovered- 
For one and the felf-fame word ‘by variety of Authors, hath enforced to up- 
hold many diverfe and different fignifications, as in their. Commentaries 
doth every where appear.. But we have fpoken by the -way of the evils and 
defedations of the skinne, only that the confufion of things might bé efchu- 
ed, which happeneth by words mif-underftood. © Therefore omitting thefe 
things, we willreturn unto our purpofe, and with as much brevity.as we can, 
we will difparch-the difcourfe of the refidue’ of {welling fores, among which, 
befides thofe which we have rehearfed» andtouched already, are reckoned by 
the Greeks, Fonthi, Epiny (tides, Hidroa, Pfidraces, Exanthemata, Celfi papula, ‘and 
Pliny mentagra. Fonthi are little {wellings, and thofe hard, which arife’in the 
outward skinne, and Superficies of the face (as Paulus and Galen thought). pre= 
ceeding from a grofle humour, which aré either refolved, or elfe ripined by 
alittle matter which {pringeth with it.: Fhe Latines call them Vari: Galen ma- 
keth mention libro quinto Demedicam. fecundum locos, of -an efte&, which he 
calleth Sfonthofus affedtus, which he faith is the foundation and beginning of 
Elephantiafis, under the which difeafe he feemeth to comprehend the third and 
fourth kinde of that which Celfws-nameth Impetigo. Epinydides, (as Celfus 


Jour, 


fuppofeth) are Peftilent puthes, either of pale colour; or of a black com 
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lour, or of awhite hew, not exceeding the bigneffe of a bean, arifing either 
in the legs or inthe feet. About them there is alwaies a very vehement infam- 


| mation, and when they are opened, there is found a very thick and clammy ex- 


ulceration within. His colour is like unto his humor - but the grief greatly fur- 

pafieth the bignefieof the fore, which in quantity furmounteth not a bean. 

They borrowed their. title from the night, either (as (el/us thought ) becaufe why they 
that in the night time they pricked and molefted more grievoufly, or becaufe be called 
they moft commonly arifein the night. Pliny termeth them blewith pufhes,dif- Epiny Gi- 
quieting efpecially inthe night time. The Arabians callthem Effere, Sere, or des. 
Saire, which words explain the forenamed nature ef the fore. Thofe which are 


| called of the Greeks Hidrea, the Latines term Sudamina, and Pliny, “Papule fudo- sydamina. 


rum. Avicen, Planta nofis, and Almanforus, and Alhafaphum: whereby it com- Planta 
ethropaffe, that Epixyis doth much differ from Avicen his Planta noctis, al- noftis. 
though the Greek word Epinydis doth draw his originall from the night. But 
thefe Sudamina, as Galen faith, lib.4.Aph. Aphor.x1. are reckoned amongft thofe 
kinde of puthes or whelks, which fticking in the very /uperficies of the body, do 
rick and fhoot, not unlike to our common ulcers 5 and they come (as their 
name doth declare }) by many bilious {weats, which bite the skinne, and make 
it to itch and prick like ulcers. «But this affe@ is common to boyes and young 


| men,and to thofe which are cholerick, and in the time of heat : bur it is{o eae 
) robe cured,that ofit felf (without any aid ). it will heal, ripening with a white 
| top. But Avicenthinks, thar thefe defudations, by their defcription, agree ra- 


ther with Celfus his Exanthemata,then with Galen his Sudamina. But he who will 
obferve the nature of the words, will think that Avicen his defudations may well Defudati= 


| be the Greeks Hidra, which the Latines call Sudamina. But we muft not follow gyes, 


the names fo much among the Barbarian and Arabian Writers, but the genuine »Ayicene. 

and fincere defcriptions of the things themfelves. P/ydraces or “Pfydratca, are Piydraces. 
ufhes which abiding in the very uttermoft part of the skin, are refembled to 

bladders excited by fire, which are called Phlydene. Thefe rife {pecially in the 

Thofe pufhes which 

grow in the skinne, firft coming by thick humours ftuffed in the skinne, 


and are commonly called Morbiki and Variole of Galen, becaufe they (well, yforbiii. 
| and wax big, as it were the bud of a flower, they are called Exzuthemata, but yyriolg, 


of Hippocrates (becaufe they do break out of themfelves}) they are termed Exanthe- 
Edymata For axS@-, whereof Exanthemais derived, Gignifietha flower, and mapq, 
éxfudiy ( whereof Edhymacometh ) fignifieth to burft out. Pliny calleth fuch & thymata. 
pufhes,whelks, andthe eruptions of flegme. Bur thefe are of two kindes: for 
fome of them are fteep,and fome go out into breadth. Thofe which are fteep, 
do grow of a more thinne and hot humour, and excite itch: but thole 
which are broad, do flow, and proceed from a more cold and thick hu-= 
mour, and do not awhit procure itch. The firft fort, of the common Phy- 
firiansare known by the name Morbili: the fecond by this name Variole. 
But the Frenchmen prepofteroufly abufing the names, have called the low 
and broad kinde Rubeole, bur the higher fort Variole Hippocrates lib. 3. Epi. 
doth divide thefe kindes of pufhes into little and great Edymata, in calling 
the ftceper kinde Magai berpetes, either becaufe Cas Galen faith ) they oc- 
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cupie a great place, orel{e becaufe they happen with a vehement gnawing. 
For indeed thefe fometimes appear great in height-onely, fometimes both 
in height.and breadth. Cornelius (el[us lib. .medicina [ua,in his Tyeatife of Im- 
petigo, renacmbreth two kindes of whelkes ; the one fomewhat {mall, which 
if it be daily rubbed with fafting (pittle, ic waxerh whole: the other fome- 
what greater; wherein:the skinne is made more fharp, and is exulcerate, and 
eroweth very vehemently, and looketh red, and is hardly cured. He faith 
that this is rermed of the Greeks @yele,in Latine fera. Burin both thefle kindes 
he confefleth that there is lefle impediment and corruption then in Impetigo; 
fo thar he affirmeth, that evil, whole cure is hard, except it be taken away, 
doth change and turn into Impetigo. The Frenchmen ( if I may judge there+ 
of ) docall both thefe kindes, but {peciallythe firft,Dartra. For that evil be- 
gineth to be very round, and after the fame manner. it cometh ( as it were ) 
into acircle, and creepeth flowly. Which whelks or pufhes do agree in all 
things to be thofe which are faid of Celfws to be of the firk kindee Somedo 
conftantly affirm, that thefe whelks fo named of Celfus, do nothing differ 
from Lychene among the Grecians, or. the Impetigo among the Latines. And: 
we have tead, that that onely author among the Latines hath turned Lychene 


Mentagra. into Papule. Mentagra a Latine word uled of Plenie, wherein he feemed in 


the begining 12b.16. to have altogether meant another thing from Impeuigo, 
and that ic was farre away aworfe evil then that which the Greeks compre- 
hend wnder the name of Lychene, although in his Phyfick he hath inrerpreted 
fometime Lychene among the Greeks, to be Impetigo, and the like difeafe 
called Mentagra, hetermeth alfo in the fame place Lychene. Furthermore, the 


Piinl.26. (ame Plinie reporteth, that this evil crept firtt into Italy in the raign of Téz 


berius Cafar, which grief in all thetime before was unknowm to all Europe, 
much lefle unto Italy. It was of fo great filthinefle and corruption, that dny 
death was to be preferred ox wifhed before it. and alfo:of fo great infection, 
that by the (wift paflage thereof, onely by kifling one another it infected-the 
people, but chiefly thole that were governours and rulers among them. This 
evil began almoft at the chin, for that it did chiefly affect and annoy, where- 
upon ittook this name Mentagra.. This perhaps is that fcab, which certain 


Gulen ac- of the Frenchmen call mala dartra. Galen alfo feemeth to acknowledge this 
knowledg= gifeafe: for in his firft book demedicam: compof: fecundum locos, he remem= 


eth Men-

breth a maft vile kinde of Impetzgo of the chin, which.( as he rehearfeth out of 
Grito) provoketh itching, ir aftlicterth alfo the Patients,and bringeth them into 
no fmall danger. For fometimes (faith he) it runneth over the whole face, and 
goeth up to the yery eyes, and it cauleth the greateft deformity of the body, 
almoft that can be: which defcription of Impetigo, doth-confent in all things 
with the AMfentagra of Plinie. But they do greatly erre, which do think that 
this moft contagious Lychene, called: of Plinic Mentagra, is that difeafe which 
at this day commonly fome do call Gallicum malum, fome Neapolitanum, o- 
therfome not bearing any hate or injuryto their countries, do call ir Venercumte 


tanus,¢7 For thisinfection was alrogether unknown to. the ancient Phyfitians, and alfe 


Venerews ofthe former age: and firit of all it crept into Neapolis in the year after the: | 


incarnation of Chrift, 14.93. at which timc Charlesthe-eight, the moft ph i. 
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veible King of France did overcome and win the Alpes, going about alfo to in- 

vade Izaly, although not long before, it had (pread it felf abroad through the | 
countries of Spain, as fome report. Wherefore having as it were the original and 

beginning from thence, it began to be called Hifpawica lues, the Spanish pefti- 

lence : which plague being fent upon the eatrh as it were by the juft revengement 

af God (as we may think) for their filthy.and abominable whoredome forbidden 

of God, hath corrupted and overthrown with the contagion thereof a great past 

of humane kinde. For the fame ficknefle the Magiftrates and Officers tafted of, 

the prifoners and captives felt, the heads of their countries fuftained, and the 
common people alfo were infected withall : fo {wift was the paflage thereof from , 

one to another: and now alfo it ftrayeth and wandereth through the countries 

of France,Spain,Italy,and all Europe, to the great annoyance of the people. There 

are alfo certain pufhes befides thefe, rehearfed even now out of Avicenlib.4. cal- 

led Glandofe, which do feem to differ nothing from the difeafe called Ganglion, Puftule 
bur in refpect only.of the leffer or the greater. There is mention alfo made by Slaudola. 
the {ame -Avicen, lib.3.0f certain whelks, which he callethein the fame place bo- 
thores juncturarum: andin 4b.4.he calleth them almatim,which becaule he fhew- 
eth that they be black, and refembling green corn, they mutt doubrlefle bethofe 
which the Greeks call Terminthi, which a little before we accounted among the 
fpecies of Phyma. Thefe (elfus feemeth to compare unto viri, which be {pots in 
the face 3 who alfo judgeth them to be called of the Greeks belcodes, that is, Ulce- 
rofa@, full of {cabs or fores. Thefe white and milky pushes, fo called of Rafis and Puftule 
Serapion, and of Aviccn, levis bothor, if their defcriptions be throughly confider- 
ed, they will feem to pertain unto the whelks called of the Greeks Iouthi, which 
we in-Latine have named vari; although the felf fame remedies’ which Avicen 
hath fer down for them, be taught of Dio(corides for the difeafe ephelide, that is to 
fay, forthe roughnefle and {wartnefle of. the faces being caufled by the hearof

“Here are two caufes of tumors chancing befides natures agreed of among The caufes 

the latter fort of Phyficians and Chirurgions: that is to fay, generall and of Tumors. 
fpeciall caufes. Genevall caufes are thefe, the flux, which the Greeks call peupeay befides nde 
and the congeftion or heaping together of humeurs. Again, by the fame wei ture. 
ters. there are appointed to be fix caufes in number of this flux, that isto Fluxtonis 
fay, 1. The ftrength of the repulfive member. 2. The weakiieffe of the retentive. cafe...’ 
3. Phe abundance and plenty of matter. 4. The loofeneflé or fulnefle of the Pars pro- 
pores of the body, through the which the Hux happeneth. ¢..The ftraightnetle pellenss 
of the repulfive parts. 6. And the lower firuation of the place retaining the Particule 
flux. Burthefe may be reduced unto four heads, as unto the repullive mem-. excipiens. 
bec, the pact that retaineth, the ftare of the humour that foweth, and the place Humor 
or courfe throughjthe which the flowing chanceth. Bur the flux is provoked:fluens. 
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either by the means of the expulfive member, or becaufe of the fortitude of 
the expulfive vertue, or by reafon of the naturall knitting together, that it hath 
with the retentive member, or becaufe of the ftraitnefle of the particular pores : 
but fome part receiveth the flux, becaufe it is either painfull, or hot, or fome~ 
what weak, or {éldome, and bafe,-or fecled inthe neather room. Furthermore 
by means of the humour, there is a defluxion or flowing down into fome part 
Spatium. ofthe body, becaule it is in abundance fuperfluous, of nature troublefome, and 
_of fubftancethin« But the {pace or place is a caufe of the flux, by reafon of the 
largenels or the paflages, as of the veins, arteries and pores. Bue of congeftion, 
( which is the other gencrall caufe of tumors which chance above nature ) there 
Caufes of are affizned twocaules, that isto fay, the fault of the vertue nutritive, and 
congeftion. the imbecilliry of the vertue expulfive. . By which things we gather, that hot 
tumors happen for the moft part through the defluxion of humours, but cold 
tumors are rather provoked by their congeltion, But after what manner a 
hot Aux excireth the rumour, Galen doth declare plainly and wittily, in that 
little book which he intituled, Inequalis intemperies, writing after this man 
ner: A hordefcending of a flux (faith he) asfoon as it hath once'placed it 
felf in the mufcle, firft the greater arteries and veins are filled and ftretched 
out, then by their means the lefler are diftended, and fo it proceedeth un+ 
till it cometh to theleaft of all. In them, when a flux is ftrongly compa 
together, and-canno longer be containued, part thereof iffueth out through the 
extreme parts of them, and part is {trained ourthrough thevholes of the tu- 
nicles, and is {peedily fent forth 5 and then thofe void places ave filled with the 
flux, which are between the beft and chiefeft bodies. Thus all things pro- 
ceeding of the humour, do wax hot in every place, and alfoare {till powred 
forth. And thefe are the finews, the bindings or ligaments, the {mall films,’ 
the very fleth, and befides thefe, the arteries and veins, which truly being the 
principall, are diverfly and many waies affli&ted above thereft. For inward- 
ly, by reafon of the flux they are both made hot, and alfo are ftretched out, and 
torn and pulled afunder. And outwardly alfo, they are not only made hot, 
but alfo are fupprefled and made heavy. But the other parts of the body, 
fome truly are only made hot or kept down, and fome are affected with 
both. And this difcafe is called Phlegmone. Hitherto Galen:* Therefore in {uch 
kinde of tumours chancing befides nature, which arecauled of the flowing of 
humours, (omething already (at the leait way at the beginning, and before the 
flux did begin to ftrive ) ismade and ingendred, and fomething is yet to come, 
and refteth inthe generation. That which doth happenas yet, is the matter 
which went before, which as yet abideth in the flux : but that which is inzen-

thenin quality. They arecalled by their proper namcs, phlegmone, erafypelas, agendred 
edema, fobirrus.

comprehend three things in it, according tothe judgement and confent of the 
OM larer fort, that is, the quantity, the quality,: and the matter or fubfance which 
two things. provoketh the tumor. By means whereof that chief and common declaration 
The ef- is changed, and from them is taken alfo the particular order of curing. Fora 
fence of a great tumor is cured one way, anda {mall tumor another way. For the difte- 
rence of them is known by their greatneffe and fmallnefle (as fome fuppofe.) 
And one way isamighty Phlegmone, and another waya little Herpes healed. 
Otherwife alfo is that tumour remedied, which is caufed by flux, and is yet in 
begetting, then that which is procreated through congeition, or is already 
ingendred and congealed. Alloa hot tumour, as Evyfipelas, is otherwife cu- 
red then acold, as is edema and Scirrhus. The quantity therefore which in a 
tumor above nature varieth the cure, is either great or {mall. The quality is 
the flux, or (asfometermit) the derivation and congeftion. The mater 
thereof isthe humour, be it either hor orcold. But in the nature of affected 
members four things chiefly are to be confidered, viz. their temperacurg, 
their form or fafhion, their fituation or place, and their: power and itrength. 
To the which aifo may be added a fifth thing, which is, the faciliry (as I may 
term it ) and difficulty of the fenfes. Except you will with Galen comprehend 
and contain it under the laft thing, which is, the vertue and itrength of the rus 
mor. Thefethings therefore allo do much alter that generall order of curing, 
which is commonly obferved throughout all kinde of tumours above nature. 
It istherefore requifite, that in curing thofe tumours which chance befides na- 
ture, we remember all thofe declarations which are taken from them. For

Furthermore, it is cured by medicines that will digeft, fothat a feaver be not 
prefent, and befides all thefe, it is helpedthrough hunger, anda good diets 
although the fick be feaverous. ~But when the body is {tufted either with me-

fore we do eftablith. any thing of this fo doubrfull a cafe, we muft know that 
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there be twokindes of repulfives, both amongf the late Phyficians and alfothe 
Arabians, that isto lay, common and proper. Common repulfives are fuch Repellentia 
as doe inhibi al! flux, keeping under and reprefling the fame; and thar is communuyg. 
done either by cooling it, or by thickning it; or elfe by ftuffing jt, that is, by 
reafon of the thicknefle of his fubftance, by fhutting and occluding the pores 
and waies whereby it fhould flow out,, or elfe by confirming the parts affeGed. 
‘Thele things following doe reprefle flux by refrigeration and.cold, Syncreen, 
Eettuce, Pfillium, Cotiledon, that isto fay, Ymbilicus Vencri, Lenticula paluftris, 
Capbura. And thele allo do dtufte and flop the paflages, Farina, called Volatilis, 
the white of an egge, Amylum, Gluten, and the kindes of gums, to conclude, all 
fuch things as do refrigerate with eafe and without biting. But thofe things 
which do confirm and roborate ( { mean {uch as do reftore the naturall tempe- 
rature to the part affected ) .as oyl of Rofes, Olewm Omphacinum, oyl of Myrtles, 
oyl of Cammomill, Ab/yuthium, Horehound, Nux cuprefi, and {uch like things, 
which being applied, do dtrengthen the affeGted part, and {odo free it and. de~ 
fend-it from all imminent flux. But proper repulfives are fuch, as when the hu- Repellentia 
mours doe flide into fome other part, do.meet with the fame, and dee enforee proprié di~ 
them to retireagain. And thele are ro beuled then, when the member is grown a. 
chick, as attractive medicines are commonly applyed ro thin tumors. Of thefe 
many are of a.cold quality, and many of an hot, but both forts, that is, both Frigida rea 
hot and cold, arein operation aftringent, and binding.

But if 
it dependeth upon both, that is to fay, that partly fomething hath already flow~ 
ed, and cleaveth faft to the place 3_ and pattly {omething may yet abound and 
flow,then it thall be lawfull to ufe commixed remedies,that is,partly thofe which 
can refolve and-unbinde, and partly thofe which are able to bring back and re- 
pell. Forcontrary difeafes being gathered into one ptace together, we muft ule 
alfo compound cures, as Galen faith, 13-Therap. Furthermore, all thefe things 
truly are to be underftood thus, as if a tumour above nature is to be difpatched 
and cured by refolving medicines, or (that I may fpeak generally) by the way 
of refolution. But their cures, whereby we will finifh-all thofe intentions where- 
of we intreated before, according to their divers matter that exciteth the tumor, 
thail be defcribed and declared in their particular Chapters, as by confequence

} PR Ut if Phleemone, or any other tumour doth degenerate and turn into 
of the cure 1) Abfceffus, the cure thereof in the beginning is finifhed and gnded (as faith 
of tumours Galen Libro 2.4d-Glauconem ) by helps and remedies that do mitigate, which 
sshich are. the Greéks’ call Chalaftica, that is, by refolving and remitting medicines : of 
surned inte the which nature and force is that. medicine which is called of Galen, Tetra-, 
abfceffions, pharmacum, being very foft, and provoking fleep: with the which accor- 
which they ding to the opinion of the fame Galen, L1b. 13. Therap. there muft be commrx- 
call Exi- edalittlehony. But Tetrapharmacum confifteth of four things, of the which 
pure. there muft be of every onea little portion or quantity, that isto fay of wax, of 
Fetraphar- vofin, of the gummre of the Herb Colophonia. which diftilleth from the root 
sacunt. thereof, and of Bulls tallow. But in procefle’ of time we muft paffe over a

thofe things which are able to concoct and digeft, orto ripen and bring to 
fuppuration. But thofe which are turned into another kind, that is, into another 
fubftance, and that altogether befides nature, they are to be removed and 
cured by the Artof Chirurgery. Moreover, in removing them according to 
the counfell of Galen, 14. Therap. it fhall be requifite to confider, that among 
all the waies and means whereby we intend to finif our purpofe, we fhould 
alwaies make choife of the beft of them. The beft means and waies are de- 


clared and manifefted unto us three manner of waies, viz. by the fhortneffe The bef 


of thetime tocurein, by curing without pain, and chielly by curing ({afel 
and without danger. Again, that thou maift cure fately, there are three {pe- 


call things diligently tobe confidered. The firft and the chiefeit is, that you d 


throughly attain te the perfe€tion of your labour. 2. The other is, that if you 
cannor attain to the fame, yet at the leaft, that you hurt not.the fick. 3. The 
third is, that the evil or difeafe may not eafily return or comeagain. By 
thefe confiderations, if you will declare the beft method of curing, you fhall 
finde in all thofe tumours before-mentioned, when the cure isto be,ended by 
the help of Chirurgery, and when by the force of medicines. But truly the 
ftudy of Chirurgery in thofe chiefly whieh now we dointreat of, that is, in 
thofe tumours which are altogether above nature, doth tend to the killing and 
deftroying of them, and doth wholly declare after what fort they may be ta~ 
ken away. But if it cannot bring this to paffe, the next counfell is, to transferre 
the evill, as we ufeto doin thofe humours called Hypochymata, that is to fay, 
the web inthe eye. But that which is fetched from medicines, doth’ firft tend 
unto this end, that that which is above nature, may both turn into matter, and 
alfointo putrifation : but this he appointeth in the fecond place. Thefe things 
hath Galén. Therefore when the parts which are troubled with Phlegmone do 
beat very vehemently, fo that now you begin to defpair of their cure (they 


being not yet mattered ) all-the ancient Chirurgians ({aith Galen 4. Therap. ) Ex lib. 4.

And the fame Ga- 
len addeth moreover a lirtle after, that a fhort and compendious cure of thofe 
parts which are affe&ted with Phlegmone is quickly ended and difparched, by 
remedies which can dry and unbinde, which truly doth alrogether either remove 
the affect, or elfe, ifthey leave behinde them fome little reli@,which may turn 
to fuppuration, itis needfull to ufe fome other fharp medicine, which is able 
to bring out the matter; or if che skin about the rumour be thin, and you wil- 
ling {peedily to eafe the fick, you neceflarily muft ufeincifion. And this truly

means poflible, that the humour collected together may be digefted and dif. 

folved by fuch medicines as can work this efiedt. For it is.convenient to até 

tempt the digeftion of the humour by fuch medicines as can profit in that cafe, 

before you begin to cut the inflammation. Bur if the tumour will not yeeld to 

digeftive medicines, and no further hope doth remain todiflolve that which 

is compact in it, but the matter feemeth rather to pertain unto fuppurariin; 

you muft comeunto thofe things which can ripen and procure matter. And bap pefaa

Therefore fuch a medicine being tem 
pered and applied, as is {aid before, doth rarifie, extenuate, digeft, and eva- 
cuate: it maketh the humour that is fharp, vilcous, groffe, or plentifull, and

This doth pacific vehement pain, and bringeth phlegmonous tumours unto 
fuppuration. But while you attemprthis thing, you mut have a diligentcare, 
leit you apply too much moifture, becaufe it is a thing which in the beginnings 

of inflammations, when flux aboundeth with great grief, iris very pernici-

Aphorifme 19, that is to fay, itis an evil fymptomate;if the fleth 
lying round about the naked bone doth feem to be occupied of Evyfipelas, bu 
this, as Galen witnefleth, chanceth very feldom. Again, the fame Hippocrates 
writeth in the Aphorifme following,that of Eryfipelas there cometh corruption, 
fuppuration, together with the dileafe, whichthings ({aith Galex) never do 
chance to Eryfipelata, except it be tothem which are very malignant. A true 
and lawfull Evyfipelas hath four times or feafons, as other tumours alfo above 
nature have : the fignes whereof are to be fought out of thofe things which 
went before. An exquifite Eryfipelas is feldome ended by fuppuration, bur 
chiefly through an infenfible tran{piration or refolution. There happen fome- 
time in Evyfpelas certain fymptomates, which oftentimes by reafon of their 
greatnefle do exceed the very caufe of the evil it felf, and therefore they do’

Of the evils called Formice, and of other 
differences of Verruca. 


Hofe little rumours, or low {wellings, which are feen to appear in the skin 

like little hillocks,the Latins have fitly called Verruce;forVerruca fignifieth 
properly the higheft part of a mountain or hill : but the common (ort call them 
Porra, Leeks, becaufe fometime they have certain threads lying between them 
not much unlike unto the roots of Leeks. The Greeks have no name wherein 
they may comprehend. all thofe kindes of Herruce, but they do call a certain 
kinde thereof by proper names, which be thefe, prpurniee, evporopduss, iAG-, 
Supoy. Verruce therefore of them be called Myrmecia,which are of a large foun= 
dation,and as it were fitting juft to the ground, and when they be touched,they 
are felt painfull like, unto the biting or ftinging of an Ant, whereupon their 
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Myrmeciz.

name is given unto them 3. forthe Greeks do call uvpunve,Formica. Wherefore 
the Latines applying the name.thereof to the Greek word have called Formica 
Verruca,and for their form,and fafhion Seffiles Verruca. Thefe evils (faith Cel- 
fus,lib.5.) do grow.either inthe palms of the hands or in the foles of the feet : 
but thefe take deeper.root, and are lower and harder then a warr, and do caufe 
greater pain,and they fend forth more ftore of bloud,and they {carce at any time 
exceed the bignefle ofa Hop.

By this difference therefore Acrochordones are diftinguithed 
from Afyrmecia, becaufe they are very {mall at the neather end next-the skin, 
but at the other end are. very large and broad, contrariwife Myrmecia (as hath 
Been faid ) are of a large.foundation, bur at the other. end they.are very {mall 
and flender. But thefe oftentimes are equall together with the skin, and Acré« 
chordoues do alwaies appear above theskin, (as Galen 14 lib. de morbis curandis 
hath manifeltly declared.) Befide thefethings Acrochordones (as Celfus (aith ) 
do grow up thick and many together, and.do moft trouble children, and often- 
times they fall‘again fuddenly, and fometime they.caufe bur mean inflammati- 
on: there are fome alfo which are turned into corrupted matter, but they fel- 
dome pafle the greatneffe of a Bean. They be called of Avicen,Clavi,but the La- 
tines doterm Cidui,Verruce albe,becaule they beliketo theround heads of nails. 
Thefe do chiefly happen_in the fingers, andthe feles of the feet, where they 
do canfe great pain: the Greeks.callthem #ao/,bur Avicen, Almifmar. T hele be 
often caufed of abruife, and fometime otherwife.. But Thymion,or Thymoun, in 
Engliflya wart, is called of Celfw, and of the Greeks Verruucula, a little hillock 
appearing above the body, which-at the neather part next the skinneis very 
finall (as Acrocherdon is) but above it is morelarge: it is alfofomewhat hard, 
and very fharp in the top,which doth reprefent.the colour of the flour Fhyme, 
whereupon the name is giverrunto it,and alfo it is eafily {pread abroad.

cord, but of the hardnefs of the skin caufed by labour.

For.as Eryfipelas is caufed of a 
cholerick flux : fo Oedema proceedeth of a phlegmatick humour. Gedema there- 
fore ( Galewdefiningthe fame ) isa certain loofe and unpainfull tumour: or Oedema: 
inisacertain thin {welling withour pain, rifing of a flegmatick humour that guid, 
floweth into fome member of the body; fo that the'fame Galen ia lib. v4. Ther; 
thought of Oedema, that it was a difeafe and no fymptomate:  For-truly we 
know. (faith he) that Ocdema noth: eome-otherwile ‘then of the flowing of 
a.phlegmatick humour, that is to wir, of a phlegmatick humour or vapourous 
fpirit, gathered into fome member, and fometime engendred in the fame, as 
in the legges and feet, which aretroubled with a-corrupted water running-un- 
der.the skinne, and with the evils. called Phthoe, and Cacexiz, which are evill 
habits and deformities of the body. For in thofe dangerous difpofitions,’ Oe

their generation of fleam, and for that caufeare jultly referred unto phleg- 
maticktumours. But although certain of the above-named Abfceflions do 
degenerate into a ftony hardnefle, and into {chirrhous difeafes, yet. the root 
and the originall beginning of them forthe moft part is fleam, € as Avicen de- 
clareth ) yet weewill nor deny, but that fome other humour may fometime be 
commixed. with fleam, whereof fuch:kinde of Ab{ceffions do come, and fo 
there do grow up thofe Abfceflions which are beth compound and of another 
pica inde.

Ganglium (faithhe) is a gathering together of the finews, whichis cawled of 
fome ftripe, or of wearine(s, and that in many parts of the body, efpecially in 
tho{e whichare alwaies moving, as in the midit of the hand and in the feet.c « 
tiva faith, that it feldome poflefieth the elbow and the head, and it doth {eldome 
alfo arife voluntarily. And again the fame Paulus ub. 6. cap. 39. declareth what 
Ganglium- is, how it doth grow,in what members chiefly it doth arife, and what 
figns or tokens do. accompany it, confirmeth thofe very words which we {poke 
before, faying, Ganglinm isaconvulfion of the finews, caufed of fome blow, 


or of labour, chancing for the moft part in the joynts.of the hand-and of the S#gna Gan- 


arms, andinthe anklesand joynts of the feeg, although alfo it. arifeth in o- Zlij. 


ther parts of the body. Thefe ate the figns of Ganglium, the tumour is all of 
one colour,refifting touching or handling,and without pain,but if youdo thruft 
it any thing violently, it is felt painfull, being not deeply rooted,but lying under 
the very skin next the fides but again, if you provoke it by force, it doth fo nei- 
ther before nor after. Hitherto {peakerh Paulus Aegineta de Ganglijs, now we 
will difcourfe of other flegmarick tumours. Thofe Abfceffions which the com- 
mon (ort call Scrofule are nothing elfe but hard kernels contained within the 
little films, videlzcet Glandula, chiefly appearing in the neck, the arm-holes, 
and in the parts above the privy members, where Glandula are placed by the 
vefieis of the body that lie under them : yet fometime (although teldome) they 
are caufed by means of the flefh of the fame places, which through a certain 
kinde of affinity is turned into the nature of Struma, and is encrealed by the ad- 
dition of matter (as it pleafed Leondas.) The Latines call them Struma, but 
the Greeks Chwrades, either truly becaufe of the ftones called Cherades growing

ii the fea, or elfe becaufe of thofe beafts called Sows, that bring forth a GFraCorunes 


which beaits are often infeed with that difeafe. For Scrofe, that is to fay Sues, 56% 


have thick and glandulous necks, and commonly they be ftrumous and full of 
kernels. But Celfus faith, that Strumeis a tumour, wherein under the congealed 
place there do arile certain things like '\Glandula of matter and bloud. © But 
thefe do not only poflefle the neck, but alfo the noftrils, the privy parts of 
the body and the fides. The Chyrurgian feges, declareth alfo, that he hath 
found them in the paps of women. Paulus alfo {peaketh thus of them :. Struma, 
faith he, do arife in the forepart of the neck, or in one part or other both at 
once, either two or more : but-all are included within theit films, as: Steato- 
mata, Atheromata, and Melicerides.. Lupia (faith Guido) is {oft and round like 
unto a Hop, and chiefly chufeth his place in hard and dry places of the body, as 
jn the eye-lids, and in other finewy members the Frenchmen call it commonly 
une Loupe. Therefore if the defcription and cure of.it, (which fhall be afterward 
handled) be conferred with the defcription and cure of Ganglinm among ft 
the Greeks, the difeafes will appear not much: different or unlike: but they 


do greatly etre which do make this evill called Eupia, to be all one with’ that 


difeale called Lupus. For Lupus isa malignant ulcer quickly confuming the nea- Lupus mor 


ther parts, but {pecially annoying the thighs and legs, and it is very hungry like 
unto a wolf ( whereof it feemeth to receive his title.) eating up the fleth that 
lieth next unto it,which without-doubt is.of the.kinde of Phagedana. Difeales 
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therefore ave farce diverfe among themfelves the one from the other, al- 
though in name, they be fomewhat acquainted. Nodas ( as the knot of a rope 

is faid of the fame Guido, to be round, hard, and abiding in one and the fame 
place, growing efpecially about the finewy place of the body. But eAvicer 
in a certain place, defineth Nodéto be dubelcta frigida, and he compareth this 
name with Steatomatra, which are called adipof, and adopini Nodé, fat kernels 
and with Melicertdes, which are called, melitij Nedi, and with Atheromata, 


which confilt of a certain kinde of matter like unto a pulfe, which the Greeks 


call Athera. Bur becaufe thefe three kindes of ab{ceflions,that is to fay, Steatomed 


Meliceris and Atheroma, ace moft incident to mens bodies, and Galen maketh 
mention of them in very many places, we think it convenient (having here gor- 
ten fo fit opportunity ) to treat of them plainly, to declare their nature, and, 
their marks, whereby they may be known, and in what things alfo they do 
differ and deflent, and wherein they do alfo confpire and agree. Atheroma 
therefore is a tumourof one and the fame colour, and without Pain, contain~ 
ing within the filmy or finewy tunicle a foft humour like unto Asherg, that is, 
a kinde of pulfe which is made of boyled meal. Sometime alfoin thoromata 
together wich a foft humour, there are found certain ftony and hard fubftan- 
ces and other things like unto {mall pieces of Brimftone : oftentimes, there 
are found in them cercain things like unto the chewed bones of 2 Henne, and 
like unto hairs wound up together.’ This tumor Atheroma, appeareth in form 
and figure very long,.and fomewhat elevated in height, which being preffed 
with the fingers, by reafon of clammifhnefle and thicknefle of the humour, 
doth flowly yeeld or go back, and the fingers being removed, it doth flowl 

alfo recurn again. And Meliceris isa tumour whichis void of pain alfo, bur 
yet it is round, wherein the humour which is alfo included in fome finewy tuni- 
cle (which they call Cy/tis ) is found fomewhat thinne, reprefenting the fub- 
{Lance of hony, whereupon fome of the Latines do call it Mellifaium, a honey- 
comb. Meliceris therefore doth differ from Atheroma in fafhion,and in fubftance 
of the humour, for both the form is more round » and the fubftance of the huz 


. mour mote flender. This hony tumour therefore is further extended then Athe.

rema, and by prefling it with the fingers, it doth {peedily give place, and when 
the fingers are removed, it doth with the like celerity return to the former 
place. But Steatoma is a tumour allo befides nature, all of one colour, and very 
gentle to be handled 5 in the beginning truly it is very f{mall, but in proceffe 
of time, it encreafeth and-becometh more copious, wherein is contained 2 
hnmout very like unto tallow, which is alfo comprehended under the films 
of the body.. Thisiis diftinguifhed from Meliceris, and from eAtheroma, by reaw 
fon of the hardneffe thereof, for itis both full and plentifull, and it doth fo 
refift touching, that it will in no wife yeeld to the thrufting of the fingers. But 
let us now proceed’ to declare other kinde of Apoftemes which are almoft re» 
duced untothefe three whereof we have now intreated, Teftudo ( faith Guide ) 
is a great ab{ceffion, very humerall, foft, and of a broad fafhion, after the 
manner of a targev, (whereupon it received the name ) which evil if it greweth 
(faith he) in the head, it is called: T'alparia or Talpa: if in the neck, it is called 


Bocium: if inthe fones, Heruia: but fometime it is found with matter, or with

hid in a certain tunicle, which doth focleave unto the whole head of aman 

(for it is a difeafe incident to the skin of the head) that oftentimes it corrupteth 

the fame. This evil (no doubt) isto be accounted among the number of Ab- 
{ceflions, and comprehended under Mekiceris or Atheroma, but it rather feem- 

ethto incline-unto Melicerts : but Talpa, becaufe it containeth a white mat- Talpas 
ter is rather referred unto Atheroma then unto Meliceris: Notwithftanding

affets have borrowed their divers names according tothe variety of the 

place wherein they are found. But that which the common fort call Bocium,the 

Greeks (fetching their title or name even from the very depth). do properly 

call Bronchocéle : we call it.

@ Villa cArnaldushath notedin acertain place. Thole remedies therefore, which are 
u0VAs ourwardly applyed to them, do profit little or nothing. But thefe difeafes (as

bruife in the body. Now thefe ftrumous tumours are greatly helped by ufing 
purging medicines, diureticall potions, and Electuarics (as they call them ) 
which can dry ups Alfo rhe change of Air doth greatly avail in-young children.

But Struma (as Celfus faith) are wont commonly to weary Phyficians, becaufe Celfus.: 

they procure Feavers alfo, neither.do they. at any.time-ripen eafily, and they 

are. cured either with fome hot in{ftrument, or with-medicines, and often- 

times- they doe rife up again befides their fcarres, and along time after they 

require medicines’ again :-and moreover it fo cometh to-pafle that they re- 

main in the flefh along feafon.. The incifion and corrofiving of fuchtumors 

is greatly to be feared abour the belly, the neck, and the joynts, -by reafon of the 

affinity and knitting together of the veins, the arteries, and the finews, and 

alfo of the-internail capacity, Inthe incifion alfoof great’ Glandule, itbeho- 

veth greatly to efchue that vein which lyeth at the root of them, and doth 

bring nourifhment un:othem.

For truly,{aith he, with the weight thereof, it beym, 
doth more fpeedily diflolve the evil. Therefore inthe cure of Ganglia, it is 

far better to ule uch mollifying and difeufling medicines, thenthe diligence 

of the Chyrurgian (with excifion of the tumours,) efpecially when they do 

grow inthe legges, or in the arms, or in the principall parts of the body. 

For it isto be feared, that if they be cut off, the member is made lame and 
unperfe&t.

ins. alfo was wont notably to difeufle Strume with unflaked lime, fteeped 
in hony, or inthe filthinefle of mens bodies that doth arife. either in exer- 
cifing themlelves, or in Bathes, or elfe in oyl, or Sows greafe. The like 
vertue, faith e€ tivs, hath the filchinefle of exercifing places (craped from the 
walls, which muft be_well beaten together and {pread upon a linnen cloth, 
and applyed after the manner of an Emplaifter. For the fame purpofe this 
helpeth effe@ually: Be of limeand Nitrum, ana a-like portion, of Cardam 
momum and Fenugreek, four, times as much, with hony, and apply it after 
the manne? of a mollifying plaifter. Alfo the meal of bitter Hops boiled 
and anointed with Oxymel doth difcufle Struma. For the fame purpofe 
alfo Oxes dung boiledin Vinegar and anointed, doth notably avail, which 
being applyed after the manner of a Cataplafme, doth marvelloufly dif- 
folve all hard and {citrhous tumours. Rathripe Bigges allo, efpecially of ‘the 
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wilde fig-tree, applyed with Hogs-greafe,do difcuffe all kindes of rumors. There- 
fore by this our method of curing, you fhall heel ail kinde of Strume which 
are but newly begun,and not yet inveterate, as well in children as in them which 
cannot abide manuall practice, evenby the applying of {uch medicines as can 
diffolve, and digeft, and difcuffe. Bur firft ycu muft labour to mollifie, and af- 
terward to diffolve, or elfe ufe fome medicine of a double quality, which can 
work.both thele effe&s together, of which kinde are all thofe remedies almoft 
which are before defcribed. Now if digeftive mediciues hall nothing prevazl 
in thefé Abfceflions, they muft either be brouzht unto fuppuration or confu- 
med, or elfe cureu by Chyrurgery, (as it fhall be faid hereafter.)

of great efficacy in malignant and ulcerated Struma. ‘Tothis purpofe alfothe Anguentum 

oimrment called Anguenttim «A gyptiacum,is very profitable, andthe Emplaffrum ¢© gyptz- 

defuccis (which they call Diachylou and Diapalma) which the Greeks cal\rosvaxioy acum. 

whofe defcriptions ateto be found in other places. But if thefe Abfceflions Diachylon. 

fhrall pofleffe any member, wherein there fubfifteth any putrifa@ion : and cor- Dispalma. 
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ruption of the bones, or any evill fymptomate fhall have acceffe to them, they 
mutt be cured afer the manner of ulcers, with which they have fome affinity 
and acquaintance. Concerning our fourth Canon,you fhall cure gentle, obedi- 
ent, {uperficiall, and curable Struma, very cunningly and fhortly, after this fort. 
Firit, command the fick tolye down + for that when he fitreth, his heart. will 
quickly fail him. When heis thus layed, binde his legs furely together, and tye 
them to the bedfted, and charge the fervants about himtohold his head very 
hard. Thencutthe skin that compafleth the tumour, either with a right ora 
little overthwart feCtion, but that incifion which is drawn overthwart in the 
neck, is altogether unprofitable, becaufe in it the veflels and Gaews are exe 
tended right forth. But you fhall not cut the whole thicknefle of the skin 
haftily at one time without ceafing : for our minde is to ufe no violent thing in 
this our work. And truly in little rumours, that is, in fall Struma, make but 2 
fimple incifion, or divide them with a {mall line: but in great Ab{ceflions cut 
the skin to the form of a Myrtle leaf, then thofe veflels which are uncovered, 
( as the veins and arteries) put them foftly and eafily afGide. After thefe things 
diftend and ftretch out the fides of the fe€tion, or the edges of the divided'skin 
with pinfers, or with other fuch inftruments, and pluck out the films within, 
either with your fingers, or with fome other inftrumen: appointed for that 
purpofe, and fo by little and little pick out Strume, where it appeareth bare and 
unfolded from the runicles.- Bur if strume fhall be wound about the vefiels, you 
muit handle the cure with great attention, left through negligence there fol- 
loweth a copious prefufion of blod. Therefore in dilpatching this cure draw 
one only fide of the fe€tion at once withthe pinfers, and fo by little and little 
feparate it with the point of a penknife, from the other parts thereunto ad- 
joyning: and when you have drawn and loofed the connexion-on the one fide, 
doe the like alfo on the other Gde, and then cut out the Whole foundation or 
eround-work, becaufe of the finews and veflels lying underneath. But in 
thofe Struma which doe chance about the arm-holes, and about the privy. 
members, you muft make an overthwart incifion, by reafon of the doubling 
of the skin. Moreover, in that fe@ion which is made in Strume that poffefie 
the neck, you mult havea fingular care, left either the arteries, which they 
call Carotides or the quivering finews be touched and hurt. But if by the 
cutting of any veflell when you make incifion, the profufion of blond doth 
delay and hinder your work, either take up the veffell with a {mall cord, or 
Cif it be not very great) cut ir quiré off, (as Paulus counfelleth ) or elfe, ( if is 
burfteth not out with great violence ) apply fuch remedies as are appointed 
to ftanchthe bloud. Afterward return again unto your entérprifed labour. 
‘Therefore when the foundation of Strume is brought into a narrow room, 
cut it clean off cunningly and handfomely, -and then Put in the fore-Snger, 
and fearch tke place diligently, whether there be any other Strume thereunto 
adjoyned or not: which (ifthere be any found ) you muft-alfo draw forth 
after thatmanner which we have before exprefled. Moreover, you fhall eafily 
reprefle a mean flux of bloud by applying thofe things which have power 
to dry up, as flax, {ponges, or liniments made of cotton, infufed in cold wa- 
tet,or in Vinegar,or in a mixture of both, (which they call Oxycraton) and after- 
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ward wrong out. But if the feGion thall continue without bloud-fhed, fill ic 
up with the powder of Frankinfence, and apply Liniments, and for the lon- 
ger prefervation of the Liniments, binde to Wooll dipped in Wine. But if What ists 
any full vein worthy the {peaking of be connexed. within the root or bottome be done, if 
of Glaudula or Struma or {ome fuch like tumour, it is not convenient tocut it 4 vein be 
off at the very ground, but to take it up and binde it with a {mall cord, that it’ annexed 
may fall out of its ownaccord, peece by peece without danger. In which fall, uato Stru- 
the cure muft be followed with liniments t but the cord- muft be of [ome mat- ma. 
ter which will not eafily putrifie, as are thofe threads which are called Serica, Cords made 
or {mall Lute-ftrings, for thofe bands which do quickly ror, do foon fall of filk. 
from thofe members whereunto they are tyed. But if when the work is fini fh- 
ed, fome of the skinne which covereth the matter of the former Abfcefli- 
ons, or fome other ftrange thing fhall remain behinde, Albucafis willeth it eAlbucafis, 
tabe drawn our, firft by filling the wound with co:ton, or with fome other 
like thing dippedin falt water. But Gaido, to draw out thefe relicts which re- 
mained behinde, did fill up the gaping ulcer, firft with the white of an egge, 
and with Allum fprinkled over it, aftecward with Ynguentum o£ gyptiacum, er 
with fome of thofe cortofiving medicines which are defcribed inthe Anti- 
dotarie. . Moreover, in all thefe operations, you muft apply fuch medicines 
as can lenifie pain, but amongtt all other things, we do commonly lay on flax Corrofio 
dipped in the white of an egge, and in oyl of Rofes: You fhall fnifh the {cope gp mundi= 
of our fifth rule after this forr: break the skinne with fome burning hot me- ficatio. 
dicine according to the greatnefle of the Abfceflion: But while you attempt 
that thing, you muft give diligent heed, left that the fealding medicine g,g¢icum 
dotouch the other parts lying about the tumours.. You fhall notably dif ex ¢aice eg 
patch this labour, by applying fome hot medicine made of Lyme:or Sopes (pene. 
which things doe happily execute their effets, within the {pace of twelve 
hours: bur though they remain fomewhat longer, yet there will enfuc no 
danger or difcommodity thereby. The skinne therefore being thus bro- 
ken. by fome burning medicine, and the cruit procured in the place thereof, 
you fhall divide the tumour with a ftraight line all along through the middeft 
of thecruft: but you muft make incifion fomewhat deeply, almoft to the very 
quick, andthen lay upon the cut or gaping wound, aliniment ttriked with 
fome con{uming or eating medicine, as is, the powder of eAfphedelvs. More- 
over, although many do apply a great number of medicines in thefe abfcel- 
fions, yet Arfenick in this cafe obtaineth the preheminence, fo that 2 Man py foyicgpyp: 
know howto ufeit aright. But the certain quantity of ufing the fame can-  ~ 
not be defcribed (as Galen hath noted indibro tertzo Therapeut.) Ic is not there- 
fore to be ufed rafhly, becaufe it is amedicine vehement and violent without 
meafare, exciting Feavers, and precuring many other vicious fymptomates. 
Befides that alfothe miniftring of a {mall quantiiy doth perform a marvel- 
lous, and almoft an incredible effe&@ : notwithitanding the common mealure Oyguestas 
or quantity thereof, is the mediety of one grain of wheat in a rong body, Arfenici» 
and inthofe members which are farre off fromthe principall parts: but in- 
weak natures, and in thofe places which are firuated near unto the principall 
members, alefle quantity muft be applied. Butto be fhort, it is better, and 
; more 
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more fafe, rominifter alittle at once and often, then at one time to apply an 
immoderate quantity. “The-operation or effe& of Arfenick remaineth three 
whole daies, in all which time the fick muft -ufe the diet of them that are fe- 
verous. But the affeéted member, and the parts lying about it both for the own 
defence, and to ftop the flux ( which immoderate heat may caufe ) ought to 
be annointed, and allto wafhed with the ointment called Populeou, with wa- 
ter alfo, or with the juyce of Nightfhade, and with vinegar, and with other re~ 
frigerating remedies of the like kinde.’ But when you are certainly afluréd that 
Glandula is deftroied and wafted away ( which you fhall know by the hardneffe 
~ and {welling of the procured cruft) then-the cruft muft be refolved even from 


Quando . the quick, by wafhing ir with butter,and by applying a little wheat-meal thick- 
crufta fhe ed together, atid by fome other fat and unétuous thing that is not falred, as 
asa fwines gréafe, and {uch like. But when the cruft is fallen from the tumour, if 
13 any thing either of Glandula,Lupia, or Struma do yet remain behinde, it muft be 
fetched out with fome gnawing medicine, as with powder of Afphodelus, with 
Unguentum cE gyptiacum, or with {ome {uch like thing. But if there remaineth 

6 nothing behinde; it muit be brought unto a skarre, after the manner of other 

A Fate ulcers. But now that we may'alfo accomplifh the intention of our fixth canon, 
Nagai s thefe abfceflions which have very narrow bafes or foundations, muft be faft 


bound ‘either with a cord of filk, or with horfe-hair, and they muft be bound 
daily more and more, either with the former bands, or with other new cords, 
untill they appear very dry, and voluntarily-do fall away of their own accord, 
(as we have faid of thofe Abfceflions which are deeply planted, and folded 
about the great veflels. |) Butthe band muft be aided with one confuming and 
drying medicine. “The pain alfo muft be aflwaged with the white of an egge, 
~ with oy! of Rofes, with 4nguentum Populeon, or with fome other remedy that 
cafi mitigate pain.. But when the cord fhall fall off alone of its own accord, 
the tumoar mult be cured after this manner which we have before expreffed. 
And thus much generally concerning thofe Abfceflions which univerfally con- 
fift above nature, efpecially of them that have their originall of fleam. Now 
we have here thought it convenient to fet down the proper and particular me- 
thod of curing Meliceridés, Steatomata, and Atheromata, which difeafes are al- 
waies and often incident to mens bodies,and do comprehend under them, other 
certain kindés and differences of tumours befide nature, called of the late 
Phyficians, after certain new rules and names, which among the ancient fort 
were never heard of, as T'alpa, Teftudo, Nadfa, and others of that kinde, which 
Gwratio A> we have exprefied in our former Chapters : in thofe three kindés of Abfceffions 
theromatis, which'do mot trequent mens bedies (I mean, in Steatomata, Atheromata, and 
Steatomatis Meliceris) there is one genetall order of their cure, namely, that the matter 
és Melice- whichis Contained in the tunicle which they call Cyftis, may be difcufled, or 
Tis thar the whole tumour together with the very tunicle may be confumed by 
Hew many. medicines,or taken away by fection. But fome of thofe tumours require a three- 
waies thefefold method of curing, as thofe which containa more liquid humour, as is 
A bfceffions Meliceris. Some again are cured two waics, as eArheroma, whith is deftroyed 
may be cs-. by fe@ion, and confumed by medicines. But Steatoma can neithet be difcuffed 
red. norconfumed, but itis cured by the only labours of rhe hand, that is, by fe- 
ction

&ion onely. Moreover, of medicines which in thefe efte&s have power to 
dilcufle and difperfe, you fhall finde plenty among thofe remedies which we . 
before have ferdown for the cure of Strima. But Paulus doth particularly Lib.4. 
and properly difcufl€ Melicerides with that medicine, whick contaiheth of Curate 
prefied Grapes ( the kernels being taken out ) xx. of the fcourings of Brafle, per dige- 
$ iiij. which medicine muit not be applied before the member be nourifhed revtza. 
with foments. Another Emplaifter appointed for Afelicerides, which e# ting Lib.15. 
reported unto Leomdas + Be of prefled Grapes (the kernels being detracted ), 
tj. of Comin feed bearen very fmall, 3 vj. of Nitrum,3 iij. bray alltogether 
in amottar, and bindthemtothetumour. Another diicuflive medicine ex- 
prefled of the fame writer, very profitable againit Melicerides : Be Salis ammo- 
niasi, of the fcourings of filver, and of Cerufe, ana.ffhj. of Wax,Terebinthina, 
Chalbana, Opopouax, ana. 3j. of Ryubricafinepica, Z vj. of Vineger, % vij. (3. 
boyl the fcourings of filvér, Cerufe, and falr beaten very {mall all together, 
then caft in the Rubrica finopica, which firft muft be fteeped.in Vinegar, and 
melt them together laft of all, when they be all boyled together, and colde, 
commix therewith Opoponax and Chalbana, doth diflolved in Vineger, and 
eonferve them to your ufe. But if in fuch kinde of Abfceflions you minde to Curatis 
waite the humour by applying of gnawing medicines ( which the Grecians call per exce- 
Septica) ivis expedient firftto uncover thein (as alfo in Struma ) by hot-burn- dentia. 
ing medicines applied to the skin. whereof ( faith “Paulus ) the beft remedy Lib.4. 
isthat which confifteth of quick Lime, that is, which is not yet quenched 
with water, of Sope, and of the afhes of Lye that arémade ima ftilletorie. 
There is another more diverfe remedy which may be kept along time: RR 
of unflaked Lime, 3iiij. of Sphecie, that is, of the burnt dregges of Wine, 
Liquid Nitrum parched in the fire, ana.

But if we purpofe tocure thefé kinde of Abiceffions by 
making incifions, that is,by Chyrurgery, truly in that method of curing (whe- 
ther it be. amealy humour, or a hony,or a far humour, or of what fubftance 
foever itibe, which is contained inthém ) we muft obferve one oncly and 
principall intention; namely to take away the tunicle wherein the tumour 
is included.) But in enterprifing the fame, we muft be very attentive and wary 
( aswe have laid ‘before of Struma) that we rathly hurt not and tear in pieces 
the film orxwnicle, whereupon thé’ humour which: was contained therein, : 
Shae Age gufhing 
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egufhing out plentifully, doth both hinder our operation, and fome portion 
thereof alfo remaineth ftill behind. . For if (when the tunicle is divided, -and 
the humour iflued ) the tumour fhall fink down, the tunicle will hardly be 
plucked away and cured. But if any remnant of the hufhour beleft behind in 
the Abfceflion, it is to be feared that the difeafe will grow again (as doth 
Struma) whenas any portion thereof fticketh behinde.. But if any fuch thing 
doth happen, it isnot expedient to few together the Abfceflion, bur to draw 
out the reliéts thereof, either with thofe confuming medicines which we have 
before exprefled, or by fome fuch remedies. Now if Steatoma hatha very 
broad top, and a very narrow and flender foundation, then (fetting afide all 
other {uperfluous medicines ). you muft cut it up quite even by the very root, 
for fo the labour of the Chyrurgian fhall be quickly ended, the ulcer made plain 
and equal with the other parts, and the cure shortly difpatched. 


CHAP. XX V. 
Of hard and Sctrrhous tumours, engenared 
of Aelancholy. 


W E have hitherto difcourfed of thofe tumours which are caufed of bloud, 
choler and fleam: of Verruce alfo, and of the abfceflions which are 
excited through a waterifh humour,and a Hatuous vapour : of thofe Apoftemes 
alfo which have their beginning of a flegmatick fubftance, and of other 
tumours generally confiiting above nature. Now, it remaineth that we in= 
treat of thofe Ab{cefltons which do proceed of a melancholick humour, as 
are Scirrbus, indurated and cancerous tumours, which they call Cancerofi, A- 
poftemof. ToScirrhus therefore (as alfo to Phlegmone, Eryfipelas, and Oede- 
ma) there is afligned of the late Chyrurgians, a double difference,which not- 
withitanding is comprehended under the fame title, videlicet, Scirrbus verus, 
Melancho- ¢ Scirrbus non verus. But atrueand lawfull Scirrhus is {aid to proceed of na- 
Kia natura- turall melancholy. Alfo naturall melancholy is the dregs of good bloud, and 
lis. as it werea certain flimy fuperfluity, and verygrofie bloud, whofe colour is 
black, but the rafte thereof fharp and fowre (as it is not unknown to them 
that do vomit the fame:) it islodged in a certain bloudy corner, wherein all 
the humours are contained, and appointed of nature to nourifh the melan- 
cholick members. But an unlawfull Scirrbus after the opinion of the late 
Chyrurgians, isthat which is ingendred of unnaturall melancholy. And un- 
naturall melancholy is that which differeth from the former defcription of 
the naturall humour, and yet it keepeth within the precinéts of his liberty, 
which if ir fhall once pretergrefle ( they fay) it is no longer to be called me- 
lancholy, but fome other humour. But melancholy ( toenter into the gene= 
rall definition thereof ). isa cold and dry humour,proceeding (as Guide faith): 
Differene of a very groffe portion of that which we call Chylus. But of unnatural! me- 
ti@.4. non lancholy there:are commonly appointed four differences.

And truly they may very firly be artributed-unto 
Scirrhus,if this one thing be excepted, namely, that Scirrbus hath not fach (wel- 
ling and full veins as Cancerhath, except Scirrbas (as we have faid before ) 
chance to be cancrofus: for Scirrhus doth oftentimes degénetate into Cancer, 
and that not without great caufe, feecing that both proceed of one matter, 
that'is, of a melancholick humour. The proper figns therefore of a lawfull 
Scirthus are thefe, an hard and ftony tumour, very obitinate and refifting tou-

ching, wherein there is prefent a very dull fenfe.’ There do appear many other 
figns which doterrifie the dominion of a melancholy humor in the body. Such 
tumors as are truly Scirrbi, in their beginning and firft conception are wont to 
appear very fmall, but in procefle of time they do grow and encreafe by little Fudicia : 
and little,and become grear and mighty,whereof fome do annoy one only mem- Scirrhi. 
ber, bur other fome of the faid tumours do leave that member which they did 
firft infe&, and afterwards do pafie over into the poffeffion of another, which 
thing when it hapneth, then Avicen calleth the evill Ferinos. Furtherntore thefe Ferinos: 
kindes of melancholious humours if they belightly handled, they are commonly 
cured by rofolution; oftentimes they continue indurated and hard, and many 
times (which is worft of all) they degenerate and change into Cancer. The cure of 
But now we will profecute the abfolure cure of thefe kindes of hard tumours a true and 
above nature, which are called true Scirrhi, and not exquifiti, by three {peciall law full 
intentions.

Finally, old cheefe whenas by chance it fhall be exceedingly hot in the bedy, 
doth eafily breed this kinde of humour. Thefe things have we hitherto recited 
out of Galen. Furthermore, you muft diligently ‘beware of meats that are 
burnt, rofted, and fryed, which do vehemently dry up3 of falt meats alfo, and 
thofe which are fharp and fowr, as Onions, Garlick, Pepper, Muftard, and 
of other things of that kinde which do burn the bloud. You mutt alfo efchew 
anger, wrath, fadnefle, watchings, heavinefle, carefullnefle, and immoderate 
exercife. Quietnefle and tranquillity of,minde, with mirth and gladnefle is 
greatly to be defired : and you muft diligently endeavour every day to empty 
the belly. Hitherto concerning the firft {cope. 2. Now that we may accomplifh 
that which our fecond intention doth propound, let us fomewhat confider the 
precept of eAvicen, who willeth us to evacuate the whole body both by bloud- 
letting, iftoo blackand groffe bloud fhall appear, and alfo by-fome purging 
medicine, which can expell melancholy, as are chofe which follow out of Mfe=- 
fua, Epithymum, Sene, Polypody, Fumus terra, which of the Grexcians is called 
Capnos, or Gapnios, ( of the Latines Fumarza) Lupulws, and the herb called Vo- 
lubilis. Allo Caffiafiftula, Mirobolani Indi, Lapis lazuli, which the Greeks call 
Cyancus, the Romans, C aruleus, Diacene, Diacatholicon, Hiera, Rupbi: all which 
things do purge forth melancholick humours. But thefe things which pértain 
unto Phylick, do exceed the bounds of Chyrurgians. Omitting therefore the 
profeffors of the act of Phyfick, we will haften tothe third fcope, which we 
fhall very {peedily difpatch, ‘if we labour to empry out all that matter, which 
unnaturally is compacted inthe aggrieved member. Which truly is the gene= 
rall and principall indication of all tumours which confift above nature : in 
which that leeky matter ( as we have faid before) is not yet engendred. Bur 
this is the only and proper way to evacuate them, about the whith the Chy- 
rurgians ought to be very circutm{pec, and attentive. For truly the matter of 
fuch kinde of tumours, is naturally fo malignant and ftubbern, that it will 
turn into a ftony hardnefle if it berafhly refolved. Again, if-ic be mollified 


more then is requifite, it is greatly to be feared that it will putrifie and corrupt, - 


and that Scirrbus willdegenerate into (uncer, We muft thereforein this cafe 
follow the counfell of Galen and ‘Paulus ( who wrote of this thing long be- 
fore Avicen) namely, that in fuch Scirrhous affects, we muit not apply any 
vehement, hot, and drying medicine, neither any thing elfe which hath the 
power only to mollifie and moiften. For that tumour which hatha fuperflu- 
ous humour, itdoth nothing at alldiflolve: but that which hath a {mall flux, 
it doth more dry up then need requireth. Hereupon Avicen doth well admonith 
us, to apply tothefe indurated tumours by turns, fometime mollifying, and 
fometime digefting remedies. But becaufe that- order was very. tedious and 
hard to be done, it pleafed Galen to ule for the cure of thofe evils, fuch me- 
dicines as had a mixed and double faculty ; which device was more fafe; and 
leffe dangerous. For by this means we fhall both mollife and digeft the in- 
durate and hard fubftance all at onetime: yetinthe beginning we muft coms 
mix fomething withthem which can moderately reprefle. For this purpofe 
Avicen hath fet down many kindes of remenies, which becaufe they are rather 
appointed for thefe Scirrhi which proceed of Phlegmone and Eryfipelas, when

by Chirurgery. But truly although Galen and Avicen do permit this ma- 

nuall cure by Chyrurgery, yet to avoid the danger of immederate flux of Chirurgery 
bloud and of ulceration, yea and of the life of the fick, omitting thofe things, not rafbly 
weought to follow the prefcript ruleof curing, which is only accomplithed to be ufed 
by gentle and milde medicines, as a more fafe way and lefle troublefome, and incaneres. 
tocontent our felyes with that only method: becaufe that if fuch a cancrous 

tumour which is grown toa mighty bigneffe, fhould be cat round about in 

thofe places which are joyned to the whole parts, the danger of immode- 

rate profufion of bloud would ftraighz follow, by reafon of the ereatnefle of 

the veffell and wideneffe of the arteries; which parts ( faith Galen) if you Lib. §.

But if you intend to {care Capita cu- 
off the roots of. this evill, yer truly you cannot do this: neither without hure- rationis 
ing of the next parts, efpecially if you make exuftion near unto the princi- €ancri non 
pall members. Great Cancres therefore, and thole which are inveterate muft ulcerati. 
neither rafhly be burned with any inftrument, for cut off with a penknife, but 

rather handled gently and mildly (as wehave {aid before.) For many men not 

by the applying of any forcible or vehement medicine to take away this evill, 

but by the only miniftring of eafie and gentle remedies; which can, as it were 
pleafe ordelight, have fo hindred the tumours, that they could ner attain un- 
to any perfect age or ripenefle. Now followeth the fumme of the cure of Can- 
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cer nonulceratus, which is yet in beginning, and doth occupy the outward parts 
of the body, briefly in thefe words. 1. Uuprimis, ina Cancre which is but new- 
ly begun, and which confifteth of no very thick humour, nor cauferh the veins 
to {well greatly, purge out the melancholick humour which cauleth this evil] u- 
riverfally throughour the whole body. 2. If age and ftrength do fuffer ir, cur a. 
vein inthe elbow, and draw outas much bloud as need requireth. 3, After- 
ward minifter ro the fick {uch medicines as can purge melancholy downward : 
in the beginning let them be gentle and eafie, but afterward. fomewhat vehe- 
ment, encreafing their forceeby little and little. 4, Ifthe purging of men- 
firuis in women before fifty years of age, or if hemorrhoids both in them 
and in men-be fupprefied, that bloud aboundeth not at times now and then, 
you muft provoke them by all means poffible. 5. In the mean time appoint 
unto the fick athin diet which can ingender good juyce and caufe no melan- 
cholik bloud. 6. 1f you cannot avoid it, but that a geofle and melancholious 
humour be gathered together in the veins,you muftevacuate the fame by turns, 
both with fmple and compound medicines. But thefe former Aphorifmes doe 
pertain untothe Phyfician: now we will declare the duty.of a Chyrurgian. 
7. Apply unto the affected member both before purging, and in the very time. 
of purging, fuch medicines as can repell and drive back, bur when the body is 
univerfally purged, then ule digeftive remedies, but let them be fuch as are of a 
moderate {irength and of a gentle nature. 8. Therefore minifter tothe agorie= 
ved place juyce of Nightfhade, or the medicine made of Pompboligos, or that 
which confifteth of (alcites, commonly called Diepalma, and other remedies of 
thar fort. 9. But if by the art.of Chirurgery you dare enterprife the cure of ai- 
cer you. muft firft (taking the Phyficians counfell ) purge forth the melancho- 

lick humour, and then cut the corrupted tumour clean off, and fuffer a 

good quantity of bloud to come forth, and wring the thick bloud 
out of the adjoyned parts, and afterward cure the difeafe 
after. the manner of other Ulcers.

“There is’ perceived alfoa 
lumpifh heavinefle in the whole body, a dulnefs, faintnes, lithernefs, or flow- 
nesta move in all the members. The occafion of thisis the infe€tion of the 
naturall {pirits, which are the immediate inftruments of the faculty fuftaining 
and giving livelinefle to the whole body :. by whofe infe€ion, the body waxeth 
more heavy.and weatifome then it was before. : Moreover, there is. a certain 
pain or ach, which wandreth throughout all. the body and’ parts thereof. After 
this laffitude of the body, thehead aketh: and again by and by it leaveth the 
Head and goeth into the fhoulders, and from the one’ fhoulder into the other. 
Out of the fhoulder it fleeteth unto the legs, the one of them.or the other, and 
in like fort may it be faid of all other members. The caufeof this :is:a certain 
vapour which beginneth to rife up fromthe Liver. ‘The evil humour of this af- 
fe is not yet begotten : but by reafonrof thar fervent heat of the Liver caufed 


by infeGion there is ingendred a certain {mall vapour, whereof: do:gtow thefe 


wandring or fleeting pains. Thirdly; when the difeafe hath begun, and hatha 
little prevailed, the colour of the face is.changed 3- you fhall [ee the moft beau- 
tifull,lively,and clean complexion of the skin,in three or four daies {pace change 
it into-a much werfe courte then before, and what manner of motion this is, I 
cannot tell.

Therefore I wifh thar you remember this, when yourake 
in hand the cure 3 for thofe hardneffles be moft manifeft and certain figns'of rhis 
difeafe confirmed. The fourth is hanging down of the wuula,the uvula hanging 
down in the further part of the mouth, and if ir do fo much moifture cometh 
to the mouth by reaion whereof happeneth raucedo-vecis, a great hoarfenefle of 
the voice. Therefore open their mouth, when you fhall hear them fpeak.thus 
hoarfly, and you fhall perceive the wuule full of moifture,and (if the Patient 
have no catatrhe ) fay that it isMorbus Gallicus confirmed. The caufe of the 
Hume@ation or moiftnes of the xvula, isthe natuvall {pirits infected and chan- 
ged, which is.carried with the blond of the veins.throughour the whole bodys; 
and becaufe itis fo infeed and weakned, therefore the funtion thereof is. 
weak and feeble in the ftomack,and maketh evill digeftion. Therefore the fame 
fromack aboundeth with fleam in the brain;and it doth not his fun&ion. TE here- 
fore in the brain there is ingendred Mfucus, that is, a skinned cold moifture in 
the-veins,by reafon ef the weaknes of the {pirirs;ingendred of flegmarick bloud, 
with unnaturall| humours. If chey be afterward by accefleof heat adult, the die 
feafe becometh very grievous and vehement. Nomarvell therefore, if this. abua- 
dance of moift humours falltothe wwilz, and be prefled down with moiffure = 
and if the bloud be fharper, then the skals break forth in the skin, the roots.of 
the Hairs beconfumed, fo thar they fall :. ic exulcerateth the mouth, the palar, 
and the nofe, ic perithech the {ealp of the brain, and is the occafion of many 
ether Symptomates. The caule of hoarfencfle of the voice, is humidity and ex= 
cxements which do ftop-and lerthe waies of the voice. Fifthly, you may adde 
the tumours of she glandules inthe further part ef the mouth ;.and when you: 
fee this, be you out of doubt, thar the infe€tion of the difeafe is now confirm- 
ed. For the infeéted matter is how fent unto the head, which is “expelled by 
his emunGory places, thar is, glandules. And fixthly, adde thereunto the core 
ruption of the palate-of the mouth, and of the teeth :.and when you fee. thele; 
look nor to.any greater figns of the confirmation of this evill. ‘In thefeventh 
place I. put outragious and continual pain, making the Patient-eventocry out: 
this beginneth at the two. and twentieth hour of the artificiall day, and conti- 


aveth not fully untill midnight 3. and chefe mof orgucilous and exereme pains.

know the bones to becorrupted, the skinne remaining whole and found, I 
will hereafter thew. Inthe ninth place you may adde tumours atheromatous, 
that is, cumouts which yeéld 2 tough-flimy matter: Thefe‘of {ome: writers are 


called Bumbata.or Gummasa, bya fimilitude.takeniof wees. Ror tin fforbaGal- 
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lico tumours do grow like the gums which iffue out of trees,and this hapneth ei- 
ther becaufe the party himi(elf is not well nourifhed, and heapeth up undigefted 
excrements, or elfe becaufe che Liver communicateth and fendeth unto it infe- 
ted matter. We may adde here in the tenth and laft place, malign ulcers inall 
the parts of the body which ulcerate the whole skin, head, and all parts,through 
abundance of offenfive matter. To conclude, there fucceed this dileate fome=- 
time theireftects, as A/thma, which when it iscome upon a Patient, it declareth 
him tobe pait cure. Therefore never put {uch a one to pain by medicines or 
other means, tor you fhall never heal’ him. Now will I teach you in proceffe of 
time following, the waies how to aflwage and cure all the Symptomates, which 
although they be very hard and rebellious toremedy, yet I undertake unto you 
that I have found out {uch waies and means by medicines,as will affutedly,{pee- 
dily,and without danger ( as much as is poflible ) help and cure them by Gods 
grace.

Of the cure of AMdorbusGallicus. 


Nee after w¢ have declared the names, nature, caufes, and figns of this’af- 
fect, it remaineth that we proceed and declare alfo the cure.And underftand 
you that the waies of curing thereof are manifold and divers, becaufe the nature 
thereof isnot comprehended in any method of curing, but was alwaies opened 
by the experiments of Empericks, for Hap and Hardy have given us medicines 
againit this difeafe. And becaule divers medicines have been found out by 
chance, therefore there be divers waies of curing this affect, of the which one is 
light and eafie,that is; great moving and exercile of the body, which is in young 
men, {trong and lufty,-able to endure {wear, either in wraftling, leaping, dart- 
ing, dancing, or playing at tennis, ‘or {uch like, hath béen a fufficient remedy 
for this evill in the beginning: For by it the heat fo groweth, and the excre- 
ments thereby be o abundantly expelled, that the {pirits be renewed and made 
more pure and apt to overcome the infection : and therefore it is not to be mar= 
velled, if by this means the Liver fometimes purgeth himfelf, when the difeafe 
hath taken no deep roor in him.. Why doth Febris putrida ceafe and takean end 
without medicine ? Becaule perdy, it is notin the found parts of the body.’But 
in Febris hectica the Patients are healed by medicines alwaies which cool and 
moiften, becaufethe afte confifteth inthe found parts. Semblable,in Borbe 
Gallico, when the difeafeis in the beginning, and not confirmed or fixed in the 
inward parts,it is poflible that the {pirits may be reftored of themfelves, for this 
affect is in the {pirits..

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CHAP. VIII. 
Of the certain and true medicine for the difeafe. 


[N the cure of this difeafe,after evacuation is made, the ftate and temperature 
of the inward parts by convenient means alteted,the body prepared by the me= 


icines before fufficiently, and purged, and afterward confirmed sand comforted 


again as before we-have declared: if we fee the difeafe continue ftill, and not 
yeeld roall this miniftration,we ought then tocome unto that which maketh the 
true and certain alteration of the inward parts, and that of it felf hatha known 
vertue, both to alter and reftore the Liver to his naturall eftate: and this is the 
decoction of Liguum Guaicum,otherwile called Lignum Indicum,and Liguum San- 
cium, which medicine was found out by chance, and confirmed by great experi= 
ence to cure this difeafe, the Patient obferving a very flender diet, and drinking 
the decoétion,in which there is a vertue to attenuate,and Power to overcome this 
difeafe. 
CHAP. IX, 


What fort of that wood ts to be chofen as beft for this purpofe. 


Ow fithence it is determined that for this purpofe to ule this wood is beft, 
it 1s neceflary to fhew alfo the manner of ufing this wood, cencersiing 


which you ought to obferve thefe things. Firft, what manner wood, and what 
manner rinde is to be chofen for the beft. Secondly the preparation. Thirdly the 
way of giving it. Fourthly, the order of diet te be ufed in miniftring it. Firit, 


concerning the election or choife of the wood, I fay it is not to be doubted, 
alwaies.to choofe that which is of moft vertue, and that is Lignum Sanctum, 
witich is yellowifh and fat, having no blacknefle in it: and if we cannot have 
this, let us ule Guaicum, whereof there is more plenty. Moreover, in both 
kindes of this wood the mean fort isbeft : we may have it of a tree that is old, 
or of a young tree, or of a-tree of middleage. I call that the mean fort, which 
is not altogether black, nor for the greater part white, neither flender, not 
groffe. I choofe this middle fort, becaufe it hath more unctuofity and oylifh- 
neflé in it then the other which is grown unto age. For if the fame un@uofity 
doth more abound in the younger wood, it is more inconco@ and excremen@ 


‘tous. Moreover, we ought to choofe that which is bet in re{pect of the difeafe, 


to Wit, in a confirmed difeafe, the moft vertufull and efficacious, as is Lignum 
SanStum of middle age: but if the difeafe be not fo greatly confirmed, but light 
and eafie, we may ufe that which of-a more weaker operation, both in geuere 
and sfecie. Furthermore, regard muft be had alfo of the Patient hic ages 
for in an old’body, the old plant is moft‘convenient = for one that is young, and 
ftrong, the middle fort isto be chofen. Fifthly, in choofing this wood, we 
muft confider of the time of the year: for inta cold feafon, as in the Winter, 
we oughe to ufe the ‘hotter, fharper, and bitter kinde, which we may judge 
by our fenfes : inthe Summer tiine, thar which is leffe fharp, and leait of all 
bitter, either of an old or young trees And the ‘marks whereby we may dif- 
sein the beft from the other, of the wood of the old tree, which hath in 
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"ie great quantity of blacknefs,arethefe : it is very bigge, and hath a tofle and 


thick rinde, which fo cleaveth unto the wood, that beneath it can With a knife 
be feparated. For as often as you fee the rindeto come eafily from the wood, 
it hath been moiftned with {alt water, and is of the worft fort. Inthe middle 
fort of this wood, all thefe things appearinamean. Befides this, I would 
with you to rape a little of this wood, and if in fo doing ‘you perceive not 2 
{mell proceed from it, you may be bold to fay, that it is either very old, or elfe 
corrupt. ‘The third fign to choofe this wood by, is, if in raping it appeareth 
oylith, fo that the duft thereof doth fomewhat glifter. Fourthly, you may tafte 
of that you have raped in your mouth, and if it bireth the tongue forthwith, 
and afterward yeeldeth a bitternefle, it is good. Fiftly, take and rape itjand if 
there appeareth inthe fubftance theredf manifett pores and {mall holes after 
you have raped it, and the fuperficies remaineth not equall and found, it is of 
the worfe fort : and if you make your deco@ion thereof, it is clear, and nei- 
ther bitter nor fharp intaft. Sixthly, it ought to be chofeh very ponderous and 
heavy. Seventhly, fee that it be fuch as hath not the whitith colour inclining 
todimmedneffe, neither having the veins of the white part black, but grees 
nih, and of dimime pale colour : for if it be otherwile, it isa token of corrup- 
tion. The lait proof of this wood is, to boyl the rapings thereof, and if the’ 
decoétion be thick, very bitter, and fharp, it is good. " The figns of goods 
nefle in the rinde are thefe: Firft, thar it be taken of a tree whichis old, or of 
middle age, for that which cometh of.afmall bough is naught 5 and we know 
When it cometh of a middle age or old tree, for ic hath great pieces, and large 
cavities. Secondly it isrequired, that the rinde be verythick, Thirdly, that 
it be very hard. Fourthly, that on the infide it feemeth as it were black, {prink- 
led with an afhie.colour : and this isthe colour of the moft excellent bark, 


If withall in breaking ic appeareth black but not like unto Eben, be yé¢ fure 
itis of the belt fort. 


CHAP. X.

VY ftorsthe Phyficians that lived before the laft.go years, were wont to 
keep their Patients. in darknefle, as it ‘were.inadungeon, forthe {pace of 49 
daies, pining them unto bones : and they did well, fo cruell, fo fierce, and out- 
ragious was then this. difeafe. But now fithence it is become more meck and tole 
lerable, Phyficians ought not to deal fo hardly.with all. Therefore we keep our 
Patients ina chamber, where is fomewhat drier ground, not open unto the 
winds,the windows clofed in with paper or linnen cloaths,the-dores not-altoge- 
ther kept clofe. 

CHAP. XIIIL 
what quantity of the decoction ws to-be given at once. 
N meafuring the quantity we obfervethefe things. Firft, how great the affe& 
is; for if invbe great and rebellious, then muft a great quantity of this potion 
be given : ifthe affect be nor great, the quantity fhould be lefle. Unto achilde 
we minifter a fmaller quantity: then to one of full growth. Alfo'confideration 
ought to be had'of thecomplexion of the Patient 5 if his temperament be hor, 
alittle quantity 5 if ir be cold,a great quantity isto be given.

CHAP. XIX. 
Of Excrements. 


Ow am Icome to that part of my-Treatile, wherein I have to (peak of 
N Excrements. And concerning this matter, firft.you thall underftand, there 
be two kindes of Excrements, which are to be regarded and confidered of. The 
one is Excrementum ficcam, that is ta fay, the ordure, whereof 1 have fpoken. 
The other kinde of excrements whereby the body is purged, being of three 
forts, is avoided fometime by urine, fomerime by {weat, fometime by putging 
medicines. Although (in this cafe) it be not neceflary that the matter be pur- 
ged, but thar the inward affeGed patr be altered) yer evacuation is good “by 
the way of urine : very good it were'indeed, bur no Phyficians have attempted 
that way. For (be ir never fo good) they have thought it inconvenient to fend 


-fuch hot matter unto the reins, efpecially if the Patient have Gonorrhoia : for 


then afluredly che difeafe thallbe exafperated, and more hurt then commodi= 
ty will thereupon enfue. To drive forth by fweaty Phyficians do their diligence, 
for a large {weat diffolveth the matter of that difeafe, ‘Some therefore do fut— 
ther and provoke this {weating after the moit fimple and common way, that 
is, by covering rhe Patient, well with'clothes, ‘covering the Patients head; by 
laying him ina hoc bed, and giving biny his decoétion’ warm'to drink (the 
head of the Patient being covered, 1 doubt whether that will do hurt or nay.) I 


‘Can commend it in fuch Patients as have not the head very hor arid {weating 


already : alfo {uch as have puftules, and do fear the fhedding of their hair.’ O= 
thers take bread hot out of the oven; and apply it to the back and fides of thé 
Patient, that by the moift heat thereof they might the more eafily fweat. ‘I like 
not.this device, for the bread is infe@ted thereby, and therefore this is not good. 
Some ufeto laya warm brick prinkled with wine or verjuyce, and wrapped 
up in clothes, and this is a good commendable way, obferving yet this rule for 
the ufe thereof, that-you omit it in fuch perfons as have Rhagadeés in*their feet’: 
in {uch you mutt lay no brick to their feet inany wifes The lat way of voiding 
excrements, is to repell them: by. the fiege. And the Gudicum potion’ is wont 
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fometime to work thatefiect; but fometime ic doth not. “The moft part of | 


Phyficians do (.in this cafe)’ commend evacuation made with convenient di- 
ftance of time by purgative medicinés : wherefore if very great evacuation be 
made by {weats, ler them every eight day be purged 5 ifthey {wear not plenteou- 
fly, then purge them oftner, every third or fourth day,in the name of God : and 
the purgations which we in this cafe do ule, be according to the humors which 
do i abound, as fometime with pils,with Senz,Epithyma,Hermodadylis : and 
fametime with Electuaries,as confectio Hamech,Diacatholicon,and fuch other like, 
as you may finde plenty in the firft and fecond books, if you look carefully in 
them for medicines for the purpofe which you would have avoided. 


CHAP. XX. 
Of Diet tobe obfervedin tha Cure. 


Ow are we cometo fpeak of the diet to be'uled while this decoétion is. 
Ni taking. This dict is ordained alwaies flender touching the quantity, 
and drying : and it confifteth in bisket,which we give unto the patient firft and 
before other things, to the intent the meat taken after it might the leffe moi- 
ften, (and fo it helpeth much tothe cure of the tumours which belong to this 
difeafe) and alfo becaufe this bisket bread tarrieth longer in eating, and yet the 

atients appetite is fomewhat ftayed : and if the ftomack be very weak, permit 
fim toeat common bread of the very beft. His meat muft be roited > and ex 
cellent good, Chickens, Rabbets, Mutton, Parttiches, and fuch like. And 
when he doth purge, let his meat be boyled that day : once, twife, or thrife 
in the week let him have to his fupper bread and great Raifins, as you like his 
firength. Somedo minifter Corants, which Ecommend. But when the €xcte= 
ments of the body are daily avoided by abundance of {weat, fo that we may 
hope the Patient thall that way be perfe€tly purged, then I think beft to give no 
purging medicines 5 for nature her felf expelleth them to the skinne, to Se eva= 
cuated that way by {weat, whofe work fhould by purgative medicines partly be 
hhindred. If his {weat be not futhcient, then it is beft to ufe purging, of what 
kinde youthink beft. (as before.) For his ordinary drink at mea!s and other 
times, let him ufe the fecond deco€tion, wheréof let him take as much as he 
will. But do not you beleeve, the more they drink the fooner they fhall be cu- 
red of this difeafe. And if they cannot drink the fecond decoction, we muft 
fuffer them to take fome ale or beer, but let it not be very ftrong in any cafe, 
‘The time of the diet being expired, we ought forthwith ro obferve whether the 
Kiver be teo hor yea or no : ifit be fo, then preferibe a medicine to qualifie the 
diftemper, as thus. Fake conferves of Rots. of Borage or of Violets, or fuch. 
like, whereof you may finde plenty in our former books, 


CHAP. X¥XI. 
Of the reoe of China. 
No have we to treat of theroor of China, whereof fome Phyficians do 
make very great account, not only for Morbus Gallicas, bur alfo for the

in the cure of Morbus Gallicys, 1 will not ule it again; for I have proved it 
three or four times, and could yet never bring any thing to good perfection : to 
finith their cures they take two pounds thereof. 


CHAP. XXII. 
T he way of making the decottion of 
3 the root China. 


He decoion is made inthis wife ¥ we take this toor, and cut iin thinne 

pieces, afterwatd wetake & ij. thereof, and ¥1j. pounds of clear water : 
we heat the warer, and infufe thé China in ic, for a whole nights {pace, or four 
and twenty hours. Afterwards we fet itto the fire, and boil it to the con- 
{umption of half, fothat fix pounds and no more remain. We make but one 
decoction, which forthwith we cleanfe, and fpread out the faid thinne Pieces 
upon a table, that they may be dried in che thadow, becaufe they are referved to 
ule again. The decoction is kept warm ina pot, fet either upon the embers or 
the hot coals, for ifit remaineth not lukewarm, it waxeth fowr. But obferye 
that the decoftion be made ina veflell with a very narrow mouth: and the 
fame {topped exaétly with cork, while it is in boyling. Of this deco&ien we 
we give in manner of a fyrup in the morning, 2 x. or xij. in the evening as 
much, The ftomack liketh well thereof, for it is a pleafant drink : fometime 
we permit the Patient to drink wine if he have been accuftomed to wine, or 


elfe to common ale at his meat, if he be weak, or elfe not. Their diet’is com- Diet. 


mon bread of the beft, and flefh both fodden and rofted in moderate quantity. 
No purging medicine is to be given before the end thereof, and fo the decoéti- 
onis daily made : for of wo pound (which, as I told you inthe end of the lat 
Chapter,is the full Dofis.of the root) we take daily two ounces,and fothe whale 
Isfteth twelve daies. Afterward we take again of the fame root dried, and boil 
again of the fame every day, % iv. and fo it lafteth fix daies more, till the {pace 
of 18. daiesbe finished.

L you will chufe the beft China, take that which is rough in colour and pon- 
derous, not wormeeaten, nor corrupted. And be diligent in this, for among 
anhundred roots, unnéath you ‘hall finde four good 3 for commonly they 
have two faults : one,that they be {pongious and light, another that they be 
corrupt and worm-eaten. And if you cam/have none without both hele faults,

Of another manner of making of the decottion with Salfa and 
the wood, ana without the wood, and fometime 
with the bark, 


Have alwaies obferved and followed this rule: I take of Salfaperiglia, 3 iiij. 
of water x pintes. I cut the Sal/a periglia into {mall parts: afterwards infnfe 
it in hot water, by the {pace of four and twenty. hours. When itis infuled, ir 
is boyled to the confumption of the on¢half, afterward it is ftrained, and this 
decoction kept for the fyrupe. “Then we take the fame Salfa again, and put . 
thereto of water fifreen pints, an@ without arly more infufion, -we boil it unto 
the confumption of the third part: and this decn€tionis good to be drunk at 
dinner and fupper.. Truth it is, I fometime make the decodtion with wine, in 
this wife :. The firft decoétion being made (as I have beforedeclared }) I take 
of water fifteen pounds or pintes, and the {ame quantity of Salfz, and boil 
them together till half the liquor be wafteds then before I take the veflell 
from the fire, I put thereto of white wine, not ftrong, but.pleafant -in drink- 
ing, one quart, and afrer it hath boyled alittle, Icleanfe it out > and this 
wine I ufe toput unto it when I fee the Patient not much infeéted, and fo he 
may walk abroad if it pleafe the Patient 5 or elfe when his ftomack is much 
infeebled. Moreover, fometime I ufeto mix the wood,'and fometime the 
rinde, and then I take of Salfa, 2 iij. of the Guiack wood as much, and fome-. 
time of his rinde, 3 ij. ( but nor both at once, very feldome. ) Sometime I ufe 
the one and fometime the orher, after this form : Be Saifa, = iiij. ligni Guai- 
ci, = ii). 8. or elfe of the rinde, x ij. to which I put of water thirteen pints, 
and let them boil together till half be wafted. Again to make their drink 
for dinner and fupper, I take of water eighteen pintes, and boil it ro the 
confumption of the third part: when I ufethe bark, Itake even the fame 
quantity of water, although there be of it but 2 ij.. Now.when it chanceth 
me to have a Patient very delicate, and therefore will not give him thefe de- 
cottions, inthis cafe I boyl the Salfa in thirteen pints of water, unto the 
confumption of half: and when it is thus boyled, I have a veflell either of 
the raped Guaicum, or the powder of the rinde, which I beft like of, and 
into it Ecleanfe the deco&ion of Salfa, as hot as is poflible 5 and fo it is infu- 
fed for thirteen hours, and then I ftrain it, and thus prepare this fyrupe. —_| 
At dinner and fupper, I give only the fecond. decoétion.of Salfa. The rea- 
fon why I rhus admix them, is becaufe the decoétion of Salfa.doth little of- 
fend the ftomack, but fometime ir moveth the belly, therefore I mix Guia- 
cum therewith. Another caufe why I mix them, is to- eradicate the difeafe, 
wherefore Szifa is needfull. Thirdly, when Thave one that hath had this 
difcafe long time, I ule both Guiacum and Salfa, yea, and fometime the rindes,

Morbum Gallicum only, but the fame is good for many other afle&s, as 
ina Catarrhe or diftillation from the head, being fharp and falt, in Cancres 
not ulcerate, and in tamours which are hard'to be refolved : and I have found 
by mine own experience, that it yeeldeth» good effect inthe cure of Scrofula, 
commonly called the Kings evill.

a ie difeafe fometime is cured of praétitioners by Suffumigations, other- 
wife called perfurnes,: which way’ of curing isnot to be recommended a- 
mongit thofe waies before-named. Thecaufe‘is this; often and many times 
fore inconveniences come thereupon 3 and it cureth not with fo {mall danger 
to the Patient. Wherefore, 1 have alwaies held it the beft (as much 
asmay be) tofhunthis way of curing, fora(much asin fome it is extreme- 
ly evill and dangerous, as in lean verions, fuch as haye a hot and dry tem- 
perament 3 
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perament 3 alfo in thafe which have ftraightneffe in the breaft, ‘citherthroush 
obftruction of the veflels, or fomewhar dittilling from\ the head: Moreover, it 
is pernicious unto them which at any time have {pitted bloud: furthermore fuch 

erfons as have Peripneumonia, if they ule fuffumigations, it cofts them their 
hove To be fhort, all fuch as are troubled with Dyfeuteriz, -or any other kinde 
of flux, ought ro forbear thefe fufflumigations. I my felf never ufed them; but 
in one cafe or two at the moft, and marvell-you not thereat, for J utterly: mf- 
flike of them. But I will {peak a little of {ufftumigations, they have in’ them 
thefe faculties, and ftrengths: Firit, they open all the conduits of the body : 
for their nature is {uch, that immediatly they pierce the body, in Piercing they 
alter it, they mundifie or {Cour the inward parts, and frft the heart. And the 
brain it {elf is altered, for by the lungs it is communicated unto the heart, by 
the noftrils unto the brain, as by the veins the fame is alfo communicatediunto 
the liver.. And this appearcth by experience | far Sufimenta alwaies Joofen the 
belly; and bring excrements unto.the bowels, even asia purgation; therefore it 
mutt needs be that they pierce or penetrate, 


CHAP. X XVII. 
Of the manner of perfuming of the whole body. 


Par there is none fo ignorant or foolifh an Emperick, but he purgeth the 
body before the ufe of thefe Suffumigations, by one, two or thre 
tions, with relpe& of the humour abounding, the habit of the body

and the 
ficknefle. And if the difeale be confirmed and inveterate, the purgations 


ought to be ftrong, which rules of evacuation you may finde before in their 
convenient place, where we treated of putging the bedy, both in the begin- 
ning and theending. And firft to begin this work with him, even about that 
hour that the Sun rifeth,they give the Patient a couple of rere eggs,and ftraighr » 
after he hath eaten them, a fop of bread infuled in Malmfey, then they let 
him drink a little quantity. Laftly, after all thefe, they let him take 3 j. of 
Saccharum rof. and lye Kill after that a quarter of an hour, In the mean time 
they prepare a littlechamber which they make very hot, and therein they 
make a pavilion or tent, which is made of a thick and clofe cloth ; within the 
which they fer a pot full of burning coals, andthe Patient himfelf alfo fit. 
terh nakedginder this tent ona little feat for the purpofe. And they have their 
things ready at hand, which by little and little they ftrew upon the coals, and 
the {moak thereof being clofely kepr in, flicth about the tent, drying and 
drawing out of the body. And when that which they have already caft upon 
the coals faileth, and is gone, they ftrew on more, and that diverfe times, and 
there they let the Patient continue (fhe can) the {pace of a whole hour, -or 
half an hour, as he can abide it. But let them alwaies take heed, fo lon 
as he is under the pavilion, that’ they talk with him and ask of him how he 
fareth 3 for fometime they {wound and fall down within the tent, which is ve- 
ry dangerous: and if he an{wereth very faintly, take him out in all the uafte 
- youcan, then wrap him ina warm linnen fheet, and lay him in bed, and 
there covering him with cloxhes, let him continue there two hours fpace. 
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And this isthe way which they ufe ot ought to ufe : they ufe to, perfume them 
three daies together, and reft one day §” and then other three daies, and fo.to 
nine daies.

For when this difeafe began to fpead in that countrey, 
Chyrurgians attempting all things for the cure thereof, becaufe they had: read 
that Quick-filver fhould be.of great vertue againit'an old rebellious {cab (for 
at the firft coming in of this difeafe,ic had alwaies ulcers joyned therewith)they 
thought good totry that eArgentum vinum, and that with good fuccefle, for 
fome thereby gathered great riche’. Many fell into Marafmus by thisanoint- 
ing, many_loft their teeth after it : Some had the palate of their mouth rorred

away, fome had the bones of their head eaten, which fo doth continue ftill, one 


in hand feme, whe have been anointed with this ointment three years be» 
fore and whenthey have had fores ( called Gamata) upon their skins, where- 
by the bones have been difcovered, Ihave feenthe Argemtum vivum cather= 
ed within the place: for this caufe 1 commend not this medicine, I have ufed 


it ometime when I could not attain my purpofe, by the laid waies of ewes

feem meet and expedient for your purpofe.) In effet an Apoxema doth not 
differ from a fitupe,but in boyling ; for firupes are wont tobe boyled long, and 
to the perfection, but an Apozema is boyled eafily and little. “Therefore, firupes

SRONT AL E,or Splenium,be plaitters made ro apply to the forehead, either 
“to ceafe pain in the forepart of the head, or to caufe and provoke fleep , 
or to ceafe pain in the head caufed ofa het diftemper ,. as it oftentimes chan- 
ceth in Feavers. Againit cold caufes make a Frontale(as Galen teacheth) of red 
Rofes Reeped and foked in vineger , laid between two linnen clothes of three 
fingers breadth , and in length trom one ear to another: or make it for the 
fame intent, after this fafhion. Rk. red Rofes,p.i.{}.flowers of water Lillies and 
Violets, ana.p.i. Betony and Melilor, ana.p. {}. put all between two fine lin- 
nen clothes , (if the patient be rich) or between twocourfe linnen clothes if 
he be poor : andmake a Frontale well fewed (as it ought tobe) for the fore- 
head and the temples: If you will provoke fleep, add to the forefaid Frontale 
the leaves of Lettuce, or new white Poppy, or of Mandragoras in the places and 
times where you may have it, bur there is but {mall ftore of thefe cold things. 
At all times you may put inthe feeds of white Poppy, or the barkes:of the 
heads of white Poppy,or Lettuce feeds, or Henbane feed, asin example. Re. 
flowers of water Lillies, Violets,& Melilot,an.p.i. flowers of Lettuce, or white 
Poppy, ana.the 3. part of M.i. or of each ot them M.i.{§.feed of white Poppy 
3 it. Lettuce feed, Dillfeed,and white Henbane feed,ana.3 bray all together 
and make a Frontale between the courfe and fine linnen clothes well fewed 
and batted in right order. T o the former Frontale Mclilot and Dil feed is added 
to comfort the brain, that it be not hurt with cold things. In the diceafe called 
Cephalalgia coming of a cold caufe, make Frontalia of hot hearbs and flowers > 
as Sage, Ro{mary, Cammomil, Betony, Briony, Melilot,and fuch like. Fronta- 
lia, before they be laid to the forehead, are wont to have Come liquor poured 
upon them, or to be aired with fome vapour 5 as in example.

EE have found by experience, that Noodle men in times 
2 paft which have become famous in the practice and 
exercife of Phyfick, and Chirurgery, have beftowed 
chief care and great diligence to ftore up for thesr 
| 9S ufe (as Treafures) certain peculiar remedies for 
every hard malady, both to increafe and preferve the Wworthinelfe 
ana renownednelfe of their good Name, by thr profperous [ucceffe of 
their labours. The which remedies, although every of them pro- 
videdto be made at home, and took. them for Secrets; yet notwith- 
ftanding tn [pace of time and number of years, either by.death, or ine 
treaty, or for mony, or through change, or other manifeld means, they 
have been made known and publifoed. Whereupon others the rather 





minding the publique utility of men, thought good to gather together 


the difperfed compofitions of medicines then every Where known, and 
endeavoured themfelves to transfer out of the moft famous Authors 
the beft and moft receipts into their Books of Phyfick, Andby thefe 
means traly did Scribonus Largus, ACtuartus, Nicolaus Myrepfus, 
and Nicolaus Prepofitus, make their works. By*thw induftry it 
could not but come to palfe, that out of divers Authors many receipts 
not much unlike, Were taken tending to one end,as Syrupes of like ef- 
feét, and many medicines of Aloe, nor fewer of Scammony or Colo- 
cynthide,or Turpetho, all which differ only in Way of compofition, or 
for the variety of certain Simples. And foftning and {couring Elettn- 
aries ,alfo there be many, Whofe chicfelt force of Aetugo, and Which 
differ by a fole change of other Simples, as us granted to every Authors 
judgement. -Sothermany things have been heaped together, the moft 
part whereof have been to no ufe. It were much better in every kind, 
to

to choofe out the beft, the other unprofitable and unnecelfary omit- 
ted. But even to thw heaping together of remedies, many difeafes 
remain void of all help, for the whieh no fit remedies were invent- 
ed: for that diligent care which many have to gather together every 
where medicines ( after a fort an imitator and follower of prattick ) 
Without choice or method had, doth apply neither fit remedies, nor 
medicines to the difeafes, nor to the fenfible grief joyned to the ficknes, 
‘or to thetr caufes, neither doth fet down the kindes of remedies accor- 
ding to the asverfity of difeafes.: neither at any time weigheth what e- 
very compofstion hath, either profitable or to no ufe, neither pleafant or 
unfavory.; bat receiveth and alleweth for the moft part {ach receipts, 
as have been ufed of unlearned men, commonly Without regara of 
judgement, And many of thofe likewife divers have perverted and 
depraved, every man acoording to hus judgement, {o that now there re= 
maineth (cantly any certain kinde or trade of compofition for A pothe= 
caries, and that part of Phyfick ( as it u not ratified ana eftablifbed ) 
Which 1s moft neceffary for the cure of difeafes : and Whereas many 
have judged well of the reformation of that part, I have done mine en- 
deavour, that the compojition of medicines might beet down in Wri- 
ting according to Art, as the fimples have been in the books before. 
And whatfoever of them were profitable and eafie for prattice, might 
keep their ola form: and whatfogper were amilfe by upright judge- 
ment might be brought to better perfection, fo that nothing were either 
redounding or wanting, neceflary to take away the difeafes affection 
incident thereto, and cafe thereof. Therefore I do nat take out all the 
compofitions ufuall in old writers, but the beft only: and oftentimes 
J put to new, to fill my work with all kinde of medicines, and 1 cut off 
many, which contained under thofe, make a confufed heap: Ihave 
kept their common names, but yet not with the (ame fimples and dofes 
every where: ferafmuch as certain in many things were te be chan- 
ged, tomake the receipts more fit and pleafant for the cure of the ma- 
lady. And at length, to do the Apothecaries pleafure, I have forted 
and fet in one place the [yrupes, in another the Eleluaries, in 
another.the potions, and whatfoever elfe in their proper 
place; out of which they may be eafily taken aa 
gain, and applied to the practice and 
wfe of curing.

He barbarous titles and names.do apparently argue,thac (yrupes and Juleps, 
and many other as well fimple as compound medicines, were the inventions 
of the Arabians. But many years before them, the old Grecians had of the fame 
matter, and for the fame ule, their Apoyemata (that is, decotions of water and 
herbs) in ftead of fyrupes, which becaufe they were fitly applyed, as well to pre- 
pare the body as humours to purging, were of them termed Prepotifmata, as if 
you would fay, potions before purging, becaufe that according ro:the dire& or- 
der of curing, they make a way for purging medicines. So Galen and Mulfo,that 
is, wine and hony fodden together, and Oxymelite, that.is, honey, vinegar, and 
water boyled together, doth inco& Origanum.Hyfop, Peniroyall,and Calamint, 
tothe preparing of the body to be purged. And if he be an Author of credit, Ar- 
chigencs, Antonius, Muja, and many other ancient Phyficians did make fuch like 
{weet potions for fick folk, of the juyce of Cicory, Dill, Flowerdeluce,and Celi- 
dony, and fuch like herbs, rempered together with wine and hony by decotien 
for divers difeates of the Liver and other parts affeéted. And Diofcorides did-botl 
the roots; leaves, and tops of plants, and did {train the liquor boyled, and then 
miniftred it either alone or elle (weetned with Mul{o or hony,or that they might 
be kept, did decoé it to the thicknefle of hony. Sothar thele three, Apozems, 
Syrupus, and Fulepus, differ only in the manner of condicure, that 1s, making 
them pleaiant to the tafte. For in Apoxemate, becaufe that upon occafion fud~ 
denly and out of hand, ‘forthe moft part, it is ordained to be diflevered into 
thuee or four parts, to bring it roa feafonable {weetnefle, it fhal! be fufficient if 
he take the third part of Sugar or hony, or fomewhat more then the third patt 
of Sugar, in refpeé of the ftrained decoction and purified juyce. But the firups, 
to the intent they may be longer kept, requirea perfe& coction, and there- 
fore it is meet to have fo much, or very little lefle Sugar or Hony, as there 
is of the ftrained deco€tion, or purified juyce. But becaufe the Julep is more 
thinne, penetrating, and pleafant then the two before, it fhall be fufficient 
enough 
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enough if it have the fixth part of Sugar,orin ftead thereof the} 
a. convenient firupe, fo that there be) fomewhat more then the two parts of the 
Sugar, in refpect of the decoction prepared, or: diftilled warers.” To all thefe 
portions made of decoGions and the juyce ef plants, and fruits, Sugar and hony 


be mingled, nor only for their prefervations, or for theit {weetnefle and plea-

_fautnefie in tale and favour, but alfo forthe proper force of hony and Sugar, 


which they impart unto thefe decodtions. For fith thee two be almot 
ufed, and familiar unto-us, not only for fauce, but alfo.as meats, 
potions to which thefe fhall be mingled, do quicken and ftirre up the-naturall 
{trength altonied, or dulled, and languithing in ficknefle, and do comfort the 
naturall heat, which alone doth conco@ and mitigate difeafes ; and by-extenu- 
ating grofle matter, fcouring flimy, and making a riddance of obitru@ion, 
they caufe eafie purgations. And thele faculties come to the deco€ions or po- 
tions by reafon of the Sugar and hony, which deco@ions'notwithfanding of 
themfelves do much avail to divers ules, the commodities whereof I will declare 
in defcribing each of them, by obferving that order which both the trade of 
compouunding doth require, and the method of curing doth pre(cribe. For fee- 
ing the fimple is by narure before the compound, and the right order of mini- 
{tring medicines well, beareth by order one thing to be propounded and uled 
before another, he beginneth frit with thofe that are more fimple medicines, 
and of {uch as by dire& order of curing are ufed before others 3 minding to ob- 
ferve the fame order in all this book, beginning with Syrupus acidus fimplex, the 
fharp fimple firupe. For in this place we {peak not of cApoxemata and Juleps, 
but only of fuchas are kept along time of Apothecaries : and further, Apoze- 
mata agrecing tothe difeafes of every part, have been handled before. And al- 
though Gondzta, commonly called Conferves,and of herbs and fruitscertain wed] 
feafoned juyces, called of the Grecians orm oNLa puenre, be more fimple then fi- 
rupes, and therefore might feem the rather to be {poken of before; yet becaufe 
fot the moft part they be ordained after purgations; to the keeping or gerting of 
the ftrength of the parts,therefore my mindé was to defer them to another place, 


the method of curing fo requiring. Now firapes were invented to have in area. 


dinefle fo oft as occafion chanceth, becaufe that herbs, and other roots, and 
fruits be not alwdies ready at bund, and fometime when they be at hand, necef- 
fity fo urgeth,that there is no leifurero make of them eApoxemata and Juleps. In

mours for purging: then afzer, fuch.asbe meet to purge the remnants of the 


parts, and to keep or preferve their ftrength. And this generally of firupes. Par- 
ticularly the fharp fimple firupe was not to be made only of Vinegar and Sugar, 
as other fharp firupes be, but alfo.of water, to mitigate the ftrength and fharp- 
neffe of vinegar. Heed muit be taken that in ftead of white vinegar, diltilled be 
not put in, which being mait fharp doth Pierce and.pinchthe other parts tone 
{mall annoyance of the receiver. Heed likewifemuft be taken that no.more 
quantity of vinegar be put in: for this meafure was thought meet and equall. 
But if any ulpeét the fharpnefle of the vinegar, left through his piercing cold, 
bodies of tender conftirution, as of children, and:fpecially of women, their 
womb fhould be harmed, ( for according to. Hzppocrates,. vinegar is noyfome 
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ro the womb) they may when they ufe it by mixture of fome fweet or diftilled’ 
water, or fome meet decoétion, make the firupe more dilated,or in ftead of that 
ule, Oxy/accharum, a firupe of vinegar and Sugar. 

The fharp compound firupe is not heve defcribed 3. left I fhould burthen the 
Apothecaries with vain lofle, for by.putting ro.a portion of firupes-to roots; it 
will be a compound ferving for the fame ule. This wasthe purpofe of the au- 
thor to propound the beft compofitions of all other to every chief kinde of di- 
feafe, and caufe that nothing fhould be wanting of remedy. But to take toge- 
ther a vain and frivolous.heap of medicines from: all places, after the fathion of 
thefe that do fill papers unconfiderately, with unknown and unapproved reme- 
diet, Lthought it too great a burthen for. Apothecaries, and a work not plain; 
but full of confufion for ftudents.

The fyrupes that follow made of tharp. juyces are in force like tothe fore 
mer, asthe fyrupe of the tart juyce of Citrons, the {yrupe of tharp Pomegra- 
nates, the fyrupe de auranciis, the fyrupe of Omphacio, that is,untipe grapes, the 
fyrupe of the juyce of Sorrell. But peculiarly the fyrupe ef fharp Citrons doth 
quench the heat of an Ague, and reftraineth the corruption and malady there- 
of. The fyrupe of Pomegranats doth corroborate the ftomack, and the chief 
entrails of aman, asthe [pleen, theliver, the lungs, @7¢. itrettraineth vomi- 
ting, and mitigateth fwounding. The fyrupe de Auranciis doth more comfort 
the heart, and is more pleafant. The {yrupede Omphacio doth more quench 
thirft. The fyrupe of the juyce of Sorrell doth allay choler,and open obftrudtion. 
The {yrupe of Ribes is more {weet in tafte,and more aftringent. The way or or- 
der of making them all is alike, for inthe juyce of every one of them purged, 
a little lefle Sugar muft be diflolved,and thefe two put in atinne veflell,mutt be 
fet on the fire and boyled by little and liwtle to a fyrupe.

sues not much inferiour to Oxymel, and befides other effeéts, is very good ae. 
gainft agues. Bur {weer vinegar which every where is in ule in Apothecaries 
fhops, is very unfavory, whether it be full ef the too much groflenefie, coming 
of averfeething thereof, or of theroo much fharpnefle which is nor fo much. 
qualified and dulled with the mixture of our Hony as of Sugar. For although 
you delay. and diflolve that thick Oxymel with {weet water, or fome fet de- 
cogtion,. yet you fall never make it fo pleafant to drink as the four firupe. 
That which is made by many more thinne for prefent occafion, and is called 
Oxymel Galeni, is more piercing into every part, and more pleafant. For 
whereas for the little boyling itdoth not thicken, but the thickneffe of the 
water is therein retained, which the thicknefle of the vinegar doth further, and 
all the filthinefle of the Hony,partly. by skumming, partly by clarifying istaken 
away : therefore ic becometh moit thin and moft clear, efpecially if it have 
-been made with white vinegar and white Hony 3.and with the little fharpnefle 
of vinegar, it becometh nothing unpleafant to the tafter > but it is found by ex-. 
perience, that by too much ule, and too great a draught thereof, the ftomack 
isannoyed, chiefly inthofe, whofe mouthof the ftomack is by nature feeling 
and fenfible. Wherefore there is nofafe ule thereof in agues, whether you 
make it fowrer ot fweeters Choole good Hony which is betwixt thick and 
thin, moft (weet and fharp in tafte, and therewith making a-fweet tafte, and 
biting the tongue, as it were, with pulling 5. in colour pale, or fomewhat red 
andcleat, moft-fragrant and new, and which taken out and handled, for his 
clammy. humour, is not diflevered or pulled into parts: heavy in weight 
ot ponderous.

Whereas the fyrupe of Cichory, of the defcription of Nicolaus Florentinus, or 
Giulielmus ‘P lacentinus is oft in ufe,_and both their fyrupes do confift of acen- 
fufed heap of fimples, as well cold as hot without order,and of Reubarb, thar it 
is hard to tell,to what-ufe they may be applied: not withaut good reafon, the 
defcriptien is here changed and framed to thofe ends which be here exprefied in 
the title, tothe which neither of the-other can be applied for the hot roots. If it 
be defired to be fomewhat tart or fharp, there may be mixed to it the third pare 
of Acetofus [yrupus,or Oxyfaccharum; or if ix mutt be fomewhat hotter, or more 
Piercing, as againft many difeafes heaped together, fo much or half {o much of 
the fyrupe of roots : if Reubarb muft be at any time put to it, it rather feemeth 
meet to be putin thereto at the time of ufing then making thereof, becaufe 
the vertue of Reubarbeto purge, both by boyling and long keeping, vanifheth 
away5and this {yrupe is made rather for preparation then purgation,and there is 
more ftrength of roborating in Reubarb, then that well doth agree toa prepara= 
tive potion. — But neither inthetime of miniftring can Reubarbe commodi= 
oufly be intermixed, viz.the groffenels of the fyrupe hindering the operation of 
purging,eicher by making it very little or elfe none at all,and for the {ame thick- 
nefle the fyrupe it felf isnot fo effe@uall for thofe purpofes, for which it was 
defcribed, as if it'were diflolved and made more {weet with fome conveni+ 
ent decoGion : therefore they work nor for any commodity of the fick, but 
only of lofle, which to every pound of the fyrupe do employ % j. of Reubarbe, 
and do not only double and triple, but alfo mix by meafure “four or fix times 
fo much, contrary to the credit of all books, which for every pound do bid and 
will only 3 iiij-to be mingled. And they alfo be far wide which do affirm that 
this (yrupe muft be made of the only juyce of Cichory, no otherwife then the 
fyrupe of the juyce of Citrin: for although herein they have the truth, when 
they account a heap of compound fimples contrary one to another,to be rejeéted 
in the compofitions of medicines, and therefore dorefufe the compofitions of 
Gultelm. Placenti.g? ‘Nicola. loren.of Cichory,as contrary, and made rafhly,and

without reafon, yec notwithftanding the compofition of the juyce of Cichory 
muft nat take place in ftead of them, whenas it cannot truly be ordained for 
that ufe, to the which the fyrupe of Cichory by experience is found to avail <- 
for whether when choler muft be prepared to purgation, or the {topping of 
the Liver.and other parts muft be opened, or you have occafionto. cool, and 
moderately roborate,as in the beginning of vehement and peftilent agues,which 
of thefe I pray you can this fyrupe do or bring to pafle, which firft by much:

The firft is more apparent 
in green and tender Poppies, the two laft indry. As forthe Opium or rathet 
Meconium which is brought toufe, itis altogether counterfeit, and through a 
fecret quality is noifome, and therefore in no cafe tobe ufed, though it be never 
fo artificially correéted. For whereas Opium is by great labour in little quantity 
confeéted of the milk of the feeds of wilde Poppy, and Meconium without any 
trouble is abundantly prefled out of the leaves, the fa€tors which feek after 
gain and lucre may eafily counterfeit Opium, or in ftead thereof bring out of 
Naples and Spain, Meconium.
